Bills are out, due in June 28

NEWTON — Payments of property tax bills, mailed to nearly 22,000 
homeowners and thousands of commercial property owners last week, 
are due in the City Hall treasurer's office by June 28. 

City Treasurer Theodore Scafidi Monday confirmed that what he 
called a “calculated risk’’ paid off when the city was given the green 
light by the state Department of Revenue to mail the property tax bills 
at about 5 p.m. last Friday, 

Taxpayers missing the June 28 deadline face interest penalties of 
14% per year. 

City officials had the bills stuffed in envelopes awaiting mailing at 
the post office Friday when they received the final okay from the state 
agency. ‘It was a risk we had to take,” said Scafidi. ‘If we didn't get 
them out we wouldn't have been able to get them out until next week.” 

Scafidi said 12 employees from his office, along with 12 municipal 
employees from other departments, spent Friday stuffing the

thousands of bills into envelopes. Many homeowners received the pro- 
perty tax bills Saturday. 

The state Department of Revenue had to review the new tax rates 
under classification after city assessors discovered a $150 million non- 
existent residential parcel on the tax rolls that forced nearly a $2 in- 
crease in the commercial rate and almost a $1 hike in the residential 
tax rate. 

The Board of Aldermen approved a classification plan last Friday 
taxing commercial properties at the maximum allowed under state 
law - setting new tax rates at $21.88 for homeowners and $36.29 for 
businesses. Commercial, industrial and personal property is being tax- 
ed at 150%, Residential property and open space is being taxed at about 
9%. 


Under the tax rates, a $100,000 home will be taxed at $2,188 while a 
commercial property with the same $100,000 assessment will be taxed 
at $3,629. The new tax bills, which reflect new assessments under a 
revaluation completed this month, are for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1982.

Ron Burdette, head of the Viet- 
nam Combat Veterans, read a 
poem he had written about his 
comrades who are still ‘‘missing 
in action,” Speaking through the 
sound system of a police car-the 
public address system was 


shorted out by the rain—Burdette 
asked those present, ‘Please help 
our children who gave their best, 
to come home now so they can 
rest.” 

Mayor Theodore Mann called 
the Memorial Day parade ‘‘the 
best yet. We have the largest 
number of elected officials ever." 
The mayor was highly visible, 
wearing an electric-orange pon- 
cho he donned when it became ob- 
vious the downpour would not let 
up for the parade. 

In his address, Mann called for 
increased understanding, ‘‘so thal 
we can live at peace witt 
ourselves, with our neighbors 
next door, with our neighbors 
throughout the world.”” 

He said that war, besides being 
a tragedy, was counterproduc- 
tive. “Throughout history, war 
has been a tremendous drain on 
the natural and financial 
resources of countries, in addition 
to the drain on human talent,” 
Mann said. 

“There are those who say we 
cannot prosper without war, but 
we must remember that the time 
of our largest growth as a nation 
was between the Civil War and 
World War I-a span of over 50 
years of peace interrupted only by 
the four-month Spanish-American 
War,” he said.

Waltham Resigns

NEWTON - A Middlesex Superior Court judge ruled last week the 
city must pay Mayor Theodore Mann's “‘reasonable”’ legal bills in a 
case involving a $1.1 million lawsuit pressed by the mayor's former 
personal secretary 

Citing a‘ k (of) merit" in the suit filed to block payment of the 

legal fees, Middlesex Superior Court Judge James Donohue said the ci 
ty must pay the mayor's legal expenses under a city ordinance insuring 
city officials 

Ina “summary judgement” he dismissed a suit by 28 taxpayers who 
sought to block a $10,000 city payment to Mann's private lawyer, Ed 
ward Barshak The legal bills are in connection with a $1.1 million 
lawsuit filed by Mann's former secretary, Diana Ossinger 

Ossinger, the mayor's secretary for nearly eight years, claims she 
was illegally fired and is seeking back pay and damages. The West 
Newton woman was acquitted by a Middlesex County jury in October 
1980 of stealing $24,000 from the mayor by cashing his paychecks at the 
City Treasurer's Office 

Judge Donohue ruled last Wednesday the mayor and Board of 
Aldermen must “‘first find the fees incurred to be reasonable” before 
initiating and approving city payment 

Aldermen approved the $10,000 payment to Mann's private attorney 
last December. However, the 28 taxpayers, led by Newton 








businessman Vincent Filippone, stopped the payment with a court 
challenge filed on Dec, 21 

In a 12-page decision, Donohue wrote: “The court holds that 
(Newton's) ordinance R-129 mandates that the city of Newton must pay 
reasonable expenses incurred by Attorney Barshak only after they are 
incurred, properly billed and presented to the Board of Aldermen and 
the mayor.” 

Donahue said the taxpayers’ arguments ‘‘lack merit.” 

“On all points of law, we have been upheld,” said a jubilant City 
Solicitor Daniel Funk. “I've said from the beginning that the case (tax 
payers’ suit) was without merit,” 

Funk stressed that aldermen must approve payment under the court 
order unless Barchak’s fees are ‘‘unreasonable."’ He said he would sub- 
mit Barshak’s $3,412 bill to aldermen within the next several days. 

The dispute regarding Mann’s legal bills resulted from Funk’s 
refusal to represent the mayor because of a ‘conflict of interest.” 

Funk, who advised Mann on Ossinger’s firing, noted that he could be 
called as a witness for Mann's defense. He also said he would be 
obligated to defend the city against any claim mayor might file for his 
cashed paychecks. The $24,000 is still missing 

Arthur Goldsmith, attorney for Filippone and other taxpayers br- 
inging the suit, complained that the judge overlooked crucial facts. 
“There was no evidence submitted on Mayor Mann's actions,’ 
asserted Goldsmith. The Boston attorney argued that the judge should

NEWTON East met West at city hall Thursday morning when 
Mayor Mann hosted a delegation of 13 engineers visiting from Japan. 

There was a welcoming ceremony, a work session and lunch. The af- 
fair had all the earmarks of an international get-together as Mann jug- 
gled the roles of mayor and ambassador 

He bowed. He joked. He bowed some more. He even took a few stabs 
at speaking Japanese 

The engineers loved it, and they did their best to express their ap- 
preciation 

The meeting was originally suggested by alderman Blaine Gentile. 
The Japanese engineers’ specialty is ‘‘value engineering,” a discipline 
concerned with increasing efficiency and lowering costs in industry 
and government 

Gentile said she thought, ‘‘With the concept of value engineering just 
filtering into local government and the cloud of Proposition 2% hanging 
over our heads, it would be beneficial for Newton to explore the use of 
such analysis techniques in its management decisions."” 

The methods of ‘“‘value engineering” were discussed during an hour- 
long presentation, but the bulk of the three-hour conference was given 
over to social activities and a cultural exchange. 

The mayor greeted the delegation in his office and filled them in, 
through an interpreter, on the history of the city. 

“We are one of the oldest cities in America,” he said. ‘The industrial 
revolution started here in Newton, with factories manufacturing silk, 
shoes and paper. The Stanley Steamer was built here." 

Mann talked at length about city hall, saying that, ‘When it was built 
during ‘The Great Depression,’ there were a few things built into the 
building that Id like to show you.” With that, hé elbowed the wall near 
the fireplace and a secret passageway opened up. 

An intrigued ‘‘Oh so-o-0,"’ came from the Japanese delegation in one

“This exit goes all the way outside the building,"’ Mann said, ‘“‘but I 
don’t use it. This mayor, ‘‘sono,”’ goes in and out of the building through 
the front door.’’

“Andiamo,” he said, trying to get people together for the picture.

The group adjourned to another room where city officials described 
Newton's recent attempts at applying ‘value engineering” to various 
operations of city government. 





Mayor Mann not only shared insights into 
Newton’s commercial climate with 
Japanese visitors, he also showed them the 
‘secret’ passageway from his office, install- 
ed when City Hall was built during the 
Depression years. 








Introducing the visiting delegation to the officials, Mann said, ‘‘We 
very much admire the accomplishments of the Japanese. America 
could learn a great deal from Japanese ingenuity."” 

Referring to the visiting engineers, Mann said, ‘I'd like to import all 
these guys and start a business.” 

Director of Public Works Charles Thomas spoke to the delegation on 
recent changes in solid waste treatment, and Michael Kuklinski, head 
of the Energy Division of the Building Department, described the suc- 
cess of recent conservation efforts in his department. 

Thomas was introduced by the mayor as ‘‘a graduate of MIT,” 
credentials which were quite obviously understood and esteemed by 
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the Japanese engineers.

Taxpayers fight through final round

NEWTON — Approximately 200 
taxpayers Thursday night crowd- 
ed into the aldermanic chamber 
to take parting shots at a revalua- 
tion many claim is filled with er- 
rors, inequities and discrepan- 
cies. 

Taxpayer after taxpayer strode 
to the microphone to take the firm 
that conducted revaluation in the 
city, Finnegan and Associates of 
Acton, to task for what they 
claimed is a poor and unprofes- 
sional job. The public hearing was 
marked by repeated taxpayer 
pleas for aldermen to reject the 
revaluation despite the conse- 
quences of an $11 million budget 
cut. 

The accelerated revaluation 
was implemented last May to 
raise the levy and avert potential- 
ly disastrous cuts under Proposi- 
tion 2%2. 

John Matthews, who faces a 
$1,000 tax increase, received 
thunderous applause when he told 
aldermen to throw out what her 
termed the ‘‘plainly and seriously 
flawed”’ revaluation. 


“Tt doesn’t solve the problem to 
say you can get an abatement,” 


asserted Matthews of Pine Ridge 
Road. “This whole scheme is 
flawed...Everybody says we can’t 
throw it out because the city will 
lose $11 million. Well let it!” 


Wernerh Gumpertz, who has 
conducted extensive research on 
the Finnegan methodology, 
revealed the most startling in- 
formation during the hearing. 

Gumpertz charged that Fin- 
negan has increased the inflation 
factor used on comparable sales 
for determining assessments by 
10 percent higher than the actual 
figure. 

The member of the Mayor's Ad- 
visory Committee on Revalua- 
tion, who stressed he was giving 
his own personal opinion, detailed 
yearly inflation rates using the 
consumer price index and other 
indicators and the 10 percent in- 
crease used by Finnegan. 

In a short interview, Gumpertz 
said he came to the conclusions 
based on data provided by Fin- 
negan.

Tax bill relief option

NEWTON A rarely used legislative option designed to provide 
relief for those homeowners least able to afford soaring property tax 
hikes was axed by aldermen Thursday night

Alderman Michael Malec filed the legislative option that was ap- 
parently discarded by Mann administration officials. Malec learned of 
the option to use what he touted as a “progressive reform of the proper- 
ty lax” after the town of Brookline adopted the exemption last week. 

Under the exemption, about two percent of the residential tax burden 
is shifted from the lower valued homes to the higher valued parcels. In 
Newton, the exemption would provide tax reductions for all properties 
assessed at less than the average home value of $115,000. 

Under the plan, 10 percent of every residential assessment is reduced 
andthe tax rate is increased proportionately. As a result, homes valued 
under the average sive tax reductions while higher valued homes 
receive similar increase:

Malec said the exemption would “give a break"’ to those least able to 
afford significant property tax increases under revaluation 

“This softens the blow to those hit the hardest by the revaluation pro- 
cess,”’ he said, calling the exemption the ‘largest meaning “il remedy” 
the city could offer 

“It’s not perfect,’ he added, ‘‘but it will give help to thousands of peo- 
ple who need...I feel a progressive reform of this tax rate is something 
that the city sorely needs and will help the people who need it most.” 


Opponents, however, argued that the exemption was unfair and its 
passage would delay the mailing of property tax bills. 

Malec criticized the Mann administration for not bringing the ex- 
emption to the attention of aldermen.

Aldermen gave final approval to the classification plan taxing city 
s at 150 percent by a 19 to 2 vote. The vote came after approx- 
200 taxpayers crowded into the aldermanic chamber for a 
three-hour public hearing in which homeowner after homeowner 
criticized the accelerated revaluation as unfair, inequitable and 
plagued with errors and discrepancies. 

Many taxpayers urged aldermen to reject the revaluation even 
though it would mean an $11 million cut in the municipal budget with 
only one month remaining in the fis year. 

Under the classification plan approved by aldermen, approximately 
70 percent of the 21,602 homeowners and 740 businesses face property 
tax increases. Residential taxpayers will be taxed at approximately 90 
percent of full and fair market value. 

The maximum classification plan makes Newton one of a handful of 
the 351 cities and towns in the state that have voted to tax businesses at 
the maximum allowed under state law 

Under the plan, approximately 15,586 homeowners face tax in- 
creases; 6,016 will receive tax decreases. Approximately 519 
businesses face tax increa 219 will receive decre 

Under the revalu n, implemented last May to raise the tax levy 
and avoid Proposition 2'2 cuts, residential taxpayers will be forced to 
pick up a $3.5 million shift in property taxes previously paid by com- 
mercial taxpayers. The major reductions will go to utilities, according 
to assessors. 

A disappointed Newton Chamber of Commerce Vice President Lewis 
Songer contended the x plan will force small businesses to either 
close up shop or move out of the city,

Aldermen supporting the c fication plan, however, argued that 
the business sector has the ability to absorb the cost by passing it on to 
consumers while homeowners would have no recourse. Others argued 
that anything but the maximum classification would provide additional 
huge reductions to the major utilities. 

City assessors have estimated that under the 150 percent classifica- 
tion plan, Boston Edison and New England Telephone will receive ap- 
proximately a $2.5 million reduction in taxes. 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle said a minor reduction in classifica- 
tion would not help small businesses hard hit by revaluation. ‘‘it’s not 
going to filter down to the little guy,’’ he said. 

Alderman Robert Tennant, however, voiced strong support for the 
taxing commercial taxpayers below the 150 percent rate. ‘‘Fairness tc 
all,’ said Tennant. ‘‘That’s all I ask for tonight.”’ 

“If you don’t give business a break you'll see what will happen,’ 
shouted Tennant. ‘‘Your taxes will climb and climb and climb.” 

Many aldermen maintained maximum classification had to be votec 
because of the large number of homeowners facing tax increases under 
the first full scale revaluation of the city since World War IT. 

“‘T just honestly in my own conscience can’t tax or burden residential 
taxpayers with any more money,”’ said Alderman Bruce Carmichael.

Aldermen are scheduled to consider the request at a joint 
meeting of the Revaluation and Finance Committees this week 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer estimated that the accelerated 
revaluation has cost the city $1.2 million including the $95,000 request 
The cost does not include an estimated $250,000 to $500,000 in lost 
revenue as a result of the delay in the mailing of property tax bills 

The board approved the contracts request by a 19 to 2 vote. The board 
requested the mayor send appropriate funds for the letter on a voice 
vote 

Alderman Richard McGrath said he is concerned that the city may 
be letting the firm that conducted revaluation, Finnegan Associates of 
Acton, off the hook without paying penalty fees and other fines required 
if the job was not completed within specific deadlines and guidelines 

McGrath said he ‘“‘could not believe’’ the $600,000 contrac been 
further changed by assessors and Mayor Theodore 1 a 
Hickey, a key Mann aide, confirmed that ‘extensions’ were given in 
contract amendments in April. 

“The contract was amended as a good many contracts are amend- 
ed,"’ said Hickey 

McGrath charged the Mann administration in April with 
“misleading” aldermen by extensively altering a board order on the 
revaluation pact. 

The mayor reduced penalty fees in the contract from the $5,000 a day 
proposed by aldermen to $500 a day. Furthermore, he did not require 
that Finnegan post a full performance bond for the pact as requested 
Because the firm could only get a $200,000 bond, Mann reduced the bond 
necessary for the contract. 

Mann, backed up by the city solicitor, has contended the executive 
department has the sole authority to enter into contracts. 

Under a city timetable, Finnegan and Associates was scheduled to 
complete the job before Feb. 1. The firm finished the job nearly three 
months behind schedule after approximately 11,000 taxpayers went to 
uppeal hearings. 

The further contract change came as a complete surprise to every 
aldermen questioned. Hickey said that the Revaluation SubCommittee 
Chairman Paul Coletti was given a copy of the amended pact, Coletti, 
however, that he was informed of several changes, but not an ‘‘exten- 
sion” of the deadlines. 

Aldermen also voted to set up a committee to review a proposed let- 
ter to be mailed to all taxpayers with property tax bills. 

If the funds are initiated by the mayor, all taxpayers will be provided 
extensive information on property tax abatements and other options. 
Aldermen Sondra Shick and Verne Vance have prepared an extensive 
and clear package on abatements and other avenues open to aggrieved 
taxpayers.

Look on the bright side. Neighboring 
Brookline’s assessors just figured out the 
new assessments and sent out the bills. Not 
even so much as a how-de-do as far as 
public hearings for taxpayers. But here in 
Newton taxpayers had their say two or 
three times (it’s easy to forget, what with 
all those hearings on the calendar). 
Businessmen and women turned out for 
one of their own, too, and voices were 
heard across the land. 


The aldermen went five or six rounds 
with this revaluation situation and, in the 
end, there really was only one bottom line. 


Reval - a painful experience in anyone’s 
book - had to be done, by law. 


The assessors and the aldermen didn’t 
win any popularity contests. But then, it 
can only be hoped they didn’t think that’s 
what this would be. 


The mayor didn’t exactly win the hearts 
and minds of the people by repeatedly fail- 
ing to show at public hearings. And the 
revaluation firm of Finnegan Associates 
won't be getting too many presents from 
Newton taxpayers come holiday time next 
December. 


And the press, that catch-all term for 
newspapers, large and small, came in for 
its share of criticism for trying to con- 
sistently and accurately (at least from our 
end) reflect the pains and high points of 
this lengthy process. 


At some point perhaps the lesson learned 
from all this will be clear. As for now, it’s 
still lost in the smoke on the battlefields.

Concerns on cancer 
and moth spraying 


To the editor; 


Cancer is one of the leading, if not the leading cause of death in our 
modern world. It is probably the most puzzling problem of modern liv- 
ing, although it’s not so mysterious a problem if you really think about 
it. I believe that some cancer is caused by poisons released as waste in- 
to our streams and rivers, later to find their way into our drinking 
water. Poisons released as waste into the atmosphere, which was once 
clean, fresh air. Poisons applied to food during processing to improve 
its shelf life and appearance, poisons applied to the soil to kill weeds 
and sprayed on food bearing plants to kill off insect pests. 

Make no mistake about it, insecticides don’t just poison insects. In- 
secticide is a term used to describe a poison that is used primarily to 
kill off pesky insects, a term that can be dangerously misleading if 
taken to mean a poison that can only kill insects, and not wild animals, 
beneficial insects, pets and people. 

Gypsy moth caterprillars munch a lot of tree leaves but I've never 
seen a strong healthy tree completely defoliated by the caterpillars 
I've never been bitten or poisoned by a Gypsy moth, but I hope I never 
find out what one of those poison sprays would do to someone. 

How would you know if you did get poisoned? How would you know it 
wasn't the flu? Spraying poison around is just asking for trouble in the 
form of unexplained and incurable illness. 

Spraying with insecticide for Gypsy Moth caterpillars can be self- 
defeating and is likely to prolong the infestation, because the cater- 
pillars aquire resistance to the poison spray, and the caterpillar’s 
natural enemies, who get the credit for controlling the pests, get killed 
off by the spraying. Without their natural predators, the Gypsy moths 
multiply unchecked and return more numerously the next year until 
the natural ceiling on their population is reached, and a disease wipes 
them out, beginning the cycle at a low point in the following year. 

Where does the insecticide runoff go when it rains after a spraying? 
Into the Charles River? Or does some get into the Reservoir and wind 
up in the drinking water? 

I’m not advocating hands off the Gypsy moths, I can't stand them 
any more than you do. All I’m saying is don’t shoot yourself in the foot 
while trying to do them in. It’s a losing battle to throw insecticide at 
them. Spiders and wasps and birds are a lot better at killing Gypsy 
moth caterpillars than we are, they're at their job all day long and 
don’t cost a cent. 

Let’s lay off the spraying and give the spiders a chance to get the job 
done right.

The city treasurer said tax- 
payers that cannot pay the 
full should pay as much as pi 
ble to avoid inter on the pay- 
ment. The treasurer’s office will 
accept partial payments before or 
after the due date. Any partial 
payment made after the due date 
will pay interest only to the date 
the payment is made. 

MUST I PAY MY TAX BILL IF 
I FILE FOR AN ABATEMENT? 

No, it is not necessary to pay 
the tax prior to the assessor’s 
decision on the abatement. 







































However, interest on the amount 
determined to be due will be 
charged at the rate of 14 percent 
per annum beginning 30 days 
after the mailing of the tax bill. If 
is not possible for the assessor's to 
waive this interest. Therefore, the 
taxpayer may ultimately be stuck 
with it. Because partial payments 
are acceptable. taxpayers filing 
abatment applications may want 
to make a minimum payment. 

WHAT IS THE ABATEMENT 
PROCESS? 

Technically, the abatement pro- 
cess is a procedure in which tax- 
payers apply for a tax reduction 
or relief if they feel they have 
been ov sessed. Abatements 
in the c of revaluation for tax- 
payers who feel they have been 
overassessed are permanent 
reductions until the property is 
reassessed. 

Apartment owners and com- 
mercial property owners may ap- 
ply for abatements because of loss 
of income during tenant vacan- 
cies or loss of use due to fire. In 
most cases, these abatements are 
granted on a temporary basis. 

WHERE CAN I RECEIVE AN 
ABATEMENT APPLICATION 
FORM? 

Abatment applications form 
can be obtained from the 
Assessor's Office at Newton City 
Hall (1000 Commonwealth 
Avenue) or any branch of the 
Newton public Library. The ap- 
plication should be directed to the 
Newton Board of Assessors. 

WHAT IS THE DEADLINE 
FOR FILING AN ABATEMENT 
APPLICATION? 

An application for abatement 
must filed in the assessor's office 
by June 28 - 30 days from the mail- 
ing of tax not Failure to 
receive your tax bill because of 
mail delays will excuse a failure 
to file the application by the man- 
dated 30 day from mailing 
deadline. 

The application should be sent 
by certified mail, return receipt 
requested, or hand carried to the 
Assessor's office on the first floor 




















of City Hall, where a date 
stamped copy of the application 
should be obtained. If the applica- 
tion is made by mail, the letter 
should include a self addressed 
stamp envelope asking the 
assessors to return a date 
stamped copy of the application. 

WHAT SHOULD I INCLUDE 
ON THE ABATEMENT AP- 
PLICATION? 

The form must contain a suffi- 
cient description of the property. 
The best way to do this is to use 
the description from the deedof 
record and to describe the proper- 
ty by street address and section. 
Improper description of the pro- 
perty may defeat the application. 

DO I NEED A LAWYER TO 
FILE AN ABATEMENT AP- 
PLICATION? 

There is no requirement that a 
taxpayer use an attorney for the 
abatement process. 

HOW LONG DO ASSESSORS 
HAVE TO REVIEW THE 
ABATEMENT APPLICATION 
AND HOW DO THEY MAKE 
DECISIONS? 

Assessors have 90 days to act on 
the abatement application. By 
state statute, if the assessors fail 
to act on the application within the 
required three months, the ap- 
plication is automatically denied. 
The assessors are required to 
notify the applicant within 10 days 
after the three month deadline. 

The standard for reviewing the 
application is whether the appli- 
cant was taxed at more than the 
fair cash value of the property. 








ARE THERE EXEMPTIONS 
FOR ELDERLY, BLIND, AND 
VETERANS? 

Yes, there are a broad range of 
tax exemptions available to elder- 
ly and handicapped veterans and 
taxpayers. A list of the exemp- 
tions should be included with your 
tax bill. If you believe that you 
may qualify for an exemption or 
want more information on 
whether you may be eligible, you 
should contact the Newton Board 
of Assessors at 552-7065.

Tax bills are in the mail

The new tax bills will deduct the estimated bill paid by commercial 
and residential taxpayers in November. Newton along with a number 
of other cities and towns received approval to send out the estimated 
bills while the accelerated revaluation to raise the levy was being con- 
ducted. The city mailed estimated tax bills on last October. 

City officials implemented the accelerated revaluation last May to 
raise the tax levy for the fiscal year and avoid further cuts under Pro- 
position 2%, Many taxpayers have argued that the project is plagued 
with errors, inconsistencies and errors. 

Scafidi stressed that homeowners must have payment in his office by 
June 28 at 5 p.m. He said even if a payment is postmarked on June 28 
and is received after that date, a taxpayer would be subject to penalty 
interest. 

“The law says it must be in the possession of the tax collector 30 days 
from the date of mailing,”’ Scafidi said. He said since the thirtieth day 
from the mailing (May 28) falls on a Sunday (June 27), the bills are not 
due until June 28. 

Seafidi also confirmed that the city lost an estimated $250,000 to 
$500,000 in revenue because the bills were mailed late. Scafidi was fore- 
ed to borrow $15 million in anticipation of taxes due because of the 
delay in receiving tax monies. The city must pay the interest on the $15 
million loan, Scafidi noted, adding the city also would have earned in- 
vestment monies if the bills were mailed on time. 


“I knew we could do it if we had the help,”’ said Scafidi of the race to 
mail the tax bills out. ‘‘My only question was would all things be go 
(from the state Department of Revenue) on Friday.’ 


If the bills did not go out before June 1, the city would have begun the 
new fiscal year with a ‘revenue deficiency,” providing numerous ac- 
counting problems and p bly jeopardizing the city’s coveted AAA 
bond rating, according to City Comptroller Lawrence Marino. 





Scafidi said a few bills still need to be mailed. He did not have an 
estimate on the number, but noted the majority were for con- 
dominiums. ‘‘Those will go out when ass ors give them to me,” said 
Scafidi. He said those bills will be due 30 days from the date of mailing. 







Taxpayers who feel they have been overassessed may file for an 
abatements with the assessor’s office. The abatement application, 
available at the Assessing Department in City Hall on Commonwealth 
Avenue, must be filed within 30 days of the mailing of the tax bill. 








Under statute, the assessors are required to act on the abatement ap- 
plication in 90 days. There is no requirement that an attorney is needed 
to file the abatement application.

Wilder joined the Bowdoin administrative staff in 1927 as Acting 
Alumni Secretary and from 1928 to 1932 served as both Alumni 
Secretary and an Instructor in Education. He was promoted to an assis 
tant professorship in 1932 while retaining his position with the Alumni 
Council, 

Appointed Assistant to the President in 1956 and named Director *f 
Student Aid in 1959, Mr. Wilder ed in both acities until 1967. He 
continued until 1971 as the College's Foreign Student Advisor, a role 
which he had assumed in 1946. 

Wilder, who received the Alumni Service Award in 1968, served as 
the Secretary of the President and Trustees from 1971 until 1977, when 
he was elected an Overseer Emeritus.

NEWTON — The city solicitor and the mayor's private attorney last 
week charged that a taxpayers’ lawsuit to block city payment of the 
mayor's legal bills was mere ‘‘harassment.”’ 

Edward Ba , Mayor Theodore Mann’s attorney, has filed a mo- 
tion to recoup his $3,412 fee from taxpayers who brought what he called 
the ‘‘capricious”’ claim designed to “har: * Mann. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk plans to file a similar motion to recoup 
much more than the $3,412 in expenses detailed in Barshak’s bill.

“The irony of this case is that the plaintiffs’ effort at trying to save 
the city $10,000 has cost the city a considerable amount of money in the 
time and effort taken to defend it,’’ Funk said. ‘“The cost may even ap- 
proach the $10,000 that was challenged 

I think it was harassment,” erted Funk. “This ordinance 
(authorizing payment of legal bills) clear from the beginning. This 
an effort at giving the mayor a hard time...”” 
he mayor has definitely been victimized,” added Funk. 

Mann was at City Hall when he learned of the ruling paving the way 
for city payment of his legal bills. The bills are in connection with a $1.1 
million lawsuit filed by his former secretary, recently acquitted of 
diverting $24,000 worth of Mann’s paychecks to herself. 

Mann’s $24,000 is still unaccounted for. 















“Frankly I don’t take any pleasure in this whole process,”’ said 
Mann. “‘T have been the victim of a crime as stigated by police and 
confirmed by a judge in Newton District Court.”” 





Mann charged that some of the taxpayers who brought the complaint 
acted “out of malicious contempt’’ and were ‘‘attempting to subvert 
the way in which our judicial system is designed to work.” 


Mann said the suit ‘‘abused’’ the judicial system and city taxpayers. 
He added: ‘I am pleased the judge has found for Mr. Barshak and for 
the city on all counts.”” 


“I think people who bring suits just to harass people ought to start 
learning a lesson,"’ said Barshak. ‘I hope the judge whacks them with 
counsel fees."” 


Barshak said with the taxpayers’ suit out of the way he will begin to 
work on the $1.1 million lawsuit filed by Mann’s former secretary. He 
predicted the earliest the case could come to court would be one year 
from now. 


Responding to a possible appeal from taxpayers, Barshak said: ‘‘I 
think it would be an unjustified appeal...It would just be another at- 
tempt at harassment that wouldn’t do him (Filippone) any good."’ 


Funk contended that the taxpayer’s complaint was an “effort to em- 
barass and hurt the mayor.” 


“They went out of their way to insult and malign the mayor,” said 
Funk. 


Both Fu k and Mann were quick to point to Donohue’s earlier repri- 
mand of the complaint. In responding to a brief referring to the 
mayor's ‘‘pigheadedness,”’ Judge Donohue said there appeared to be 
more ‘‘spitefulness”’ than ‘‘legality”’ in the taxpayers complaint.

have considered whether Mann was “‘grossly negligent”’ in firing Oss- 
inger, 

Judge Donohue said it is ‘‘true’’ that the mayor would not be entitled 
to the city payment of legal bills if the Ossinger firing was “grossly 
negligent."’ But he wrote: ‘‘That determination, however, can not be 
made until the verdict is rendered in the Ossinger case."’ 

Goldsmith argued that Judge Donohue failed to consider whether 
Mann acted outside the scope of mayoral duties by asking Ossinger to 
put his checks in the city credit union. 

Goldsmith said: ‘‘Trusting her (Ossinger) with his checks is not 
within the scope of his (Mann’s) employment."” 

Judge Donohue dismissed a claim that aldermen violated the open 
meeting law by appropriating the $10,000 in a closed session. 

Furthermore, Donohue dismissed arguments that Funk did not have 
a legitimate conflict of interest. 

The ordinance insuring city officials was approved by aldermen on 
March 16, 1981, Under the ordinance, the mayor and other officials are 
insured for up to $1 million for any civil-rights action brought against 
them in the scope of their city duties. 

In addition, the ordinance requires the official to obtain a private 
counsel if the city solicitor determir 1e has a conflict of interest.

Taking action on nuclear disarmament

NEWTON CENTRE — Tears fill Ann Regan’s eyes as she discusses 
her views on nuclear disarmament. 

Embarrassed, Regan apologizes for her public display of emotions, 
but adds, “‘I get very emotional about this.”’ 

Five years ago, the words ‘‘disarmament” and ‘missiles’? drew a 
blank expression on Regan’s face. Today however, the 48-year-old 
mother of six is an ardent activist for a nuclear arms freeze. A Newton 
Centre resident, Regan is publicizing her support for a freeze and for 
the United Nations Second Special Session on Disarmament on June 12. 
Each Saturday, Regan stands at the horse trough on Newton Centre 
Green as ‘‘a witness for the success of the session.”’ 

Regan defines ‘“‘success’’ of the session as a proposal by President 
Ronald Reagan for an arms freeze, not a reduction in stockpiles as the 
president’s administration has proposed. ‘‘You can’t talk about reduc- 
tion without talking about not making them anymore. It doesn’t make 
any sense,’’ says Regan. 

Regan is a member of the Newton Cohalition to Prevent Nuclear 
War. The group, comprised of Catholics, Jews and Protestants and 
members of various activist groups, will hold the ‘‘Newton Interfaith 
Service for Peace’’ on June 6. Prayer readings from members of all 
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faiths and ‘‘disarmament music’’ will highlight the service. Various 
children’s activities, including ‘‘peace clowns” helping children create 
peace flags and doves, will also take place before the service on the 
Newton Centre Green. ‘It’s really a wonderful service,”’ says Regan, a 
member of Sacred Heart Church in Newton Centre and its Peace and 
Justice Committee. 

Five years ago. through the church committee, Regan attended a 
weekend disarmament seminar at Boston College. At that time, “I 
didn’t know what (disarmamament) meant,"’ she says. The B.C. 
seminar inspired Regan to become an activist. ‘tI have six children. 
It’s for their future.”’ 

On the Newton Centre Green where she is surrounded by anti-nuclear 
slogans and literature, Regan urges others to become involved in the 
fight. ‘Unfortunately, there’s still a lot of work to be done. They know 
what's happening, but they just don’t want to get involved,”’ she says. 
Regan is ‘‘constantly”’ talking to people about the threat of nuclear 
war. She disagrees with those who often tell her ’If it’s meant to be, 
then there’s nothing we can do about it.’ Regan says, ‘‘I believe we do 
have control over it.”” 

Regan, with members of the cohalition and her church, will attend 
the U.N. disarmament session in New York City next week, ‘‘To let our 
elected officials know that we want an end to all this madness.”

Final cost of reval: $1 million

NEWTON — The final cost of the ac- 
celerated revaluation, culminating in property 
tax bills being mailed last week, will be more 
than $1 million. 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer has 
estimated that the accelerated revaluation has 
cost the city $1.2 million including a $95,820 re- 
quest that aldermen are scheduled to consider 
at a special meeting Wednesday night. 

On Wednesday, Palmer will present 
aldermen with an additional $95,820 request to 
provide assessors with monies to handle the 
wave of abatment applications expected as a 
result of the highly criticized revaluation. 

The cost does not include an estimated 
$250,000 to $500,000 in lost revenue as a result of 
the delay in the mailing of property tax bills.

* approximately $600,000 paid to the firm 
that conducted the revaluation project in the 
city - Finnegan and Associates of Acton 

* $15,000 paid to a private Boston consultant, 
R.M. Bradley, to review commercial values 
determined by Finnegan and Associates, The 
$15,000 does not include an additional $7,500 re- 
quested by Palmer for the company. The chief 
assessor said the cost resulted from ‘‘services 
performed during the appraisal and certifica- 
tion of commercial/industrial properties. 

* approximately $260,000 paid to a New York 
company, Calspan Inc., for the computer pro- 
gram used to determine new values. The 
$260,000 does not include an additional $3,500 
for the company requested by Palmer. The 
chief assessor said the cost resulted from the 
city’s need to ‘‘rerun comparable sales sheets 
prior to residential certification.” 

In a letter to aldermen, Palmer said the ad- 
ditional $95,820 in funding is necessary to ‘‘ac- 
comodate taxpayers’ inquiries and anticipated 
abatement requests as a result of the im- 
plementation of the revaluation assessments 
and to offset unanticipated costs incurred dur- 
ing the revaluation. 

Palmer said $72,320 of the request will be us- 
ed to fund six temporary clerical positions and 
12 appraisal technicians; $6,000 for a copying 
machine; and $3,000 for telephone installation. 

The Aldermanic Revaluation and Finance 
Committees will consider the request in a joint 
meeting at 7;30 p.m. The full board is schedul- 
ed to take up the request at 9 p.m. 

Alderman Paul Coletti said assessors should 
have brought the request before the board 
before last Thursday nights aldermanic 
meeting when aldermen refused to suspend 
rules to take up the request. On the same 
night, aldermen approved a classification plan 
taxing businesses at the maximum allowed 
under state law - 150 percent. 

The classification plan approved by 
aldermen makes Newton one of a handful of 
the 351 cities and towns in the state that have 
voted to tax businesses at the maximum allow- 
ed under state law. 

Under the plan, approximately 15,586 
homeowners face tax increases; 6,016 will 

























receive tax decreases. Approximately 519 
businesses face tax increases; 219 will receive 
decreases. 


Under the revaluation, implemented last 
May to raise the tax levy and avoid Proposi- 
tion 2% cuts, residential taxpayers will be 
forced to pick up a $3.5 million shift in property 
taxes previously paid by commercial tax- 
payers. The major reductions will go to 





utilities, according to assessors. 

City assessors have estimated that under the 
150 percent classification plan, Boston Edison 
and New England Telephone will receive ap- 
proximately a $2.5 million reduction in taxes. 

Alderman Richard McGrath said before 
aldermen consider the $95,000 request from 
assessors on Wednesday night, he will bring up 
the Mann administration’s decision to change 
a contract, extending revaluation deadlines to 
Finnegan and Associates. 

Aldermen last week voted to request ‘all 
copies of contracts with Finnegan and 
Associates after learning the contract had 
been changed for a second time without their 
knowledge. 

As they prepared to consider a proposal that 
the contract with Finnegan Associates of Ac- 
ton be strictly enforced, aldermen learned the 
contract had been altered for the second time. 

McGrath said he is concerned that the city 
may be letting the firm that conducted 
revaluation off the hook without paying penal- 
ty fees and other fines required if the job was 
not completed within specific deadlines and 
guidelines, 

“It is the most irrespnsible act I have ever 
seen by a government agency on a local 
level,’’ McGrath said of the possibility that the 
contract changes may prevent the city from 
collecting penalty fines from Finnegan. 

James Hickey, a key Mann aide, confirmed 
that “extensions"’ were given in contract 
amendments in April. 

McGrath charged the Mann administration 
in April with “misleading” aldermen by 
sively altering a board order on the ri 
tion pact 

The mayor reduced penalty fees in the con- 
tract from the $5,000 a day proposed by 
aldermen to $500 a day. Furthermore, he did 
not require that Finnegan post a full per- 
formance bond for the pact as requested. 
Because the firm could only get a $200,000 
bond, Mann reduced the bond necessary for 
the contract. 

Mann, backed up by the city solicitor, has 
contended the executive department has the 
sole authority to enter into contracts. 

Under a ci timetable, Finnegan and 
Associates was scheduled to complete the joy 
before Feb. 1. The firm finished the job nearly 
three months behind schedule after approx- 
imately 11,000 taxpayers went to appeal hear- 
ings. 

The further contract change came as a com- 
plete surprise to every aldermen questioned 
last week. Hickey said that the Revaluation 
SubCommittee Chairman Paul Coletti was 
given a copy of the amended pact. Coletti, 
however, that he was informed of several 
changes, but not an ‘extension’ of the 
deadlines, 
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Mann wary of changes North language students are honored 


in 10% housing rule 


NEWTON ~ Mayor Theodore D. Mann said last week he opposes any 
changes in the city’s low-income housing requirements which would 
impede development in the city, 





A week ago Monday, aldermanic Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris proposed to boost the quota of low-income units in any 
new housing deveolopment from 10 to 20 percent. Also, the city would 
take ownership of the units rather than leasing them as it does now 


The mayor said his first responsibility is to reduce residents’ tax 
rates by expanding the tax base. He added that he would oppose any 
revisions in the zoning laws which would jeopardize the city's being ‘‘a 
residential community with a clean commercial tax base.” 


Speaking of the proposed raise in percentages from 10 to 20, Mann 
said, “You might have a good idea, but if nobody supports it, you've got 
a percentage of nothing.” 


Mann pointed to the special needs of young families trying to find 
housing in the city and said that the ongoing development of the Weeks 
Junior High ‘recognizes those needs.”’ 


Director of Planning and Development Barry C. Canner shared some 
of Mann's concern for the effect the proposed changes might have on 
future developments. Speaking of raising the percentage of low-income 
| housing in a development to 20 percent, Canner said, ‘‘If it went 
straight to 20, it would be a hindrance. It can be done so that it is not so 
outlandish.” 





Canner added, ‘‘It’s important to change the formula (for determin- 
ing the number of low-income units) so you can figure what bonuses 
you'll have to offer the developer in terms of increased density.” 


About the city’s assuming ownership of the housing units, Canner 
said the proposal’s future ‘‘depends on where the funds are coming 
from. State and federal funds are drying up. If the city has to do it, it 
will only have trade-offs to offer. In that way, it is not just a political 
question but a fiscal one.” 


Alderman Ethel Sheehan, a member of the Land Use Committee, 
said of the proposal to raise the limit to 20 percent, ‘‘It will need alot of 
discussion. The percentage is negotiable from my point of view.”” 


Sheehan added, ‘I’m not so sure you can say it will stop develop- 
ment. Sometimes we get a lot of scare tactics on these matters.” 

Developer James A. Miller said he could not speak on the matter as 
president of the Newton/Needham Chamber of Commerce, but said his 
personal opinion was that raising the requirement to 20 percent “would 
present some problems to developers. You can’t even make the 
numbers come out at 10 percent.” ‘ 

Miller added that, ‘‘Absent other incentives, such as increased densi- 
ty, there would be insufficient reason to develop property in Newton” 
given the proposed zoning law changes. 

Alan Green, developer of ‘‘The Gables,” said he thought it was more 
important to develop housing in the city for moderate income families 
and ‘address the real needs of Newton.” He questioned whether allow- 
ing increased density in return for low-income units was in line with 
“good land planning.”’ 

Green added, ‘There are lots of cities that have come up with a solu- 
tion for this problem. I suspect that, with some Yankee ingenuity, we 
could come up with some very interesting programs.”

Hubel was the honored guest at the prayer 
breakfast and recipient of the Newton Centen- 
nial Medallion Award from Mayor Theodore 
Mann. A professor of neurobiology at Harvard

“Is the brain just a machine or is it 
something more?" asks Hubel. ‘‘The relation-

High school grads here prefer high tech 


WALTHAM - Engineering and 
computer science are two of the 
top careers: preferred by this 
year’s high school graduates in 
Waltham and Newton. 

Jobs are tight in a recession, but 
college engineering grads are be- 
ing offered salaries in the $23,000 
to $30,000 range and computer 
specialists are in the $21,000 to 
$24,000 range. 

Myra Trachtenberg, counselor 
in charge of the Career Center at 
Newton North High School said 
she knew one woman who got her 
doctorate in computers and her 
first job paid $39,000 and a couple 
of years later she was earing 
$46,000. 





Margaret Nolan, assistant 
director of pupil services at 
Waltham High School said 


“women have been going into 
management” in recent years 
and ‘‘doing wonderful.” 

But Miss Nolan added, ‘I sup- 


pose the (women in management) 
field will be glutted in another 
year or two." 

Ms. Trachtenberg said some 
schools have dropped the 
“business” out of programs in 
favor of ‘‘administration or 
management’’ and then let 
students elect courses aimed at 
business or the public sector. 

There always seems to be a de- 
mand for accountants and 
business management graduates, 
but the traditional liberal arts ma- 
jors find it toughest to find jobs 
right out of college. 


“Today,’’ Ms. Trachtenberg 
said, ‘‘many liberal arts students 
haven't found a career they want 
and are hoping their liberal arts 
courses will lead them to some oc- 
cupation.”” 





In an era of declining population 
and declining school enrollment, 
many students are steering away 


fron education except in the area 
of special education 

Miss Nolan and Ms 
Trachtenberg agreed there is a 
big move toward health related 
fields and the service fields, but 
financial rewards are mixed. 

U.S. Labor Dept. statistics for 
1978 show a social worker with a 
master’s degree earning about 
$10,300 to start, Ms. Trachtenberg 
said. ‘But you add 10 percent a 
year to that so it’s about 40 per- 
cent better no e added 

But a physical therapist which 
is arapidly growing field in health 
care was earning $13,000 to start 
in 1978. Other rapidly growing oc- 
cupations in the health field are 
occupational and inhalation 
therapists. 

There is a big demand for 
nurses and their salaries have 
been moving up, but Ms. 
Trachtenberg says the lack of 
financial reward to go with their 








“T think things are changing. In 
California it is not uncommon for 
anurse to earn $25,000 while it it is 
not common here. The hospitals 
will be forced to upgrade salaries 
as the nu ng shortage continues, 
said Ms. achtenberg,. 











Ms. Trachtenberg said students ! 


should go to the library and get 
the “Occupational Outlook Hand- 
book” put out by the U.S. Labor 
Dept, “It is an excellent source of 
information,’ she said but warn- 
ed that inflation has been increas 
ing salaries about 10 percent a 
year. 








In Waltham, Miss Nolan said, 
about 30 percent go on to a four- 
year-college, about 30 percent go 
on to a two year college or some 
form of specialized training such 
as technicians at Wentworth In- 
stitute and Franklin Institute or 
Sylvania Institute in Waltham.

Docs fighting the death penalty

NEWTON - A group of physicians, led by a Newton man, has jumped 
into the fight to keep the death penalty off the books in 
Massachusetts. 

Dr. Jonathan Weisbuch is chairing a symposium June 11 at Har- 
vard Medical School on “Physicians and the Death Penalty.” 

Weisbuch, former commissioner of health in North Dakota and 
director of Health Services for the Massachusetts Department of 
Corrections from 1974-76, said almost 100 physicians from around 
the commonwealth have joined the fledgling Physicians Against the 
Death Penalty (PADP) 

Although the question of reinstating capital punishment in this 
state has not arisen, as yet, in the gubernatorial campaign, Dr. 
Weisbuch says the ‘‘docs" have orgaiuzed to prevent the death 
penalty from creeping back into the Massachusetts penal system. In 
at least one state, Weisbuch said, prison officials would rely on a 
“physician’s assistant” to give a lethal drug dose to inmates on 
death row. 


“The American Medical Society position is that physicians should 
not be involved (in executions),’’ Weisbuch said last week. ‘That 
sort of begs the question.”’ 

In states considering reinstitution of the death penalty advocates 
“are arguing that physicians’ assistants will be involved. If he § 
no, they fire him. If he says yes, he goes against the very reasons he 
became a physician's assistant,” Weisbuch said. 

At the June 11 symposium, which will feature such speakers as 
noted defense lawyer Max D. Stern and Tufts University Professor 
of Philosophy Dr. Hugo Bedau, Dr. Ward Casscells, co-founder of 
PADP, will speak on ‘Lethal injections: The physician as execu- 
tioner.”’ 

Among those advocating the death penalty for criminals, the elec- 
tric chair and gas chamber are almost passe, Weisbuch said, in 
favor of administration of a lethal drug injection. 

“It's $15 a shot,” he said. “It makes a lot of sense from an 
economic point of view. But economics is not, at all, the issue.

Controversy is over; St. Jean’s closes

NEWTON — It was a bittersweet moment as St. Jean’s school 
released its students Friday to a carefree summer which, unlike 
other summers, would not see the financially troubled school reopen 
in September. 

The last parochial elementary school in Newton, Ecole Saint Jean 
L'Evangeliste (generally known as St. Jean’s) was founded in 1925 
by St. Jean's parish on Watertown Street. 

The heated controversy this spring over the decision to close the 
school was something which the church’s pastor, Father Francis 
LeBrun, said he expected because ‘‘people have such high regard for 
the school." 

During the final ‘‘First Friday”’ mass for the students last week, 
Fr. LeBrun urged the many parents, teachers and students at the 
mass against being bitter or sad over the closing of the school and to 
be thankful instead for the 57 years St. Jean’s has been in existence. 

“What St. Jean’s has meant to us is a thought that we should carry 
with us,” Fr. LeBrun said, 

“‘We want to thank all of the people involved in the school. There is 
a whole line of teachers in our minds—people who were dedicated,” 
he said with emotion, 

‘We have to have ideals in our lives; we have to have values, And 
this has been the task of the teachers at St. Jean's forever,” Fr. 
LeBrun said urging the students to carry their high ideals to their 
new schools, 

According to Diane Donnellan of Newton, chairperson of St. Jean's 
School Board, about half of the school’s 132 students will be going to 
public school and other half to private schools such as Newton 
Catholic High School and grammar school,

At the end of the mass, awards were given to the outstanding 7th 
graders in the school and certificates were handed out individually 
to all students through Fr. LeBrun. Although the special awards are 
traditionally given only to the 8th grade graduating class at a 
separate mass, the school’s principal, Natalie Stimmell, and 
teachers decided to present awards to the 7th graders as well 

Eighth grade graduation ceremonies were held Sunday evening in 
the parish. 

Donnellan said she will send her four children to the Newton public 
schools next year because she has found other Catholic schools more 
expensive than St. Jean’s. Donnellan fought hard along with other 
school parents this spring to try to raise money to keep the school go- 
ing and she helped to create a brochure advertising the strengths of 
the school. 

The brochures, which were on a table at a coffee following the 
mass, were picked up by many parents as souvenirs. A huge cake 
donated by Antoine’s Bakery in Nonantum which said ‘‘Aurevoir a 
Notre Ecole St. Jean’ was among donations from Newton stores for 
the final reception at the school. 


The brochure touts small class sizes and a supportive environment 
as some of the outstanding features of the school, but, for many 
parents, this is an understatement of what St. Jean's has given their 
children

O'Reilly's 
own book, in many ways, parallels Herbert's science fiction. 

O’Reilly says his book asks readers to ‘‘think about”’ the issues posed 
by Herbert and what they mean to everyday life. 

“What I am really after is the subject matter and not whether Frank 
Herbert is as great a writer as Herman Melville or if he’s as good a 
stylist as Hemingway,”’ he says. 

“It’s a way of being perceptive and open to the universe,” O'Reilly 
says of Herbert’s Dune philosophy. ‘The world is a very exciting, very 
dynamic, changing place.” 

O'Reilly says that Herbert asks readers to ‘‘open’’ themselves up to 
life and ideas rather than constantly aiming for total ‘‘control.”’ 

O'Reilly, a Harvard graduate, is a longtime science fiction fanatic. 
“Thad read science fiction since second grade,” he says. “There was a 
time when I think I had read everything.” 

He got the chance to put his his science fiction zeal to good use when a 
publishing friend asked him to write a book on Herbert. 

While writing the book, O’Reilly became friends with the popular 
science fiction writer. He is now editing a collection of essays by 
Herbert. 

“I am very excited about some of his ideas,” O'Reilly says of 
Herbert's writing. ‘He is really pointing to some very important issues 
in our culture. I was just trying to open that up.””

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Rain couldn't stop 
prayers for peace

Before clergy and activists took to the microphone, the service had a 
carnival like flavor. A folk singer led the crowd in the singing of 
“Where have all the Flowers Gone?” and ‘We've Got the Whole World 
in our Hands,” and children in clown makeup and rainbow decals 
paraded around the gym and tossed balloons: with “‘love’’ scribbled in 
magic marker on them. The service, originally scheduled for the 
Newton Centre green, was forced indoors by the heavy rain, 

While a bucket in the middle of the gym floor filled with rain from a 
leaking roof, clergy from all faiths stepped to the microphone. 

Rabbi Samuel Chiel of the Temple Emanuel had the strongest 
criticism of President Ronald Reagan and world leaders ignoring cries 
for disarmament. ; 

“The truth is most of are terribly suspicious of our leaders and 
statesman,” he said. ‘‘We have leadership that is frightening us.’’ He 
particularly cited Reagan’s belief that a nuclear war is winable. 

Referring to claims the Reagan administration hopes a June 29 peace 
conference in Geneva will ‘‘diffuse” the nuclear disarmament move- 
ment, Chiel said: ‘We are here to say to the government of the United 
States and the government of Russia that we are not about to diffuse 
We want to live. We want our children to live...We will not be satisfied 
until our goals have been met.” 

Chiel also praised those ‘‘committed”’ enough to attend the service 
despite the rain. f 

Mayor Theodore Mann read a prayer attributed to Rabbi Nachman 
of Bratzlov. ‘May we see the day when war and bloodshed will cease,” 
said Mann. ‘When a wondrous peace will embrace the world. When na- 
tion will not threaten nation. When humankind will not experience 
war.”’ 

The service also attracted U.S. Rep. Margaret Heckler (R-10th) bat- 
tling U.S. Rep. Barney Frank (D-4th) for the fourth congressional 
district in the September primary.

City cuts energy usage by 25% 


Million gallons of oil saved 


NEWTON — The city’s energy 
manager said last week a study of 
the past three years indicates 
energy usage in municipal 
buildings has been cut by 25.3%. 

According to Michael Kuklinski 
of the city’s Building Department, 
the reduction in total energy con- 
sumption for the city, over the 
past three years, translates into a 
savings of more than a million 
gallons of fuel oil. 

The city's net heating consump- 
tion (oil and gas) has been reduc- 
ed by more than 27 percent, ac- 
cording to Kuklinski, and elec- 
trical consumption is down 10.4 
percent, 

Kuklinski, obviously proud of 
the results of his long-term ef- 
forts, said the city enjoys ‘‘a pret- 
ty good name across the country” 


for its success 
energy. 

The graduate of Lowell Tech 
said recently that much of the 
reduction in ener8gy use in 
municipal buildings was a result 
of a relatively new method of 
determining energy loss. Using 
infrared film, Kuklinski 
photographed 65 city buildings 
from the air and on the ground. 

This thermographic technique 
showed the exact points of heat 
loss in those buildings, he said. 
Poorly fitted doors and windows, 
leaky roofs and _ ill-constructed 
walls were all targeted for repair 
by the energy manager. 

Continuing with statistics on 
energy savings which would be 
the, envy of any homeowner, 
Kuklinski said, ‘“‘The two most 


in conserving 


energy efficient buildings im the 
city are the Burr School and the 
Horace Mann School. City Hall, 
which has significantly more 
usage, is now operating as effi- 
ciently as our best building. 

“Simply stated, Newton City 
Hall, which is 50. years old, has 
become the most energy-efficient 
facility in the city, and, perhaps, 
in the state, for a building of this 
size, type and use’ Kuklinski 
said. 

Since he began the conservation 
program in 1978, Kuklinski cites 
reductions in energy usage at city 
hall which total 40 percent. Fuel 
oil consumption in the building 
has decreased by 66 percent and 
electricity usage has dropped by 
23 percen , according to Kuklin- 
ski. 


Citing energy performance in 
terms of gallons of heating oil to 
square feet of floor space, Kuklin- 
ski gave the figures for the past 
year as .32 gallons per square 
foot. The figure is close to a third 
of the same measurment for 1978. 

“An aggressive energy 
management program, plus a 
comprehensive maintenance pro- 
gram, coupled with an intense 
capital improvement program of 
energy retrofits, are responsible 
for city hall's dramatic energy 
savings,'’ Kuklinski said. 

The energy manager promised, 
“Additional energy savings will 
be achieved next heating season 
as the remainder of the energy 
retrofit package will have been 
implemented.”

Sad state of affairs 


Always travel in pairs. Always walk 
with a purpose. Never walk near dark 
doorways or through alleys. 


The words of caution from the Newton 
Police Department this week were 
familiar as police put out the word to 
women in the area following a rape over 
the Memorial Day weekend at the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir. 


The words, the advice are important and 
should not go unheeded. But it is, again, a 
sad state of affairs when a rapist remains 
on the loose. 


MDC police were putting the clues and 
descriptions together, with some cops ty- 
ing the recent rape with a series of such 
crimes in Boston. There’s a very sick and 
dangerous person on the loose out there 
and, in light of police reports, the con- 
stables are doing everything they can to 
get this guy. 


But the words of caution about this most 
violent crime cannot be dismissed in a 
society that has, and will most likely 
always, produce its share of outcasts who 
turn their inner violence on women. 


Rape, contrary to some of prehistoric 
understanding, is not a crime of sex or pas- 
sion but rather one of simple, brutal 
violence. It is a crime of which we must all 
be aware.

Remember ‘Baltic Holocaust’ 


To the editor; 


June 14 marks the 4ist anniversary of the 

“Baltic Holocaust.” On this day in 1941 the 
Soviet Union beg, an mass deportations of inno- 
cent persons from the Baltic states of Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania to the frigid wastes of 
Siberia and other desolate areas of the Soviet 
Union. 

During the night and morning of June 13-14, 
Soviet secret police went house to house ar- 
resting whole families and herding them into 
waiting railroad cattle cars. Husbands were 
separated from their wives, mothers from 
their children. Deprived of food and water, 
many died on the long trip to Siberia. Starva- 
tion and disease killed most of the enslaved 
people. Very few returned to bear witness 
against this crime. 

After the first wave of deportations others 
followed until approximately 600,000 persons, 
or 10%, of the total population of Estonia, Lat- 
via and Lithuania were killed 

The Baltic states are still under the Soviet 





domination. The systematic violation of 
human rights and genocide in the Baltic states 
is well docunented and has been condemned by 
many Western governments and international 
forums. Due to Soviet genocide the Baltic peo- 
ple are on the verge of becoming a minority in 
their own countries. 

The United States government has never 
recognized the forcible incorporation of Lat- 
via, Estonia and Lithuania into the Soviet 
Union. 

Americans should remember this tragedy. 
They should remember the former republics 
of Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia. They should 
remember that only America stands between 
Communism and its goal of world tyranny and 
oppression. 

It is the responsibility of the United States to 
make sure that freedom wins the struggle and 
that finally, some day, the Baltic states and all 
captive nations will be free.

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‘Inconsistent’ values 
concern to this reader 


To the editor; 

This letter will protest the recent revaluation policies and procedures 
employed by Finnegan Associates for the city of Newton and request 
that the entire process be declared null and void. The basis for the pro 
test and request is our own experiences as Newton homeowners 

We purchased our home in 1967 for $31,200, At that time our evalua 
tion was $13,100. The average price of Newton homes in that period was 
$31,800 (according to CIT Financial Services Advertising Supplement 
to The Boston Globe, April 1982), Our home was about average 
Finnegan Associates placed a value of $153,700 on our home. The 
average price of a Newton home in 1980 was set at $77,300. Our home 
has suddenly doubled in value according to Finnegan Associates. 

In the mid-seventies evaluation, eight of our 12 neighbors had higher 
evaluations than we did. In 1982, Finnegan Associates determined that 
only two of our neighbors had higher evaluations. A remodeled kitchen 
and a new deck were apparently the basis for determining a quantum 
leap of 1200% in our evaluation and over $1100 in our tax bill. 

We were adivised to meet with the staff of Finnegan Associates if we 
were in need of an explanation of ‘how the value of your property was 
determined.” I arranged for such a meeting after considerable difficul- 
ty in making telephone contact 

At the meeting I was shown printout materials on five houses which 
were compared with ours to form the ba evaluation 

I was told that these houses were chosen because they were directly 
comparable to ours. I noted that one house was a contemporary (mine 
is a colonial). I was told that the computer had to use that house 
because it couldn't find any more colonials in its data bank for com- 
n. I pointed out that two other houses had twice as much land as 
‘s. [was told that once again the computer had to come up with some 
houses and therefore had searched to come up with these entries. I 
pointed out that the houses were in neighborhoods and areas other than 
ours, I was once again referred to the computer. I pointed out that the 
houses were all built at different times than ours. And so it went to no 
avail. 

l asked about the training of those evaluators who visited my home. I 

5 ured that they had been well-trained. I asked how someone who 
as well-trained could list my home as having asphalt shingle roofing 
when in fact our roof is slate. 

I was told that I had better keep quiet since a slate roof was ‘better 
than” an asphalt shingle roof. The point I was making entirely escaped 
the staff member who was supposed to be explaining how my home was 
evaluated. I also asked what the effect of the evaluator being allowed 
or denied access into the home was. Some people had refused admit- 
tance to the evaluators. I was told ‘‘none."’ I asked her how she knew 
that and she said that that is what she had heard. 

I reviewed the computer printout. I asked about sale prices, sale 
price 1/81, and adjusted sale price. Other than “‘inflation’’ I could not 
get an answer as to why these figures were what they were nor what 
they meant. The same was true when I asked how model estimate, 
market value, and appraisal value were determined. Reference was 
made to a formula someone had. 

My wife and I visited the ‘‘comparison”’ homes. None were directly 
comparable. One which was listed as not having a detached garage, 
shed ga . Two had brick exteriors; three were in substan- 
lly better neighborhoods; and four had landscaping designs and 
layout superior to our own. We did not enter the homes.

“J feel it’s barbaric and it is not consistent with my view of man’: 
relationship to man," Weisbuch said, ‘We don t cut hands off 
thieves anymore. We don’t whip people in the public square. If socie 
ty believed in equality in relation to the death penalty we would 
make the punishment equal - not fit - but equal to the crime. 


In response to some advocates in other states who claim clinically 
administered, lethal drug injections are “humane, Weisbuc t 
described one drug considered for usage in executions which is a 
“relaxant” actually used, in some operations. 


“(This relaxant) stops muscles from responding to the nerve,”’ he 
said. “It stops muscles from responding but it does not stop the pain 
It does not stop you from thinking. It does not stop you from realizing 
you cannot breath and that you are dying. 

Weisbuch said after working for three years with inmates in state 
prisons, many of whom were on so-called ‘‘death row,”' he felt such 
criminals had already had to deal with a grisly, daily confrontation 
with death. ‘Their minds are different from the average bear,”’ he 
said. “It is a devastating kind of experience.” 

Weisbuch recognizes a move in some quarters of society to seek 
direct action against those convicted of ‘‘capital” crimes. 





“Tt is the force of vengeance and hatred and prejudice which seek 
this sort of eye-for-an-eye punishment,”’ he said. ““Why should socie 
ty support those things by bringing back the death penalty?

CHESTNUT HILL Jewish 
educators from the Greater 
Boston area are planning for the 
forthcoming Seventh Annual Con- 
ference on Alternatives in Jewish 
Education to be held at Brandeis 
University from August 13 to 19. 

This year’s conference is co- 
sponsored by the Bureau of 
Jewish Education of Greater 
Boston with a grant from the 
Combined Jewish Philanthopies 
of Greater Boston. 


Cherie Koller-Fox, chairperson 
of the Coalition for Alternatives in 
Jewish Education—the national 
sponsoring organization of the 
Conference, estimates that over 
1,000 people will be in residence on 
the Brandeis campus for the four 
nights and five days of the con- 
ference itself and up to 500 local 
educators and supporters of 
Jewish education will attend on a 
daily commuter basis.

These subven- 
tions are being distributed by the 
Synagogue Council of 
Massachusetts with direct 
assistance from the Bureau of 
Jewish Education. It is an- 
ticipated that over 300 local pro- 
fessionals will receive stipends. In 
addition, Tuesday, August 17, is 
being set aside for special pro- 
gramming for lay supporters of 
Jewish education to join forces 
with the professionals and discuss 
topics relating to the priority for 
Jewish education in America to- 
day.

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Revaluation fee hits $1.2 million

NEWTON Aldermen Monday night ap- 
proved $7,500 in additional consultant ex- 
penses for revaluation, bringing the cost of the 
highly criticized project to more than $1.2 
million. 

Despite complaints from several aldermen 
that Chief Assessor Robert Palmer failed to 
request the funds before incurring the cost, the 
funding request passed on a 22 to 1 vote. 

Aldermen also approved a $2,000 data- 
processing request resulting from revaluation 


The $7,500 is part of a $49,732 total bill run up 
by the city for the appraisal services of R.M 
Bradley of Boston. The firm reviewed com- 
mercial properties including the top seven 
commercial parcels and nursing homes. 

With an additional $95,820 approved by 
aldermen last week, primarily to provide 18 
temporary employees in the sing depart- 
ment to handle property tax abatements, 


Palmer has estimated the cost of the project at 
$1.2 million 


The final cost of the project does not include 
an estimated $250,000 to $500,000 loss in 
revenue because of the delay in mailing out 
property tax bills 

Aldermen approved $15,000 for the R.M 
Bradley consultant services last November, 
but only learned last week that the cost for the 
consultant services had reached nearly 
$50,000. 

Alderman Verne Vance called the timing of 
the request ‘sloppy management.” He urged 
the Mann administration to ‘come clean” with 
aldermen on appropriation requests and other 
information needed by aldermen to make deci- 
sions. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, meanwhile, 
used the request to once again criticize the ad- 
ministration for making changes in the 
$600,000 contract with the firm that conducted 
the citywide revaluation Finnegan and 
Associates of Acton. 

McGrath said contract amendments ap- 
proved by assessors and Mayor Theodore 
Mann have extended the deadlines and effec- 
tively ‘bargained away" liabilities that could 


75 seek advice on taxes 


NEWTON Approximately 75 taxpayers 
Monday night attended a meeting sponsored 
by a citizens group to get some advice on filing 
property tax abatements. 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer, meanwhile, 
Monday said that 500 taxpayers have already 
filed overassessment abatement applications 
since tax bills were mailed May 28. 

Save Our Homes Two, a citizens group that 
battled the implementation of the revaluation, 
sponsored the forum at the Emerson School in 
Newton Upper Falls. The organization has 
contended that the revaluation is plagued with 
errors and discrepancies, 

The group is considering filing a law suit to 
force the city to discarded the revaluation. A 
number of taxpayers at the meeting said they 
would be willing to donate funds to support the 
case, 

Louise Riley, an organization represen- 
tative, said the group is talking to attorneys 
and getting advice on legal options. 

John Rogers, president of the group, 
reviewed the abatement application step by 
step for taxpayers attending the meeting. A 


similar meeting last Thursday night attracted 
500 taxpayers interested in filing abatements. 

The property-tax-bill payment is due in the 
City Hall T rer's office by June 28. Abate- 
ment applications are also due in the 
assessor's office by June 28. 


Assessors have been busy handling abate- 
ment applications since last week. Aldermen 
recently approved approximately $95,000 for 
the assessing department to hire 18 temporary 
employ to handle the wave of abatement 
requests expected as a result of the revalua- 
tion. 

Palmer said the response from an adver- 
tisement in the Sunday Boston Globe for ap- 
praisal technicians has been encouraging. He 
speculated that the appraisal technicians with 
real estate experience will begin to help 
review abatement applications early next 
week. 

Palmer said about 200 tax bills have not 
been mailed out yet. Furthermore, he said that 
personal property bills for city businessmen 
will go out “‘late this week.”’

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Reval may be affecting house sales

NEWTON As ‘‘For Sale”’ signs threaten to 
become as prolific as gypsy moths in front 
yards throughout the ci some local real 
estate agents say the increase is seasonal 
while others suspect that the recent revalua- 
tion of residential properties might be partial- 
ly responsible 

Alderman Paul Daley, a real estate agent 
and a certified appraiser, said: ‘‘A percentage 
of the increase in homes now on the market 
can be attributed to the revaluation. Owners of 
older homes, especially, are not prepared to 
pay more and don’t want to pay more. So, 
they've decided to sell.” 

Under the new assessment rate of $21.87 per 
thousand, approximately 70 percent of the ci- 
ty’s 21,602 homeowners face tax increases 
Those homeowners are being asked to pick up 
$3.5 million in taxes previously paid by com 
mercial property owners, mainly utilities 

Fresh from a meeting with the city 
assessors, Daley said the recent revaluation, 
whith he described as being ‘“‘unquestionably 
screwed up to a ‘fare thee well,’’’ might affect 
the real estate market in the city for years to 
come 

“If a house is over-assessed, it’s bound to af- 
fect my ability to sell it. The house is 
stigmatized with the overassessment for as 
long as ten years, or until the next complete 
revaluation is done,"’ Daley said. ‘‘A buyer 
will tend not to want to get involved.” 

Steve Pauler of Broderick Bros., President 
of the Newton Real Estate Board, said, ‘‘At 
this point, the increase seems to be more 
seasonal than a result of revaluation.’’ But he 
added that he has seen ‘‘some instances of peo- 
ple who seem to be testing the market to see if 
the city’s figures are correct.” 

Pauler joined with other brokers in predic- 
ting that the real, long-term effects of the 
revaluation have yet to be felt. “‘There certain- 
ly will be a fallout when people start figuring 
out their own situation,”’ he said. ‘‘Someone 
who has been used to paying around $2,000 a 
year in , when confronted with an in- 
crease tc r $4,000 and, possibly, a fixed 
income, might say, ‘It’s not worth it to me.’” 

Pauler added, ‘‘I tend to think the idea of 
selling a home because of the tax burden is ar- 
rived at only as a last resort. The people who 
would do that would have to lose out on all 
levels of the appeals proc ‘ 

Activity at the assessor's office at city hall 
the last two days would seem to indicate that 
residents are willing to go through the abate- 
ment process. 

According to Pauler, the city’s assessments 
of property valves have little to do with the 

e of those properties. He said he 
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has heard of houses selling for prices both 
above and below their assessed values. 

Regarding those homes sold recently for 
something less than their assessed value, 
Pauler said, ‘‘The city has chosen to ignore the 
sale price. They say, ‘One sale does not a 
market make." 

Pauler agreed with Spencer Lookner, of 
Lookner Real Estate, who said the increase in 
homes being put on the market consisted most- 
ly of older homes owned by older people. 
“Some of these are older people whose 
children have left home," he said 

Lookner echoed other brokers when he 
predicted that the r effects of revaluation 
“are going to show up soon, when people ac- 
tually have to start paying their taxes. In six 


or eight months, you'll see people who were 
just hanging on start trying to sell their pro- 
perties,”’ 

On the commercial front, realtor Richard 
Bram said, ‘‘The effects of the revaluation 
have not filtered down yet.’’ He predicted a 
change in the complexion of the city’s business 
community when the results of assessing com- 
mercial properties at 150 percent of their value 
begin to show up in the form of increased rents 
to tenants 

Bram said that, since the final guidelines of 
revaluation were announced, two of his 
tenants have already given him notice of their 
intent to relocate. He cited their reason for 
moving as a lack of confidence in the future of 
businesses in the city. 


Bill claimed $129,000 garage

NEWTONVILLE “This is the $129,000 
garage,’ Daniel Gentilucci said incredulously 
pointing to the simple, two-car garage which 
he received a separate tax bill for last 
weekend. 

“It's just a plain old, dirty garage,’’ he 
laughed. 

Like many Newton residents, Daniel and 
Julie Gentilucci received their property tax 
bill but instead of one envelope, they found 
two. 

Not only did the bill for Gentilucci’s garage 
get the size of the lot wrong, but the ass 
ment conducted by Finnegan Associates 
valued Gentilucci’s garage and approximately 
1,400 square feet of property at $129,000. 

The second bill was for the Gentilucci’s two- 
family house on Norwood Avenue in Newton- 
ville and was based on an assessment of 
$118,000. 

Since the Gentilucci’s garage is by deed ona 
separate piece of property behind their home, 
they have received two tax bills ever since 
they bought their house in 1957. So, when Gen- 
tilucci appealed his reassessment of $118,000, 
he specifically asked if the figure combined 
both pieces of property. 

“T was told that it ($118,000) was based on 
everything that I owned,” he said. 

Outraged by the huge error made in assess- 
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ing his property, Gentilucci went to the 
SE ffice, but was told he'd have to pay 
and file for an abatement. 

“Now why should I pay for their error?” he 
said angrily. ‘‘I feel that if I have to pay them 
my money, they have to pay me 14 percent in- 
terest.” 

Alderman Richard McGrath, who 
represents Gentilucci’s ward, said the error 
made on Gentilucci’s garage ‘‘further adds to 
the evidence that the job by Finnegan was not 
just marginally ridiculous, but blatantly 
ridiculous.”’ 

“You don’t have an abatement process to 
correct blatant discrepancies,’’ McGrath said 
angrily. ‘‘The abatement process is not there 
to fix Finnegan's job.”’ 

“This is what the hearings were for — to 
catch typographical error: he stressed. 
“This mistake should have been cleared up 
before that tax bill went out.” 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer says the per- 
son Gentilucci spoke with on Tuesday was 
mistaken and that Gentilucci will not have to 
pay the outlandish tax bill on his garage. Ac- 
cording to Palmer, Gentilucci must file for an 
abatement, but the error would be corrected 
before payment was required. 

“When you add this to all of the other 
mistakes that have been made, the figures 
that were used to base the tax rate on become 
less reliable,’’ McGrath warned. 
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Newton Rider bus is 
rolling through June

NEWTON The financially troubled “Newton Rider,” a city sub- 
sidized bus service for thousands of commuters, will continue to 
operate at least until the end of the month 


Aldermen Wednesday night unanimously approved $2,500 in funding 
to keep the three buses serving the city on the road. 


The bus system, however, will be shut down by July 1 without addi- 
tional support from local merchants, additional city funding or a grant 
from the MBTA 


The service, which is operated by Andre Coachlines of Newton, 
began in September 1980 with business and city funding. 


Aldermen approved $12,000 in March to keep the service running un- 
til the end of June. Declining ridership, according to city officials, ‘n- 
creased the operating deficit and forced the additional funding. 


In a letter to aldermen requesting the $2,500, Department of Public 
Works Commissioner Charles Thomas said the ridership decline is 
“due in part to a 25-cent fare increase and the onset of spring."’ 


Thomas said service beyond June 30 is not ‘anticipated unless 
su antial financial contributions from the business community are 
received during the month of June.”” 


Mayor Theodore Mann, who initiated the $2,500 appropriation, is at- 
tempting to get a $25,000 grant from the MBTA to operate the service 
until June 1983 with contributions from the business community. At a 
press conference earlier in the week, Mann said he was “‘attempting to 
pull a rabbit out of the hat” to keep the bus ce. 


Mann and Chamber of Commerce President Lewis Songer have sent 
a letter to local businesses urging tax-deductible subscriptions to keep 
buses running 


However, the response from the business community, which has 
donated $23,000 to the service, does not appear to be prom 2. Some 
aldermen have speculated that additional financial assistance from the 
business community is unlikely in the wake of tax increases forced by 
revaluation. Furthermore, the city taxed commercial and industrial 
property at the maximum allowed under state law. 


Several aldermen Wednesday night complained they only learned of 
the system’s financial plight in the last several days. Alderman 
Michael Malec and others criticized the mayor for not bringing the 
matter to the attention of aldermen earlier. 


Board of Aldermen President Matthew Jefferson said aldermen 
should consider taking a “firm stand”’ and funding the service for the 
entire year. 


“We can not rely on merchants and good will to do it,’’ said Jefferson. 
Aldermen, however, do not have the power to appropriate funds for the 
system, 
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Noise ordinance nears passage

NEWTON — The proposed city-wide noise ordinance squeaked to 
within a peep of passing Monday night 

Voted on as one of the first orders of business before the Board of 
Aldermen, the controversial ordinance passed 16 to 1 before alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle looked up in surprise and exclaimed, “You mean 
that passed?" 

Items presented on “first call”, at the beginning of a meeting, are 
traditionally those which warrant no further debate, 

Bullwinkle immediately moved to reconsider the proposal at the next 
meeting. Such a move did not need a vote from the board. 

Alderman Bruce Carmichael, previously an outspoken opponent of 
the noise ordinance, was not present when the early vote was taken. 
Anticipating being late for the meeting, he said he had requested the 
item be deferred until the “second call,” later in the evening. 

In an inter-office correspondence distributed to his colleagues at the 
beginning of the meeting, Carmichael solicited their “no” votes on 
what he described a “frivolous” ordinance. ‘The six-page document 
before you is a cumbersome and lengthy example of what legislators 
should be trying to avoid,”’ Carmichael said. 

The ordinance prescribes the ‘maximum noise level permitted" for 
dozens of machines and activities by decibel. A motorcycle, for in- 
stance, would be permitted to emit 82 decibels. Trucks over five tons 
would be allowed to emit 86 decibels under 35 miles per hour and 90 
decibels from 35 to 45 miles per hour. 

Musicians and owners of animals other than dogs and birds would 
also be liable for permitting ‘the existence of a condition of noise pollu- 
tion.” 

City employees armed with sound level meters would supposedly be

dispatched to the scene of any “noise injury" to measure the sound and 
take appropriate action. In case of a violation, that action could result 
in the person responsible for the noise being fined up to $50. 

Bach day the offense continued would be considered as a separate 
violation. 

The ordinance is modeled after one enacted in Brookline as the result 
of an study done by the Environmental Protection Agency. Carmichael 
said he thought comparing Newton to Brookline was unjustified. 

“An ordinance of this sort may be helpful in solving some urban pro- 
blems regarding noise in Brookline, But, Newton is not Brookline. It 
differs most in its urban character and intensity of use,” he said, 

The Ward 1 alderman said he had talked to the Noise Ordinance En- 
forcement Officer in Brookline, and that “he indicated the decible 
meter has been used a few times. I would expect ‘a few times’ in 
Brookline will mean a very few times in Newton,”’ Carmichael said. 

He added that, speaking with Brookline police, he got the impression 
that ‘‘most noise problems are usually disregarded by police lieu of 
other, more pressing problems. The fact that officers haven't even us- 
ed the meter is something to consider when you want to determine the 
enforcement factor of this ordinance in Newton.” 

In requesting that his colleagues reject the ordinance, Carmichael 
cautioned them against passing ‘unenforceable laws that will reduce 
the credibility of our office."

Marino among various city departments to cover telephone bills 

*approximately $5,000 to pay workmen's compensation bills for four 
Department of Public Work’s employees and one school department 
employee. 

*the acceptance of $104 from the Newtonville Improvement Associa- 
tion to purchase a sign identifying Newtonville Square. 

*approximately $400 in transfers for the city-operated Jackson 
Homestead Museum for preservation of documents and other ex- 
penses. 

*the acceptance of a grant from the Newton Needham Chamber of 
Commerce to cover the cost of the annual senior citizen luncheon. 

*approximately $15,000 in account transfers for the Library Depart- 
ment including $13,500 from personal services to purchase new books.

NEWTON The city’s involvement in a lawsuit stemming from a 
Christmas morning fight in 1979 neared its end Monday night when the 
Finance Committee approved the last of a total of $8,300 in legal fees to 
“outside counsel” in the case 


As the result of alleged mistreatment following the fight, five 
members of the Alfred Mazolla family had filed a $19 million civil 
rights suit against members of the Newton Police Department and 
Chief William F. Quinn, The Mazollas’ suit alleged “excessive use of 
force, false arrest, deprivation of liberty, abuse of process, malicious 
prosecution and failure to discipline (against Chief Quinn).”’ 

According to City Solicitor Daniel M. Funk, after only one day of 4 
trial he estimated ‘‘would take up a least five full days,‘*.. * the plain- 
tiffs accepted the city’s nominal offer to settle the matter for $2,500.” 


















Funk said it was necessary to employ legal counsel outside his offive 
because of a drastic manpower shortage at the time the suit was first 
pressed 

The city solicitor said of the turned over Mazzolas’ suit, ‘I don't 
claim that it was not in good faith, but, as they got closer to trial, they 
had less of a case."’ 





According to Funk, ‘The suit will be dismissed with prejudice and no 
judgment against the police will be recorded. The settlement erases 
any element of risk that trying such a case always has, including the 
award of plaintiffs’ attorneys fees 


“It also represents a significant savings to the city in further at- 
torneys fees and other trial costs which would greatly exceed the cost 
of settlement,” Funk said 


He added that the final settlement was so small that, ‘given the costs 
of the plaintiffs associated with bringing the suit, it surely represents a 
loss not only to them but to their attorney as well.”” 

The suit originated with a fight in the Police Station in which Alfred 
Mazzola, a long time Newton firefighter, attempted to see his son, who 
had just been arrested for his alleged involvement in a “major brawl”

On May 14, another female jogger was raped by a jogger at the 
Boston Arnold Arboretum. Both rape victims were attacked at knife- 
point. MDC police said the incidents may be linked. 

Officer Ryan reported that area residents are aware of the situation 
and reporting more sexually-related incidents. ‘‘There’s been a lot 
more complaints of flashers and other things of a sexual nature,”’ said 
Ryan, who received reports on attempted attacks, though he declined 
to elaborate further on the reports. ‘‘People are more aware of it so 
they're watching,” he said.

Pappas, who finished 6-3 this 
season and was scheduled to get 
the start in this afternoon's MIAA 
Tournament game at Lowell 
(weather permitting), has been 
Newton South's No.1 pitcher all 
season. He defeated Acton- 
Boxboro twice and lost to them a 
third time in an effort which may 
have been his best of the year. 

‘Mike has had the ability all 
season to make the big pitch and 
get the big out when he’s needed 
to," said coach Neil McPhee. 

“He's a great competitor.” 

Paglia constituted an early 
Christmas present for McPhee 
The Lions needed a catcher to 
replace the graduated Brian 
Striar, and presto, in came Paglia 
from Newton Catholic. ‘‘He was 
probably the biggest piece of the 
puzzle that we needed to fit,” said 
McPhee. “It's often very difficult 
to come to a program and do the 
job the first year, but Mark was 
quick to adapt.

Paglia was an infielder last 
year at Newton Catholic, but 
McPhee, confident of his all- 
around abilities, introduced him 
to catching in 1982.

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No ‘fools abroad’ witha second language

NEWTON — A foreign language 
coordinator told School Commit- 
tee members Monday night 
students should learn to speak a 
second language because 
“Americans are making fools of 
themselves abroad.” 

“Americans have been ar- 
rogant,” said Claire Jackson, 
foreign languages coordinator for 
the junior high schools. ‘We want 
to stress to students that learning 
a second language is an important 
thing to do,”’ said Jackson. 

Several school curriculum plan- 
ners in language arts Monday 
presented to committee members 
their foreign programs for 
students in grades seven and 
eight. 


Jackson said the junior high 
school’s foreign language pro- 
gram, which includes French, 
Italian and Spanish, stresses oral 
skills. ‘But we are not neglecting 
the written skills,’ she said. 
However Jackson added, ‘‘We are 
really committed to turning out 
students who can speak the 
language.” She said that in grade 
nine, students concentrate more 
on written skills. The theory is 
that younger students acquire 
oral language skills easier at an 
earlier age. 

Jackson said most junior high 
school students are enrolled in a 
foreign language class. Most of 
the students who are not studying 
a second language are enrolled in 
reading and tutorial programs, 
said Jackson. She said however

that foreign language teachers 
visit classrooms and try to create 
interest in foreign languages. 

Language classes for students 
in grades seven and nine meet 
four times per week for 45-minute 
periods. Classes for students in 
grade nine are five minutes 
longer. ‘‘The reason is the age dif- 
ference," said Jackson. 


Members also discussed what 
role Latin instruction plays on the 
junior high school level. Commit- 
tee member Susan Silbey said she 
would favor offering Latin as a 
primary choice and modern 
languages as a second choice 
because of its usefulness in 
several subjects. However School 
Superindendent Aaron Fink 
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pointed out a study by a Yale 
scholar who reported that when 
students started studying Latin at 
an early age, about 99 percent 
never continued the program to 
their senior year of high school. 
Chairwoman Nancy Mann sug- 
gested students be required to 
take Spanish over other modern 
languages. Jackson disagreed 


with Mann's suggestion and said 
“French is useful too. Also, some 
students have an innate 
preference for one or the other."’ 
Jackson also said once a student 
learns French, ‘‘Spanish is easy."’

‘Uncertainty’ in federal funding 


School programs hit

NEWTON — School officials are braced for federal budget cuts which 
may “‘trickle down,’’ affecting several school programs now receiving 
federal dollars, 

The major program areas in the Newton schools which will be af- 
fected by federal cuts are the Technical-Vocational Department, bil- 
ingual education for Indochinese refugees, and Title I, Title IVC and Ti- 
tle IVB. 

Officials said last week it is difficult to plan for the upcoming school 
year in these areas with the FY83 federal budget still awaiting final ap- 
proval by the U.S, Senate, 

“It’s very hard to do solid planning when you don't know the alloca- 
tion unti) late,’ Assistant Superintendent of Program Norman Colb 
said. 

According to James Egan, director of budget and accounting for the 
schools, ‘You plan based on what you know, If drastic cuts are made, 
we'll certainly have to look at programs,” 

The basic federal allocation for technical vocation (created by Public 
Law 94-482) was already sliced by 25% for the current school year, ac- 
cording to Newton’s director of technical vocational education, Dan 
Malia. Malia said this funding source dropped from $104,000 in F' Y81 to 
$75,000 in the current school year, Malia said he envisions cuts of 
another 17-20% for the coming fiscal year, although he stresses that is 
uncertain until a final federal budget is passed 

The Tech-Voc Department also receives funds from competitive 
grants and Malia said these funding sources have shrunk as well, with 
grants down from three to one 

“Next year is another year,”’ he sighs. ‘‘We really don’t know yet 
(about competitive grants).”’ 

A $15,000 career education grant is one example of a competitive 
grant that will not be available to tech-voe next year, According to 
Malia, the funds were used in the junior highs, but the grant has been 
melted into the Block Grant form of aid 

Also, Malia said the state’s Department of Education has, in 
response to federal cuts, changed the guidelines for how tech-voc can 
spend what money it does get. Now, he says, the funds can no longer be 
used to buy equipment for tech-voc programs 

“If the food services program needs a kitchen, we now have to find 
the local funds for it,’’ he says 

While Malia will lose some discretion over federal funds coming to 
his department, Colb says the one advantage of the Block Grant form of 
aid to schools is that it removes previous restrictions on how federal 
money can be spent 

“The whole theory of block grants is to give the local agency much 
more contro! and fewer restrictions, so that the monies can be used to 
respond to the most pressing priorities,’’ Colb says 

For the first time, funds can be spent on salaries for various pro- 
grams and the School Committee has approved the Division of Pro 


Colb says the Newton schools expect to receive about $45,205 under 
the Block Grant formula. The Block Grants consolidate over 20 
previous federal programs into one lump sum which, for Newton, 
results in significantly less money. 

Of great importance to the division of program, Colb says, is the 
elimination of federal funding for Titles IVB and IVC, In the past, IVB 
has been used to buy library materials and, more recently, to support 
the junior high school computer program, The Newton Advanced 
Challenge Program has been funded under IVC, 

Colb says it is difficult to compare the block grant to the previous 
categorical grants, but he estimates that the loss in funding for next 
year (excluding cuts in Title I and vocational education) will be about 
$15,000. 

The following year the amount will hit at least $70,000 because funds 
for Newton Advanced Challenge will end. Because NAC was 
‘‘validated”’ and is in its third year, Colb says it will continue to be fund- 
ed for one more year with federal dollars. 

According to Dave Whiting, coordinator of media and libraries, 
Newton has, on average, received $29,000 a year in funding for its 
gram's recommendation to use Block Grant funds to hire four part- 
time people in the areas of basic skills, advanced challenge and early 
childhood education

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Newsman tackles foreign policy

NEWTON — ABC newsman Ted Koppel Sunday told a crowd of about 
700 greater Boston jewish residents that they must confront some 
“unpleasant realities’’ about Israel including a foreign policy that 
“borders on cynicism."” 

“Israel practices in its international relations a degree of 
pragmatism that borders on cynicism,” Koppel said. ‘It deals matter 
of factly and without embarassment with any nation that can help it."”” 

Koppel, host of the popular news show ‘‘Nightline,” was the guest 
speaker at cornerstone ceremonies for the Central Area Jewish Com- 
munity Multi-Service Center on Winchester Street. 

In a candid 70 minute speech under a rain soaked tent on the con- 
struction site of the planned $13 million jewish center, Koppel said the 
“nature of statecraft”’ is the persuit of ‘‘self interest.”” 

Koppel cited Israel's selling of weapons to Argentina despite what he 
called the ‘‘anti-semitic inclinations” of the Argentina military as 
evidence of the self interest of foreign policy. 

Furthermore, he cited Israel's dealings with the ‘racist government 
of South Africa”’ and the sale of military supplies to Nicaragua. He also 
pointed to Israel’s relationship with the “bitterly anti-Israeli state of 
Iran for the simple reason that Iran has been at war with Iraq - a state 
which Israel regards as an even more hostile enemy." 

The veteran newsman, however, stressed that Israel is no different 
from any other country, basing international relations on ‘‘their own 
best interests” and ‘‘survival.”’ 

“So what,”’ he said of Israel's international policies. ‘Israel has to 
survive. It has little enough support in the world to be able to turn up its 
nose at those countries willing to deal with it.” 

Koppel said all countries, including the United States, will in the final 
analysis do whatever is necessary to survive. 

“Why should Israel be any different?” he asked. “It shouldn't and it 
isn’t. Ultimately beyond all the idealism and the dreams, Israel's 
primary goal is the same as that of every other nation: survival.” 

“Do not be misled by talk of moral obligation,’’ he explained, ‘‘Na- 
tions are neither bound by nor do they construct their foreign policy on 
a foundation of morality.”’ 

Koppel, who served as chief diplomatic correspondent for ABC from 
1971 - 1981 before hosting ‘‘Nightline,” said the ‘most destructive” 
thing the jewish community could do is ask the many jewish journalists 
in America to use ‘‘a different set of criteria in reporting on Israel than 
on any other part of the world.”’ 

“It would confirm the very worst suspicions of every anti-semite in 
this country,’’ he said.

“Nightline,” conceived in November 1979 to meet the thirst for news 
in the midst of the Iranian hostage crisis, has catapulted Koppel to 
television stardom. The 30 minute news show (11:30 p.m. to midnight) 
is watched by up to 10 million people nightly. A 

Koppel said the jewish community must recognize that the interests 
of America and Israel are not always identical. 

“Tt is not anti-semitic to question whether Israel's interests and those 
of the United States are identical,’’ Koppel said. ‘In point of fact, fre- 
quently they are not.”’ 

The newsman said that when Israeli and United States interests 
come into genuine conflict, the jewish community must not “crank up 
the old arguments about moral obligation. 

“You must find, if they exist, practical reasons why the United States 
should not pursue a foriegn policy that is unfriendly to Israel," he said. 
“And you must expect, if such reasons do not exist, to see large scale 
erosion in the support of your fellow Americans for [srael.”” 

“That is not anti-semitism,” he added. ‘‘That is not even disloyalty. 
That is the way the world operates and no nation has a keener apprecia- 
tion of that than Israel itself.” 

He said the challenge facing the American jewish community is 
“that of continually strengthening its own unique identity without 
becoming or even being perceived as becoming hostile to the larger 
American community as a whole.”’ 

He added: ‘There are times when the American jewish community 
expects more of itself and expects a more uncritical degree of loyalty 
toward Israeli policies than even Israeli’s expect of themselves.” 

Koppel said that the recent invasion of Lebanon by Israeli forces will 
make it much more difficult for the United States to bring about a 
“broader peace process” in the Middle East. 

He also predicted that it will be ‘many many months” before Israel 
is able to pull out of Lebanon. He said ultimately Western interests may 
be served by the Israeli invasion because of the possibility that the 
Lebanese central government may regain control of the region. 


Cornerstone goes in for new center 


NEWTON — City officials and Jewish community leaders Sunday 
afternoon gathered for cornerstone ceremonies marking the construc- 
tion of a $13 million Greater Boston Jewish Community Multi-Service 
Center. 

The multi-service center, located on a 35-acre parcel bounded by 
Winchester and Nahanton Streets, is being built under the auspices of 
the Jewish Philanthropies of Greater Boston. 

The center, slated for completion in 1983, will provide a wide range of 
cultural and athletic programs for the Jewish community. It will in- 
clude a gymnasium, indoor and outdoor swimming pools, and racquet- 
bali and squash courts. The facility will provide day and nursery 
school, Jewish cultural arts, and health education. 

The cornerstone ceremonies mark the beginning of the final phase of 
a fundraising drive to raise a total of $13 million needed to complete 
construction. One hundred families have already donated $8 million for 
construction of the center. 

The 35-acre site, purchased by the Combined Jewish Philanthropies 
in 1979, was formerly a school for homeless and then as a novitiate. 

The multi-service center also includes space for human service agen- 
cies and counseling services. The center will also include an art 
gallery. 

More than 500 Jewish residents were wined and dined in lavish style 
at the cornerstone ceremonies before hearing ABC newsman Ted Kop- 
pel deliver a speech. 

Koppel said the community center represents a response to the many 
challenges facing the Jewish community.

libraries under Title IVB. Next year, Title IVB funding will cease to ex- 
ist. 

“The worst thing about the total situation is that there is nothing in 
our economy which has gone up at the rate books have,’’ Whiting 
laments. ‘‘You can’t name anything that has to go with a book that 
hasn’t outstripped the rate of inflation,”’ 

Whiting says that textbooks which cost $5 or $6 in 1975 now cost $15 
and juvenile books have increased on average from $4 to $1] over the 
same period. 

“So it is really quite a grisly scene in terms of publishing in general,” 
he says. 

In the area of federal funds for special education, which is federally 
mandated and state mandated, the Newton schools have achieved con- 
siderable savings in recent years by creating their own programs and 
collaborative programs with other towns. But, Director of Pupil Per- 
sonnel Services John Cullinane said there will always be ‘‘some basic 
minimum number of kids for whom the public schools will never be 
able to provide,’’ and these children require placement in private 
residential and day programs which the school must pay for. 

Cullinane s there is ‘‘ at deal of uncertainty”’ about what, if 
any, cuts w 
funds each year have grown," hes “That’s what gives us hope." 

But “hope’’ in the current budget picture translates into hope that 
funding won’t be cut severely. ‘‘It isn’t like I wonder if we'll strike oil 
this year or not,”’ Cullinane says. 

If funds were cut drastically, Cullinane says the School Committee 
would then be faced with a policy decision of funding special ed from 
other areas of their budget. ‘‘Mandate means you do that first, and not 
when you get around to it,"’ he emphasizes. 












Cullinane fears a ‘‘backlash effect'’ if the School Committee were 
ever faced with huge cuts in special ed (something he sees in the ‘‘very 
foggy”’ future). ‘The backlash would be other parents saying, ‘Why do 
my kids have to suffer to fund that program?’’’ he says. 


Bilingual education Director Rosalie Porter says her department 
receives federal funds only for services for Indochinese refugees. With 
an increase in the number of Indochines students to about 75 currently 
in the Newton schools, Porter says federal funding has increased from 
$3,000 two years ago to $11,000 last year and $16,000 for the current 
year.

You guest it 


A little ‘cheesecake’ in the city

Cheescake Brook curves through Waban, West 
Newton and Newtonville, flowing between neat 
stone walls. 

Cheesecake Brook? What kind of a name is 
that for a brook? Besides, isn’t cheesecake a con- 
temporary indulgence, enjoyed at New York 
delis and on Cambridge dessert binges? Yet the 
brook is clearly identified as ‘‘The Cheesecake” 
on maps representing Newton as far back as 
1700. 

Along with a number of other baffled Newto- 
nians I came up with several hypothetical 
origins for the brook’s unlikely name: 

1, Martha Crawford, age seven, in a fit of 
disobedience, emptied her English grand- 
mother’s prized crock of treacle into the brook. A 
few minutes later, several yards downstream, a 
Newton founding father stooped for a drink. 
“Why it’s as sweet as cheesecake!” he enthused, 
immediately determining to bottle the water as 
New England's first soft drink, ‘‘Cheesecake 
Cola.”’ Needless to say, the project failed, but the 
name, decarbonated, lives on. 

2. One Early Settler (henceforth designated as 
“E.S.“) to another: 

“Hey, Tom, let’s go down to New Amsterdam 
and pick up some cheesecake for the Thanksgiv- 
ing Day Bash.” 

Tom: ‘This is New England, Waldo. We prefer 
pumpkin pie. You can take your cheesecake and 
toss it in the brook.”’ 

3. On September 3, 1698, Nathaniel and 
Ebenezer Cobb established the Colonial Deli on 
the banks of the brook. The Colonial became 
reknowned for Nat and Eb's cranberry-topped 
cheesecake and on warm afternoons the banks 
were crowded with E.S. devouring the rich 
dessert. Pretty soon the brook, and in fact the en- 
tire area, became associated in the E.S.s’ minds 
with cheesecake. The brook was named after it 
and it was only because of the objection of the 
powerful Pilgrim Diet Club that the entire city of 
Newton was not rechristened Cheesecaketon. 

4. In 1700, to satisfy increasing demand, the 
Cobb brothers set up two rafts, the Cheesecake I, 
carrying plain cheesecake, and the Cheesecake 
II, stacked with cheesecakes topped with 


cranberries, blueberries and mincemeat. 
Operating on the honor system, customers were 
to wade in for their cake, depositing coins in the 
jug. Unfortunately, the enterprise had to be 
abandoned when, on their maiden voyage, both 
rafts were overturned due to customer en- 
thusiasm. With 158 cakes floating (and alas, two 
sinking) in its waters, is it any wonder that the 
brook acquired its high caloric name? 

Somehow, none of the above scenerios seemed 
convincing. So I hurried to the Newton Room of 
the Main Library, where I discovered that ac- 
cording to Newton, Massachusetts by S.F. Smith 
(1880), the brook’s name “‘is due to the picnic 
lunch of some of the early inhabitants, who,

while out on a hunting expedition, becoming 
weary and faint, sat down at noon on its banks to 
eat their cake and cheese, and slaked their thirst 
from its refreshing water.”’ 

This story is supported by King's Handbook of 
Newton (1889) which goes on to tell how “at a 
facetious entertainment at the City Hall some 
years since, the project was unfolded of deepen- 
ing and widening the rivulet down to deep tide- 
water, thus to make the village a port of entry, 
with a Custom House and other appropriate ac- 
companiment,” a proposition as far-fetched as 
Nat and Eb’s rafts of Colonial cheesecake.

Marking time 
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Revaluation in just four acts

Act I was the hiring of Finnegan Associates, the only firm which 
would take the job. 

Act II was the visit to your home by the data collector. You 
remember, the college student who stood outside your door and surmis- 
ed that you had three bathrooms 

Act III was the determination of your value 

Act IV, the grand finale, is the abatement process 

It’s hard to discern whether this show is a drama, tragedy or com- 
edy. However, the curtain is finally coming down on the long running 
play ‘“‘Revaluation.” 

But now we get into the abatements. 

If you believe your house is overvalued, file. Make sure you pay the 
right amount to protect your appeal rights. However, if you already 
paid your estimated tax bill last October you are probably protected 

Fill in the application properly. Where it says ‘‘Reason for Abate- 
ment,” it is not sufficient to write, “I got ripped off,"’ ‘Finnegan screw- 
ed up,” or ‘‘It’s too much money."’ Be specific in your objections. (And 
no, you don't have to cram your four pages of information on those 
three little lines. ) 

But the most interesting part of this process is the statutory 
abatements. For example, there is a hardship abatement. However, it 
appears that the only grounds for that abatement are that you don’t 
have the money . And that is to be taken literally! 

If you pay your taxes and then file for the hardship abatement how 
can you argue that you don’t have the money? Interesting question 

Are you confused? Good. That means you understand the process 
Because the process must have been designed by the inventor of 
Rubik’s Cube. 

You should see some of these other abatements. If you are a widow 
over 70 and your entire estate is less than $20,000 you might receive the 
magnificent abatement of $175 off the taxes. 

If you are elderly and make less than $6000 a year you might get a 
$500 reduction in taxes. 

But my favorite is if you are a surviving spouse of a veteran who was 
killed at Quemoy or Matsu you receive $175. I’m sure that one is given 
out by the thousands in Massachusetts. 

Frankly, I don’t know about you but I'm getting sick of the whole 
thing. 

And if you and I are sick of it, think of the poor assessors. The phone 
never stops. The line of people never ends. Most citizens can't count 











how many bathrooms are in their homes Everybody is screaming for 
the comparison sheets. And soon, everyone in that office will probably 
be eligible for disability pensions 

Regardless of your feelings toward revaluation, the assessors 
deserve extra combat pay and a medal of honor for taking this job (or 
at least, a psychiatric exam)

And what about the aldermen? Four public hearings, hundreds of 
angry phone calls, numerous neighborhood meetings, and endless 
docket items. Next time the issue of salary raises comes up remember 
these last few months and especially the past few days 

The aldermen, led by Sondra Schick, not only composed an instruc- 
tion sheet explaining the abatement process, but last Saturday morn- 
ing four of them, Carol Ann Shea, Verne Vance, Richard Bullwinkle 
and Sondra Schick brought their families into City Hall in order to fold 
and addr the sheets so they could be mailed promptly. Those, my 
friends, are dedicated public servants. 

Another dedicated citizen, John Rogers , head of the committee To 
Save Our Homes Two, has devoted endless hours to understanding and 
explaining the abatement process to hundreds of citizens. 

Somehow, we will get through this. We survived all the snow of this 
winter. We survived four straight years of Ed King as governor. And 
somehow we will survive this revaluation. 

But as you fill out your application and breathe a sigh of relief that 
this fiasco is almost over, don’t get carried away. The next revaluation 
is January 1, 1983.

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Mt. Ida Jr. blaze

OAK HILL — A Northeastern University criminal justice major and 
campus security guard at Mt. Ida Junior College was arraigned 
Thursday in Newton District Court and charged with the June 7 two- 
alarm blaze which gutted Mt. Ida's main library and resource 
center 

Philip W. Storer, 22, of 70 Helen Rd., Needham, was charged with 
arson to a building in connection wit the blaze which caused an 
estimated $400,000 in damages and losses. 

Storer was released on personal recognizance and is scheduled for 
aa probable cause hearing on July 13 at 11 a.m. in Newton District 


Court. Storer’s attorney, Paul Doyle, of Boston, entered an innocent 
plea on Storer’s behalf. 














State police, who investigated the blaze with Newton Fire Captain 
Carmine Tedesco and representatives of the state fire marshal’s of- 
fice, made the arrest on June 9, Storer, a junior at Northeastern, had 
been a security guard at the college since September, 1981, ac- 
cording to Tedesco. He said fire investigators held a lengthy inter- 
rogation with Storer, which revealed evidence to be presented dur- 
ing the hearing in Newton District Court. 


Five firefighters and two campus employees were injured as a 
result of the blaze. All were treated and released from the hospital. 
The blaze broke out shortly before 11:23 p.m. in the Hallden Library 
of the college’s Oak Hill campus, 777 Dedham St. Some 42 Newton 
firefighters battled the blaze, which began in a maintanence closet 
on the first floor of the two-story structure. The fire spread rapidly 
through the red brick and stucco, Tudor-style library, destroying 
books, furniture and media material. Firefighters fought the blaze 
for four hours. 














College President Bryan Carlson said that the blaze caused 
$200,000 in structural damage and $200,000 damage to the library’s 
book collection, media equipment and furnishings. ‘Fortunately, a 
vast majority of the books were vaged,”’ he said. Calson noted 
that a recent assessment of the library’s holdings valued the collec- 
tion at $1 million. He commended the fire department for ‘‘saving 
many of the books from water damage.”’ Firefighters used salvage 
covers to protect the collection 

















Carlson said the structure would be repaired by the fall, However 
the school is in the process of converting the old arena, located 
several hundred feet away from the gutted library, into the new 
library and r¢ ree center. The project will not be completed until 
the fall of 198: arlson said 

Carlson said it is important to maintain the library because it adds 
character to the carnpus. He added that the fire had disrupted the

NEWTON — Newton fire officials said Friday that some 500 residents 
called fire headquarters to report flooded basements during the heavy 
rain storm last week. 

According to Fire Chief Edward Reilly, firefighters pumped water 
from appr ately 300 homes. Many residents were forced to remain 
on a waiting list because of tremendous number of calls for flooded 
homes, Reilly said. The department went above minimum manning 
and used two extra crews to pump water ‘‘around the clock” from 
Saturday, June 5 through 6 p.m. Thursday, June 10, Reilly said. 

Reilly said the amount of overtime used because of extra manning 
during the heavy rain was ‘‘a very small amount” because firefighters 
were detailed. Exact figures on overtime costs and number of calls 
related to the weather were to be available this week, according to 
Reilly 

For four hours on Monday, June 7, firefighters battled a two-alarm 
blaze which caused $400,000 in damage to the Hallden Library at Mt. 
Ida Junior College in Oak Hill. A Needham man was arrested and ar- 
raigned in Newton District Court in connection with the blaze. Also on 
Monday vandals reportedly used a molotov cocktail to set a minor fire 
at the Peirce Elementary School in West Newton, fire officials said. 
The blaze was quickly extinguished. No one has been charged in con- 
nection with that fire. 

On Thursday, June 10, a minor car fire at 7:57 a.m. was reported at 
Washington and Beacon Streets. A small fire in a truck was reported at 
1:48 p.m, Thursday on Park Lane. 

On Friday morning, June 11, as Boston was hit by several, multiple 
alarm fires, Newton sent two engines to cover.

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Hicks named Mason-Rice principal

NEWTON — The School Committee Monday 
night named a Boston Public Schools cur- 
riculum adviser as the new principal of the 
Mason-Rice Elementary School. 

Clara Hicks, of Roxbury, a_ reading 
specialist who has designed curriculum pro- 
grams for schools in England and Germany, 
was given the committee’s unanimous vote 
after committee member Susan Silbey motion- 
ed for the appointment. 

During a 15-minute interview last night, 
Hicks said it has long been her goal to become 
a school principal. While she worked in 
England, Hicks said she became aware a prin- 
cipal’s job is ‘crucial and critical’ and said, 
“T want to be in that position."’ 

Hicks told School Committee members that 
schools cannot be effective unless they have 
effective principals. ‘‘The principal is the 
leader of the team,"’ she said. ‘‘Caring about 
the students is the nucleus of the whole thing,”’ 


Hicks added. 

A native of Birmingham, Alabama, Hicks 
received her bachelor degree in education in 
1954 from Alabama A & M College. In 1968, she 
earned a master of education degree in 
reading from Northeastern University. Hicks 
continued her education with various post 
graduate and extension courses at Boston Col- 
lege, Michigan State University and Brigham 
Young University. 

From 1976-78, Hicks worked for the Defense 
Department Overseas Schools. She was 
awarded a certificate of appreciation from the 
West Ruislip School, London, England, for im- 
plementing a multi-ethnic studies program. As 
education program manager there, Hicks was 
cited for “outstanding performance.” Hicks 
also worked several years ago as a teacher, 
team leader and consultant in the social 
studies department of Newton’s Educational 
Developement Center. Since 1979, she has been 
a senior curriculum advisor for Boston Public 
Schools office of curriculum and competency. 





Hicks said one of her first priorities as prin- 
cipal would be to “know my constituency,” 
Hicks said she would want to meet regularly 
with parents in formal groups and on an in- 
dividual basis. In order to maintain or im- 
prove the quality of a school system, “You 
have to be open to really listening to what peo- 
ple are saying,” Hicks said. 


When questioned about her views on evalua- 
tions, Hicks said the reviews should help. “If 
something is wrong, then you should say why 
it's wrong and be able to present alter- 
natives,’’ said Hicks. 


When a school committee member asked 
her how schools should accomodate gifted 
children, Hicks said programs for gifted and 
talented students should be a ‘‘component of 
special education.” She said, ‘I think a schuol 
must be able to determine the needs of its 
students, including those who are gifted and 
talented.’ However Hicks said she believes all 
students are gifted ‘in some way.”’ 


Elderly urge city to keep Newton Rider

NEWTON — About 70 senior citizens Mon- 
day night filled a City Hall hearing room, ap- 
pealing to city officials for the necessary fun- 
ding to keep the financially troubled ‘‘Newton 
Rider”’ bus service running. 

The bus service, subsidized by city funding 
and business contributions, will be shutdown 
by the second week of July without additional 
city funding, increased support from local 
merchants or a grant from the MBTA. 

The Rider provides transportation for 
thousands of commuters monthly including 
Newton students and businessmen. A special 
“Rider” bus takes about 55 senior citizens 
grocery shopping each week. 

Francis Landers, 84, of Stanton Ave was one 
of many elderly residents who told aldermen 
that the city should pick up the necessary 
$20,000 to $25,000 tab to keep the bus running 
for the next fiscal year (July 1 to June 1983). 

“T think the city should take up the slack,” 
said Landers. She said the bus service was 
essential to elderly who have no other means 
of transportation to go food shopping. 

“Is the city of Newton in such bad condition 
that it can not take care of the bus service 
without all this up and down?” Landers asked. 

One by one senior citizens took up the cry for 
city funding to keep buses on the road. 

“The responsibility falls on the city in spite 
of the cutbacks of Proposition 2%2,’’ asserted 
one elderly resident to the applause of 
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residents jamming the room. 

“This city is a very wealthy city and they 
are treating their subjects very, very poorly,” 
followed another elderly resident. 

“T need that bus to get to my employment,”’ 
said an elderly man who works at Filenes. 
“This is a very serious problem for us 

Chairman of the Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee Joseph DePas- 
quale, who organized the hearing as an update 
on the financial plight of the Rider, said after 
the meeting he would support a resolution re- 
questing city funding of the service if business 
support does not keep the Rider running. 








Mayor Theodore Mann, however, has refus- 
ed to initiate an additional appropriation to 
keep the service running for the next fiscal 
year. Mann maintains the city has done all 
that is possible to make the Rider self sup- 
porting, but the ridership is not sufficient. 


The mayor, however, has applied to the 
MBTA for a grant to keep the bus system 
operating. 

DePasquale said the committee may take a 
vote on a resolution at the next meeting (June 
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28) if other funding is not acquired. The Rider, 
which is operated by Andre Coachlines of 
Brookline, began in September 1980 with 
business and city contributions. 

Mann and aldermen approved $2,500 on June 
2 to keep the Rider running until the end of 
June. The city also approved $12,000 in March 
after 200 commuters packed City Hall. 

David Tannozzini, city traffic engineer and 
Rider coordinator, said the city needs business 
subscriptions of $2,000 per month to keep the 
system running. 

He said the city has received $220 a months 
in business subscriptions from a recent appeal 
including $150 per month from Boston College, 
$30 per month from Northland Inc. planning 
construction of an office building on 
Washington Street, $25 per month from Legal 
Seafoods, and $8.50 per month from Star 
Market. 

Tannozzini and other city transportation of- 
ficials urged Rider passengers to write letters 
to store managers and merchants requesting 
financial support for the bus system. Several 
aldermen, however, told the citizens to write 
letters to the mayor.

NEWTON — Fire officials Mon- 
day night voiced adamant opposi- 
tion to a proposal which could lead 
to a merger of police and fire 
department functions 

In a public hearing, both Fire 
Chief Edward Reilly and Fire 
Union Chief Robert Merullo 
criticized a possible study that 
could lead to the merger. 

Alderman Edward Richmond 
has proposed a study, including 
consideration of a merger, to “‘in- 
crease the efficiency of both 
departments.”’ 

Richmond argued that mergers 
of various police and fire func- 
tions, including administrative 
and communications respon- 
sibilities, have been successful 
throughout the country.

“T think it can be done and I 
think it should be studied,” said 
Richmond. The Finance Commit- 
tee Chairman maintained a 
merger of certain functions in the 
two departments would lead to 
significant savings. 

The study, however, can not 
even be considered if Mayor 
Theodore Mann refuses to ap- 
propriate the necessary funding 
Richmond said he has not yet 
spoke with Mann about the study, 


Both Police officials and Mann 
administration officials did not at- 
tend the hearing. 


Police William Quinn, who was 
previously in favor of a consolida- 
tion of the police and fire com- 
munications networks, has voiced 
no opposition to the study. 

“I believe it would destroy the 


professionalism of both jobs,’ 
said Reilly. The fire chief also 
maintained that the move would 
create a ‘great morale problem.” 


“The union just opposes it com- 
pletely,’’ said Merullo. 

Newton Taxpayers Association 
President Joseph Alexander 
refused to shrug off the study. 
Alexander said the study deserves 
further review and should be con- 
sidered if the bottom line may be 
a tax reduction for taxpayers. 

“T think to pre-judge this issue 
and kill it would be a grave 
mistake,’’ he said. 

Alexander, however, was 
cautious not to give a formal en- 
dorsement of a merger. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
said any merger must be backed 
up by “hard facts’’ and not ‘‘per- 


r 


sonal feelings.’’ He said both 
departments have ‘subtleties so 
complex that just a cosmetic knee 
jerk approach would be harmful 
and detrimental.”’ 

Furthermore, McGrath said 
without a clear willingness by the 
mayor to appropriate funds for 
the study, aldermen were simply 
wasting time. 


Alderman Richard Bullwinkle, 
chairman of the aldermanic sub- 
committee reviewing the study, 
said the committee would hold 
another meeting on the proposal 
in the coming weeks. Richmond is 
planning on bringing several ex- 
perts to testify before the commit- 
tee, 


Bullwinkle, however, 
speculated that there is little sup- 
port for a fire-police merger. 


School Committee studies cable 


NEWTON — School committee 
members Monday night agreed 
with a recommendation by com- 
mittee member Susan Silbey and 
created a special committee to in- 
vestigate the role of cable televi- 
sion in Newton schools. ‘‘This is a 
very open area. Obviously we 
need to take a very active role,” 
Silbey said 

Silbey presented the committee 
with an eight-page report on cable 
television with references to Con- 
tinental Cablevision, which holds 
a 15-year franchise to create a 
cable network in Newton. Silbey 
said the school committee should 





examine what policy should be us- 
ed to allow cable TV in Newton 
schools and what role it should 
play. ‘Somebody, somehow, has 
to collect the information (and 
report back to the school commit- 
tee),’’ she said. Committee 
member Leonard Gentile asked, 
“Shouldn’t parents have some in- 
put into what their parents will be 
seeing?” Silbey suggested that 
after the advisory committee is 
established that members inform 
parents at P.T.A. meetings. 


Committee members Katherine 
Jones, Susan Silbey and Ann Ber- 


wick volunteered to join the cable 
television committee. 

In other comittee action, 
members voted unanimously and 
without discussion last night to 
transfer more than $300,000 from 
the Metco program into funds for 
regular class instruction. 


The $314,303 is a reimbursement 
from the fiscal year 1982 Metco 
program. 


School Superintendent Aaron 
Fink announced last night that 
two computors were granted to 
Newton North and South High 
Schools from the Digital Equip- 


ment Corporation. 


According to Fink, Paul 
Shapiro, Computor Science Coor- 
dinator, and Daniel Melia, Direc- 
tor of Technical and Vocational 
Education, are responsible for ac- 
quiring the corporate grant. The 
school committee unanimously 
accepted the contribution of the 
two PDP-11/44 systems. Fink said 
the system would upgrade South's 
computor science program to 
equal North’s program by the ad- 
dition of letter quality printers 
and video display terminals with 
graphics.

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member Paul Coletti generated 
some heated debate on the ap- 
propriation before it was approv- 
ed by a unanimous vote. 

“We want a guarantee the land 
can not be resold,’’ said Doug 
Rosenfeld, a spokesman for the 
group of neighbors at the meeting. 
He voiced their concern that, in 
the far future, the use of the land 
could be changed to make way for 
its development. 

“Administrations change. Pur- 
poses change with time,”’ 
Rosenfeld said. “‘Every patch of 
land that could be built on has 
been built on.” 
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Coletti said he shared 
Rosenfeld’s concern for the long- 
term future of the property. He 
explained that, if the land were 
not deeded to the city “in 
perpetuity,’’ the money received 
for it could sometime be given 
back and it could be developed. 
“That's what scares me about 
this,’’ Coletti said. 

The alderman from Ward 5 also 
expressed his concern for the ci- 
ty’s failure to adequately main- 
tain its conservation lands. He un- 
successfully attempted to attach a 
condition to the committee’s ap- 
proval which would insist that

charged in December, 1981 with 
maintaining a house of prostitu- 
tion by Newton police in- 
vestigators who also arrested 
three women and charged them 
with soliciting for prostitution. 
The cases of all three women were 
continued without a finding. They 
were fined $500 each. 

McIntosh’s attorney, Richard 
Steinberg, of Newton, said Mon- 
day his defense of McIntosh main- 
tains McIntosh was unaware of 
the activities of the alleged pro- 
stitutes, who were employed as 
masseuses, Steinberg said also 
the Massachusetts statue concer- 
ning prostitution maintains that 
“anyone on the premesis, 
(whoever is in charge at the time 
of the arrest) can be charged (in 
connection with soliciting for pro- 
stitution).’’ He said the statue was 
established “to get rid of the 
street pimps.” 

Steinberg added, “I think what 
the law is trying to do is show that 
if he (McIntosh) didn’t know the 
first time then he should have 
known the second time.’’ 
Steinberg also said he would show 
that many of the club’s patrons 
have health ailments, such as ar- 
thritis. ‘It's a therapeutic type of 
treatment,” he said. 

Echoing Steinberg’s remarks, 
McIntosh said Monday he was 
“unaware” the alleged pro- 
stitutes had broken the law. He 
said he was concerned patrons 
who go to the club for health pro- 
blems have been scared away 
because of the publicity of the pro- 
stitution cases. 

McIntosh said about 30 percent 
of the club’s patrons use the

facilities for health problems and 
to use the whirlpool and sauna. He 
said the club’s 1500 gallon tank is 
the largest whirlpool on the east 
coast, 

McIntosh said the club averag- 
ed about 300 cutomers per week, 
though that figure has slipped 
dramatically since the prostitu- 
tion charges were made. He said 
the club has lost many of its 
female patrons as a result of the 
charges. ‘‘The number of women 
who came in for massages has 
slipped dramatically,’ McIntosh 
said, 

The health club was established 
in July, 1981, The club does not of- 
fer regular memberships. 
Patrons pay $30 to use the 
facilities for one day from 11] a.m.- 
11 p.m., according to McIntosh. 
He described it as a ‘‘California- 
style’ club. McIntosh said he 
hires masseuses and masseures 
after they have been granted 
licenses from the city of Newton. 
Licenses are granted under 
regulations established by the 
Newton Health Department. ‘‘The 
deciding factor is the health 
department. They decide whether 
or not to issue a license,” said 
McIntosh. He added that he seeks 
masseuses and masseurers with 
three or four years experience. 

When customers come to the 
club for massages, McIntosh said 
female patrons are placed with 
male employees and vice versa. 
“It's pretty much a practice,’’ he 
said. 

The employees who give 
massages are in a sense indepen- 
dent contractors as the club does 
not pay their salaries. They are 
“tipped’’ by the customers, McIn- 
tosh said. The ‘club does employ 
salaried managers, however.

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Chief reports positive 
results from program 


NEWTON — The Neighborhood Watch Program, instituted by the 
Newton Police and city officials recently, is already paying off in 
spades, according to Chief William F’. Quinn 


Quinn said last week he received a letter from a Chestnut Hill resi- 
dent ‘extolling the virtue"’ of the Neighborhood Watch program, which 
encourages residents to observe and report suspicious activities to the 
police. 


According to the resident a combination of an alert letter carrier, 
calling 911 concerning a broken window, a neighbor calling police about 
a suspicious person asking ‘‘meaningless questions’’ and a second 
neighbor noticing a plastic trash bag out on the street in the wrong 
place and on the wrong day, a housebreak was solved by the Newton 
Polic2. Chief Quinn said three persons were arrested a ‘‘very short 
time”’ after the reports of suspicious activities came in. 


The letter also said the house break occurred shortly before noon and 
by 12:30 the three suspects had been arrested and all possessions 
returned. 

Chief Quinn said he planned to personnaly express the gratitude of 
the department to each of the residents who helped supply information 
which resulted in the bookings. 


The chief stressed, in a statement released last week, that with the 
coming of summer months, residents should be particularly aware of 
the benefits of Neighborhood Watch. 


“We all should maintain or increase our alertness and vigilance,” 
Chief Quinn said. ‘‘More of our windows and doors will be open or 
unsecured and each of us should be aware of unusual noises, such as 
glass being broken, strangers in our neighborhoods, persons walking or 
riding without purpose, in short, anything out of the ordinary." 


“Our residents and their willingness to help, especially since last 
December, have been instrumental in the arrests of two hold-up men 
and more than 10 housebreakers, indicating a good partnership bet- 
ween our police and our neighbors,’’ Quinn added.

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Battered women: shattering myths

NEWTON — Shattering the myths concerning 
violence against women is as formidable a 
task for the Waltham Battered Women Sup- 
port Committee as trying to raise funding for 
its programs in the wake of federal cutbacks 
and Proposition 2 ‘2 


According to Robin Braverman, founder of 
the group, one of the most serious of these 
misconceptions is that women are somehow 
fesponsible for their plight. That victims of 
male brutality are ‘‘sick'’ or somehow 
“deserve’’ to be victims are attitudes which 
exemplify ism in today’s society, says 
Braverman, 30, a co-director of the battered 
women committee 





The group, established in 1981, helps bat- 
tered women by offering protection and legal 
advise. Though most members are volunteers, 
funds are needed for court advocates, shelter 
coordinators and to continue educational pro- 








gams. The committee's board of directors set 
$58,000 as its annual operating budget. The 
funds must come from privaste sources 








because the committee can not receive State 
Department of Social Service funding as a 
result of budget cuts, according to Braver- 
man, 


So the committee is holding various fun- 
draisers and applying for grants. The funds 
are needed so that they can continue to help 
battered women and also educate people about 
the facts and destroy the myths concerning the 
millions of battered women. 


“Battering is symptomatic of overall 
tendencies in our society for women to be 
abused in all different ways. Physical abuse is 
the extension and the grossest form of sex- 
ism,” says Braverman. 








Unfortunately, prevailing attitudes often 
keep women from coming forward because 
“Society teaches us that we must have done 
something wrong.” Others still feel it is aecep- 
table for a man to beat his wife. The notion 
often determines how the law deals with 
brutality cases. ‘‘There are some police of- 
ficers who don’t think there’s anything wrong 
with a woman being slapped around,” says 
Braverman. 


There are 20 million wife-beaters in the 
United States according to Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) statistics. A woman is 
beaten by her husband every 18 seconds, the

NEWTON — Fire Chief Edward B. Reilly, 
Jr., has advised residents that the Fire 
Department is willing to help them with their 
flooded basements. 

“According to state authorities, the Newton 
Fire Department was one of the few depart- 
ments in Massachusetts to have provided ser- 
vice to property owners with water problems 
resulting from the recent rains,” Reilly aid.

The group shelters and counsels victims 
from Newton and neighboring communities, 
including Watertown, Waltham, Weston, 
Wellesley, Belmont, Sudbury, Lincoln, Bed- 
ford and Burlington. Established more than a 
year ago, the committee offers temporary pro- 
tection at its ‘safe houses,’’ one of which is in 
Newton, where a battered woman can stay 
with a family for up to a week. 


A permanent 





shelter house is needed 
however because women must e after a 
week. Unfortunately most victims cannot 
return to their homes because they will be 
beaten again, Braverman said 





“Most of the tirne a battered woman is 
afraid to return to that place because her hus- 
band will beat her more severely. When 
women leave, men become even more in- 
furiated with that action,” says Braverman. 
Changing the locks or issuing restraining and 
vacate orders do not stop men from terrorizing 
their wives, she added. The house needs to be 
rental facility so that if its location is revealed, 
residents can leave ‘‘quickly”’ says Braver- 
man. 








Volunteers, including several from Newton 
who are former battered women, advise bat- 
tered women of their legal rights and options 
Victims also call the 24-hour hotline: 899-8676. 
An answering service responds, though 
Braverman urges victims to tell their stories 
because the tape will not end as long hey 
stay on the line and a volunteer will soon 
return the call. Braverman says the hotline is 
effective because she recalled two Newton 
women who had the number memorized and 
immediately called when their partners beat 
them or threaten to hurt them. About 500 peo- 
ple have called the committee since the hotline 
was established. 








A common myth about battered women in- 
spired Braverman to become involved with 
the problem. She once thought that only 
women from poor and lower classes and cer- 
tain ethnic groups were victims of male 
brutality. ‘I found out that a college friend of 
mine, whiose father was a bank executive, was 
beating her mother,” says Braverman. 
Physical violence against women exists in all 
economic, racial and ethnic groups, she says. 

Another myth is that the battered woman

during similar emergencies and urged them to 
adhere to the following guidelines: 

* Calls will be responded to in the order they 
are received. Provide your location and phone 
number. There is no need to call more than 
once, The department will call you approx- 
imately one half-hour before arriving. 

¢ Try to do something yourself. Call your 
plumber, another person or a firm that may be 
able to help alleviate the problem. 

° Try to make provisions for permanently 
correcting the problem as the situation will 
probably occur again. 

¢ If you have taken care of the problem, 
please call the Fire Department so your name 
can be removed from the list. 
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should seek couseling as a way of “modifying 
her behavior” in hope that the man will 
change. Braverman says the group promotes 
“gelf help’’ and does not offer therapy ser- 
vices. Women often stay not because they are 
the ones who are ill, but because they are often 
forced for economic reasons, Braverman said. 

A former teacher and political activist, 
Braverman always had an interest in women’s 
issues, She attended a Lexington-area meeting 
of the National Organization For Women 
(NOW), which sponsored a session on battered 
women. Braverman then began organizing the 
battered women committee. Formed in 
January, 1981, the group is headed by Braver- 
man and co-director Paula Screhei, has a 
board of directors which establishes policy 
and various committees. 

Leslie Naditch of Newton is an active 
volunteer involved in raising funds for the 
committee. She said that a personal ex- 
perience also prompted her involvement. 
Naditch said she was the victim of ‘‘a jealous 
and violent man” and the experience “ef- 
fected me quite strongly.” 

Through the ‘Buddy System,”’ Naditch and 
volunteers who were once victims offer prac- 
tical advise and can emphasize with battered 
women because they’ve experienced the 
trauma.

First funds okayed Kenneth Sawin named 
for new Hyde wing 


NEWTON The Aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee 
Wednesday night approved 
$45,000 in architectural design 
fees to begin the first phase in the 
process of constructing a new 
wing on the Hyde School building. 

The single-story addition 
should provide the elementary 
school, gutted by fire in April 1981, 
with the necessary educational 
space to remain open 

The School Committee voted 7 
to 1 to declare the burned section 
of the building as surplus, giving 
the city the green light to use it for 
other than educational purposes. 

The Public Facilities commit- 
tee also gave initial approval to 








$150,000 for technical audits and 
reports on school buildings for 
energy improvements 

Robert Sandman, chairman of 
the Citizens Commission on 
Energy, said the school depart- 
ment is “lagging behind” the city 
in cost-saving energy im- 
provements 

The retrofit program for the 
schools could cost up to $4 million 
in bonded debt, according to Sand- 
man. He said the $4 million invest- 
ment will result in savings of $1 
million in energy yearly. Sand- 
man gave much of the credit for 





the savings to Newton City 
Energy Commissioner Michael 
Kuklinski 


Board still shunning 


gypsy moth 


SWTON — The Aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee is ap- 
parently willing to stick with a ci- 
ty policy not to use pesticides to 
wage war against gypsy moths. 
The committee took no formal 
vote, but voiced no disagreement 
last Wednesday night when 
Superintendent of Forestry 
Richard Metro defended the city’s 
decision not to use chemical 
sprays. 
In recent years, the Board of 
Aldermen has rejected use of 
chemical sprays to battle the pes- 
ty caterpillars. Metro said the city 
has never used chemical sprays. 
Instead the city has opted to use 
the control program for gypsy 
moths endorsed by the Audubon 
Society including tree wrapping. 
Waltham, which borders Newton, 
is spraying with a commonly used 
chemical - bacillus thuringiensis. 
The dispute over the health ef-

fects of chemical sprays is a ma- 
jor controversy among experts. 

Metro said many health experts 
maintain certain chemicals 
cluding the commonly used sevin 
to control gypsy moths, have 
damaging health effects. 

He said the chemical sevin will 
give you a 100-percent kill rate of 
gypsy moths and will ‘wipe out” 
bees pollinating, worms and cer- 
tain birds. “It is potent stuff,” 
noted Metro. 

Metro said residents should be 
aware that pesticide sprayers do- 
ing private property must be pro- 








fessionally certified and take 
special safety measures when 
spraying. 


Metro said nature’s own system 
with natural predators, such as 
birds and ground beetles, can con- 
trol the gypsy moth outbreak. 
“I’m inclined to stay with the 
natural way,” said Metro.

Body Wor 
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China entering auto market with British engine 


PEKING, China The Peking 
Automobile Works is gearing up for 
China's entry into the world automobile 
market with a diesel powered four-wheel 
drive vehicle. 

The Chinese are counting on a 
Western-style marketing and public 
relations program to sell the utility vehi 
cle to the world after the first 
“Overlanders” roll off the assembly line 
in August, 

“We want to produce a small quantity 
and then will enter the international 
market," said a plant foreman who gave 
reporters a tour of the sprawling auto 
factory. 

The 5-seater vehicle, similar to the 
American Jeep or British Land Rover, 
carries the same body and chassis used 
by the BJ212 car already manufactured 
by the Peking Automobile Works 

But the Overlander will be powered by 
a four-cylinder, water-cooled diesel 
motor supplied by Perkins Engine of 
Britain. It also will have brake modifica- 
tions to meet international standards. 

Road tests with a fully loaded vehicle 
traveling a steady 21 mph show it can 
cover 62 miles using on 1.5 gallons of 
diesel fuel compared with 2.8 gallons of 
gasoline, said Perkins engineer Bob 
Davis, who has consulted with the 
Chinese on the changeover. 

“We believe we have a product for 
both export and domestic use, but the in- 
itial task is to expor id John Har- 
ding, director of Perkins Engine.. 

Japan's Toyota Landcruiser, the Land 
























Rover and the jeep currently dominate 
the world utility vehicle market 

Harding, who is advising the Chinese 
on marketing approaches, said China's 
entry into the fiercely competitive field 
will have to be slow and deliberate 

“They can't take on the whole world in 
one gulp,” } 

Under an agreement signed in April 
between Perkins and the auto plant and 
the China National Machinery and 
Equipment Import and Export Corp., 
the British manufacturer will supply at 
least 500 engines this year beginning in 
August and a minimum of 3,000 in 1983, 

The price per motor is $2,000 and the 
completed vehicle will sell for about 
$5,500, said Harding 














Initial sales will focus on developing 
nations. Pakistan, Iraq, Kuwait, 
Lebanon and Dubai probably will be 
among the first buyers, according to 
T.T. Koo, chairman of the Beirut-based 
Organization for Promotion of Com- 
merce and Industry, a consortium of 
overseas Chinese firms. 

Koo said the initial sales will be for 
civilian uses only and added he did not 
expect the Chinese vehicle to be 
available to the military in those nations 
“for the moment.”’ 

The auto factory's more than 11,000 
employees turn out 20,000 vehicles an- 
nually and a switch from gasoline to 
diesel engines on the assembly line 
should not cause any major adjustment 
problems, Davis said. 





But as demand grows, so do political 
and state controls on production. 

Output could reach up to 40,000 units 
per year, but the plant only operates one 
&hour shift because of government 
energy conservation policies. 

Increased production would not only 
require the use of more power but also 
more raw materials sought by state in- 
dustry and construction departments. 
The whole process of keeping up with a 
high world demand could thus become a 
snarl of red tape, Hardi ng said. 


For Harding, who spent three years 
negotiating the engine sale while his 
business peers called him ‘‘mad,"’ cut- 
ting through China’s bureaucratic maze 
is nothing new. 

He not only has become one of the few 
foreign success stories in the China 
market but he also has persuaded the 
Chinese to take the major step of acquir- 
ing the services of a Western public rela- 
tions firm to help market the new vehi- 
cle. 

In a nation where the principal means 
of transportation is the bicycle, auto pro- 
duction has not been a priority. 

The most commonly seen Chinese car 
is the Shanghai, a four-door sedan used 
as a taxi for government ministries and 
departments. Most actual taxis for use 
by foreign guests also are Shanghais. 

The top of the line in China is the Red 
Flag limousine, which is used almost ex- 
clusively for high-level foreign visitors 
and the top echelon of Chinese officials.

Overlander — the BJ212 
the assembly line at the Peking 
Automobile Works in 1967. Resembling 
the Jeep or Land Rover but designed as 
a passenger car rather than a utility 
vehicle, the BJ212 went on the world car 
market in 1974 but only a few thousand 
were sold, mainly to Pakistan. 

“Aggressive selling is something 
relatively new in China,”’ said Harding. 
“They had to be persuaded t hat they 
couldn't just sit back and wait for 
orders.’ ——— 


Other versions of the BJ212 with the 


diesel engine include one for eight people 
and another that is a two-door, long 
wheelbase light truck. 

Servicing will be through Perkins’ 
facilities in more than 160 countries 

There are more than 900,000 vehicles 
in China. Most of them are for commer- 
cial use. 

The Peking Automobile Works plant in 
the city’s eastern suburb was a car 
repair factory in 1949 when the Com- 
munist regime came to power. It produc- 
ed motorcycle and auto parts under the 
nation’s first five-year plan. Then in 1958 
it produced a few sedans — the first 
automobiles ever produced inside China. 





More aluminum in cars 


DETROIT — For the 12th year in a row, 
more aluminum is being used in the 
manufacture of the average car, Harlan 
Gilmore, chairman of the Aluminum 
Association Automobile and Truck Com- 
mittee, reported at the opening of the an- 
nual Exposition of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers. 

Gilmore said that the average 1982 
U.S. automobile contains 133 pounds of 
aluminum, about four percent of its total 
3283-pound weight. Estimates made by 
consultants Arthur Anderson, he said, 
forecast the average 2,250 pound 1990 
model car will use 200 pounds or nine 
percent aluminum. 


He singled out a number of significant 
new domestic applications, including the 
aluminum radiator, engine block, 
cylinder head, prop shaft supports and 
formed sheet bumper. 

“The aluminum bumper facebar, first 
used on the Vega and Camaro in 1973,”’ 
Gilmore said, ‘‘weighed around 20 
pounds or about half of a comparable | 
steel bumper. Later designs have been 
so refined that an Omni bumper weighs 
only nine pounds, yet protects a 2,300- 
pound car, and the bright dipped and 
anodized sheet rear bumper on the Olds 
Omega and Buick Skylark weighs only 
11 pounds.”

SWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann has 
countered criticism of the city's efforts to 
maintain and improve its conservation land by 
pointing to the Newton Commonwealth Coif 
ourse, 

Purchased by the city in 1980 for $700,000, the 
club grounds have been meticulously main 
tained, Those close to the project feel the 
mayor could not have chosen a better example 
»f the city’s conservation land policies, 


Alderman Lisle Baker, whose efforts were 
instrumental in securing the 71-acre parcel 
said he does not play the course much but 
thinks “It's a handsome piece of property," 


Tom Elkind, a local attorney and chairman 
of the Newton Commonwealth Improvement 
Association, said of the course, ‘It’s a great 
thing the city has done. It is certainly an asset 
to the city." 

The course professional, Ken Campbell, said 
of the condition of the land, ‘We came through 
the winter pretty well.” 

Baker said the idea to include the course in 
the city’s open conservation land began in

January 1979 when he attended a meeting of 
the Newton Conservators. ‘'I thought it would 
be a shame to lose such quality open space" as 
the golf course, he said, and he went to work. 

Baker, a professor of environmental law at 
Suffolk University, suggested a “betterment 
issessment’’ as a way of acquiring the land. 
He described the assessment as a tool used “in 
the 19th century to create parks,” and added 
that it had not been used for some time when 
he began to research it. 

A “betterment assessment” taxes the 
neighbors abutting a parcel to be improved. 
According to Baker, 34 neighbors and a 
developer contributed a total of $200,000 to the 
purchase price, 

Baker said of the project, ‘It was a long 
haul." He estimated, a while ago, that he had 
spent more than 1000 hours on the effort. He 
said his background in environmental law was 
crucial, “It’s one of the reasons I could do the 
project,’’ he said. 

“It was a challenge to find some sort of 
financing that would satisfy the mayor," ac- 
cording to Baker. What he came up with was a 
plan to work with a developer, Barkan Proper- 
ties, who would eventually build 42 townhouses 
on approximately 10 acres on the perimeter of 


the golf course. 

Monies from the state, the city, the 
neighbors and the developer made up the 
package that eventually put the property in 
the city’s hands, 

Michael Peirce, of the city solicitor’s office, 
said the townhouse project was held up for a 
while because some of the neighbors protested 
that the development would adversly affect 
the value of their properties. Peirce said the 
developer settled without a suit because 
“Nobody wants to wait with interest rates the 
way they are these days."’ 

Baker said part of his many hours working 
on the project were spent determining “if a 
golf course could make money." He said he 
“had to do everything from soup to nuts” in 
the course of his research, He even met with 
greenskeepers to find out how much sand, fer- 
tilizer and grass seed was used during the 
season, 

Campbell said the course is ‘doing fine 
financially, We had a real good year last year. 
We didn’t think we could do as well this year, 
but, except for this past weekend, we've done 
even better.”’ 

“I think golf is making a comeback," the pro 
said.

Jefferson knocks mayor on contracts

NEWTON President of the Board of 
Aldermen Matthew Jefferson showed just how 
upset he was over the mayor’s amending city 
contracts without informing the aldermen 
when he submitted an ordinance Wednesday 
night which would make the mayor obligated 
to give written notice to the board of any such 
changes. 

Jefferson said the mayor's autonomous ac- 
tion showed the arrogance of the city’s ex- 
ecutive branch and “‘a lack of respect’’ for the 
aldermen, who ‘“‘were treated as less than an 
equal,’’ 

He called the unannounced changes im- 


of the changes, Jefferson recommended he 
“just keep the contract. Ask us for the money 
and I'll guarantee he won't get it. 

“It might be more difficult to negotiate a 
contract with 24 people, but you just have to go 
that route,” he said. 

Jefferson complained that the executive 
branch is not supposed to have more power 
than the aldermen. He said the two branches

are ‘‘supposed to be co-equal parts of the 
government. All the power that does not reside 
with the mayor resides with the aldermen.” 

He said he heard ‘‘a lot of talk" recently 
about the aldermen being weak and the ex- 
ecutive office being strong.

It behooves 
the person who is being oppressed to seek 
remedies for the situation,” he said.

Health Club 
case dropped

CAMBRIDGE — Charges against the owner of the Newton Health 
Club for allegedly operating a house of prostitution were dismissed in 
Middlesex Superior Court Monday. 

Judge Hiller Zobel, in response to a motion filed by the Newton at- 
torney representing health club owner Robert A. McIntosh, dismissed 
the case on the grounds the commonwealth's evidence was ‘‘not suffi- 
cient to submit to a reasonable jury to find beyond a reasonable doubt”’ 
that McIntosh had knowledge of acts of prostitution taking place. 

After the dismissal, McIntosh said, ‘‘I’m relieved that I’ve been ex- 
onerated and that the three girls have been exonerated.” 

McIntosh still faces a charge of ‘inducing prostitution” stemming 
from an April 1 raid at the health club. 

The charge dismissed Monday stemmed from a December raid of the 
health club at 209 Charlemont St., Newton Upper Falls, in which three 
female employees were arrested and charged with soliciting for pro- 
stitution. McIntosh, 41, of 4 Hart St., Burlington, was arrested at that 
time and charged with ‘‘maintaining a house of prostitution.”” 

The trials of the three women — Mary Lee Gazzangia, 22, of Fram- 
ingham, Fawn Vincent, 23, of Taunton, and Donna Kite, 24, of Pro- 
vidence, R.I. —-were heard in Superior Court and were continued 
without a finding. Each woman was fined $500 in court costs. 

Three state police officers and Newton Police Detective Daniel 
Donovan were called to the stand Monday by the prosecution during the 
four-hour trial. 

State Police Trooper John Naimovich of the Special Services Unit, 
testified he was one of three troopers who made the December under- 
cover arrests. 

Naimovich also visited the club alone two days before the raid on 
undercover assignment and testified he was given prices of ‘‘extras’’ 
available from a masseuse while in a private massage room with her. 

The ‘‘extras”’ as described by Naimovich were sexual acts.

NEWTON — Aldermen Monday 
night unanimously approved a 
$9,000 payment to a Newton police 
officer who brought discrimina- 
tion charges against the depart- 
ment after he was was fired last 
April. 

Officer Harold Hollie, who was 
fired in April 1981 for alleged in- 
subordination after a three-day 
administrative hearing, is ap- 
parently willing to drop four com- 
plaints pending against the city 
for the $9,000 settlement. 


Aldermen approved a transfer 
of funds in the Police Department 
budget for the settlement. 

Hollie, a black officer who filed 
discrimination charges against 
the department with the 
Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination (MCAD) 
in February 1981, appealed his 
dismissal to the state Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, In addition, he 
initiated court action against the 
city after the dismissal, 

In his complaint with the 
MCAD, Hollie maintained he was 
harassed and denied a promotion 
because he is black. 

An eight-year veteran of the 
Newton force, he was dismissed 
after a hearing on several charges 
including complaints he failed to 


respond to a call and appear for a { 


court case. 

Police Chief William Quinn 
refused to comment on the settle- 
ment. Several police union 
representatives had maintained 
the Hollie charges were “trumped 
up.”’ Hollie's attorney had labeled 
the charges against his client part 
of a “racist witchhunt.’’ Quinn 
and Mayor Theodore Mann made 
the decision to fire Hollie after the 
hearing. 

The $9,000 transfer came after 
aldermen held two executive ses- 
sions on the settlement. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
charged an executive séssion held 
by the Finance Committee on the 
matter may have been illegal 
despite the objections of Finance 
Committee Chairman Edward 
Richmond, 

Richmond cited the discussion 
of “litigation strategy’ as the 
reason for the closed door session, 

McGrath said the settlement 
was clearly in the city's best in- 
terest.

The Hollie firing was questioned 
by aldermen at meetings last 
year.

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Kennedy called the nuclear weapons race ‘‘a monster who eats out 
the heart of America. Every year his monsterous appetite grows.” He 
said wealth used for nuclear arms denies Americans new jobs, educa- 
tional resources and medical and health programs. ‘‘We pour all this 
wealth down his ugly and insatiable maw.”” 

Kennedy, 30, son of the late Senator Robert Kennedy, spoke to about 
400 students who were graduated from the school. Students, and 
several hundred family members and friends listened as Mayor 
Theodore Mann, School Superindendent Aaron Fink, South Principal 
Ernest Van Seasholes and others wished the graduates success. 

Graduating students chose Kennedy to be the guest speak at the 
school’s 22nd graduation exercises. A resident of Brighton, Kennedy 
founded and operates an independent oil company which distributes 
low cost fuel to low income Massachusetts families. 

“Fuel oil prices have risen more than 100% in the last decade. This 
increase is not the result of normal market conditions, but rather the 
workings of international politics and multinational corporations.” 

Kennedy was applauded when he said the nuclear disarmament ac- 
tivists who protested at the recent United Nations Second Special ex- 
emplified America’s ‘‘reawakened conscience.” He said disarmament 
and other issues can be resolved through political activism and com- 
munity involvement. Kennedy urged students to continue this county’s 
heritage of questioning authority when political leaders say problems 
are too complex for solutions. 

“Our nation was founded by those who questioned authority and con- 
ventional wisdom. It is our democratic heritage.” Kennedy urged the 
graduates to participate in the political process regardless of their 
philosophies. ‘‘Our future is too important to be left in the hands of 
others," he said. 

He said students should not become so consumed in their careers that 
they neglect social issues. ‘‘Whatever your calling, try to work with 
others to make our country a better and more equitable place to live.” 
As an example, Kennedy said food cooperatives, ‘‘such as the ones here 
in Newton” are effective in combating high food prices and ‘‘provide a 
direct outlet for small farmers.” 

Mayor Mann, whose twin daughters graduated last week from South, 
simply wished the graduates good luck. ‘‘Deborah and Stacey wrote 
my speech. I shall not depart from tradition. Good luck.”

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
Mann wants the sponsors of the 86 
year old internationally renowned 
Boston marathon to pick up 
$15,000 in city expenses resulting 
from the race this year. 

In a letter to exclusive Boston 
Athletic Association (B.A.A.) 
agent Marshall Medoff, Mann re- 
quested that any ‘‘distribution of 
funds be made retroactive to the 
recent event,” 


Ina press conference last Tues- 
day, Mann also issued a stern 
warning for marathon officials. 
“Ultimately, this city controls 
who will run on the streets,’ he 
said, ‘Not Mr. Medoff and not the 
B.A.A.” 

The mayor said the city costs 
resulting from the race this year 
are “‘in the area of $15,000,"’ 

“The worst they can do is say 
no,”’ Mann said of a_ possible 
B.A.A, reaction to his request. 

In a telephone interview, 
Medoff said if the city has incur- 


red the $15,000 in expenses, the 
B.A.A. should pick up the tab. 
Medoff said he would forward the 
letter to marathon officials. 


“My suggestion is that if it is a 
fair figure, they (B.A.A. officials) 
should pay it,’ he said. The 
Boston attorney, however, said 
there was little chance the B.A.A. 
would “‘heed”’ his advice after a 
Tuesday press conference that 
angered many marathon officials. 

Mann pointed out that the city of 
Newton has the longest stretch of 


the marathon route, 844 miles, in- 
cluding the largest crowds at fam- 
ed ‘Heartbreak Hill’ on Com- 
monwealth Avenue. An estimated 
500,000 spectators watch the 
marathon along the Newton route 
each year, 


“Indeed, it should be called the 
Newton marathon,” said Mann. 

“Tf indeed it is going commer- 
cial, we do not expect our tax- 
payers to have to bear the burden 
while some private enterprise is 
being enriched,” he said,

After hearing all four witnesses, Assistant District Attorney Alex- 
ander Nappan rested his case. Steinberg then filed on his client’s behalf 
a motion for dismissal of the case on the grounds of insufficient 
evidence and asked for a finding of not guilty. 

In considering the motion, Judge Zobel ordered the jury of eight men 
and six women (including two alternates) to withdraw from the cour- 
troom, Judge Zobel then asked Nappan if he had presented all the 
evidence in support of his case. 

“Tam sorry Mr. Nappan; the chain is just too thin,’’ Zobel said.

‘“Legitimate’’ inferences could be drawn from such evidence, Nap- 
pan stressed, that McIntosh “knew what was happening in his own 
facility.”’ 

“There are such inferences, but in my judgement, which I am sworn 
to apply, the inferences are not sufficient to submit to a reasonable jury 
to find beyond a reasonable doubt,” Zobel said in dismissing the charge 
against McIntosh. 

McIntosh faces an additional charge of ‘ 
the result of an April 1 arrest of a fourth employee, Patricia Frost, 41, 
of Chelmsford, for soliciting for prostitution. 

Frost, who was found guilty in Newton District Court, is awaiting ap- 
peal of her conviction before a 6-member jury in Middlesex Superior 
Court 

In an interview, Steinberg said the additional charge against McIn- 
tosh is ‘exactly the same case.”’ ‘‘There is no more evidence than they 
have in this case," he said.

Ted Koppel on the Middle 
East: ‘You have this crazy 
quilt relationship instead of 
inter-relationships in the Mid- 
dle East which has nothing to 
do with whom do you like. It 
has to do with whom do you 
fear the most and whom do 
you hate less.’ 


ABC “Nightline’’ host Ted Kopell was in 
Newton recently as guest speaker for cor- 
nerstone ceremonies for the $13 million Jewish 
Community Multi-service Center. The occassion 
served to provide some unique insights into the 
workings of the mind of this noted television 
journalist. Newton Graphic reporter Steven 
Burke compiled some thoughts by Koppel, 
below: 

The only child of displaced German parents 
who fled to England just before the war, Ted 
Koppel’s dream when he was a young boy was to 
become a broadcaster. His hero was the father of 
broadcast journalism Edward R. Murrow. 

In an article, the veteran broadgaster once 
wrote: ‘‘While other kids wanted to be a firemen, 
I wanted to be a broadcaster.’’ Koppel began his 
career in 1963 as a commentator on ABC radio. 

Before hosting the news show ‘‘Nightline,’’ he 
served as ABC News chief diplomatic correspon- 
dent in Washington. He was previously chie* 
Vietnam correspondent in Saigon and Hong 
Kong bureau chief for the network. 

Koppel covered former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger’s shuttle Middle East 
diplomacy, produced a documentary on Kiss- 
inger and traveled with former President 
Richard Nixon on his trip to the Peoples’ 
Republic of China. He is the recipient of the 
prestigious George Polk Award. 

In addition, Koppel co-authored the novel ‘‘In 
the National Interest’’ with colleague Marvin 
Kalb. He is presently working on another novel 
with Kalb. 

Koppel on television journalism in the US: ‘“‘It 
is unlike any other journalism in the world in 
some respects. There is more of it; it is under- 
written by more money and serviced by more 
people; it is more competitive; it covers a wider 
spectrum of opinion. It has some of the best and 
the least qualified practitioners."’ 

On free speech: “It is one thing to engage ina 
purely hypothetical discussion of free speech and 
a free exchange of ideas. It is quite another when 
some of those ideas are hostile to everything we 
personally believe in...I believe in the long run 
that it is only by hearing all points of view, even 
those that are anathema to us, that we all retain 
our freedom... the closest approximation to truth 
is reached when several parties of a dispute are 
heard.” 

On US-Israeli relations t is in this nation’s 
interest that it can occassionally shrug its na- 
tional shoulders in apparent frustration while 
Israel seems to go its own stubborn way...I think 
there is widespread support for Israel in the 
United States not limited to the Jewish communi- 
ty, but certainly spear-headed by the Jewish 
community.”’ 

On the American Jewish lobby: ‘I don’t see 
why there should be any embarrasment talking 
about a Jewish lobby. It is a group of Americans 
who gather together and protect what they 
believe to be the interests of the organization 
they represent...There is absolutely nothing 
wrong nor is there anything un-American about 
that. Does the Jewish lobby have an influence? 
Of course it does,”’ 

On slain Egyptian President Anwar Sadat: 
“He understood, I think, more effectively than 
any Arab leader before him or since that the 
American body politic was best to be won over by 
someone who made himself available to the 
media in general, but to American television in 
particular. Sadat understood the value of public 
relations and changed the view that the 
American public as a whole and certainly the 
American media had of himself, of Eygpt and in 
a larger sense of the Arab world."’ 

On US support for Britain in the Falkland 
Islands: ‘‘I think ultimately we did decide what 





was both in our economic and our strategie best 
interests in siding with the British. From an 
economic point of view, we have far more trade 


with Western Europe than we do with all of Latin 


America combined...The most important 
alliance that we have anywhere in the world is 
with NATO." 

On the Middle East: ‘*You have this crazy quilt 
relationship instead of inter-relationships in the 
Middle East which has nothing to do with whom 
do you like. It has to do with whom do you fear 
he most and whom do you hate less."’ 

On the Christian community in Lebanon 

Essentially they are a bunch of right wing nuts 


and many of them are fascists.’’ 

On television diplomacy: “Those who speak of 
television diplomacy, and many of them are 
within my own profession, don't know what the 
are talking about. We have very little effect or 
whom we bring together. We are constantly try 
ing to bring people of divergent opinion 
together... When they decide to come on, it i 
because they believe it is in their own self in 
terest to do so

Arson verdicts: A ‘travesty’ 


To the editor; 

We are writing about the August, 1981 $2.5 million fire at Brown 
(formerly Meadowbrook) Junior High School in Newton and the recent 
sentencing of the three young adults who were given 2 % year suspend- 
ed sentences and three years probation by Superior Court Judge Walter 
Steele, after the three pleaded guilty to arson charges in Middlesex 
County Superior Court in Canbridge 


Judge Steele ordered that the terms of the sentence be determined by 
the probation department. (Re: The Newton Graphic, June 9, page 8). 

We are outraged by the sentencing in this case; it is a travesty. A 
suspended sentence has no actual impact. The three were inconve- 
nienced by having to appear in court several times this past year - 
that’s it. 

The message that the young people of this city will get is that they 
can do anything and get away with it. It will tell them that they do not 
have to be responsible. We, as parents and members of this communi- 
ty, do not want them to get such a message. It is our responsibility to 
be, and to help our children become, personally and socially responsi- 
ble individuals at all times. 

Our children are the victims of this crime. Aside from the con- 
siderable financial loss of $2.5 million, with the city of Newton having to 
pay $100,000 deductible, how is the total loss of a library and audio- 
visual area measured for the students of Brown Junior High? Libraries 
are a rich resource to explore and grow in, and it will be at least 
September of 1983 before our children will once again have such a vital 
resource available to them. This saddens and angers us immensely. 

How is the loss of three science classrooms, three general classrooms 
and a lecture hall/small theatre measured for junior high kids? 

How is the loss of 15,000 paperbacks in the Social Studies/Language 
Arts Resource Room measured for the students and teachers who need- 
ed those books this year? 

How is the personal loss measured for the teachers whose materials 
and books from many years of work and experience were lost in the 
fire? 

How is the loss measured for the school administration, faculty , staff 
and city officials who have had to put in marathon hours since last 
August? That they have done so, and have put the fire behind them, is a 
tribute to their dedication and professionalism. 

Kids and teachers at Brown have adjusted very well in going to the 
Oak Hill Elementary School for science classes; librarian Louise 
Freedman and many other teachers have been working very hard at 
providing library services and ordering new books and materials; the 
Education Specifications and Design Review Committees have bee 
working steadily to expedite the rebuilding; school and city officials 
have cooperated fully. 

The fact remains that the actions of three adults last August have 
deprived and will deprive almost 1000 kids of some basic resources for 
a period of at least two years, While we understand that the three ap- 
parently have emotional problems, learning disabilities and no prior 
offense, what they did is still a major crime. The three in some way 
should feel the impact that they did something wrong. 

What about restitution or community service? We understand that 
Assistant District Attorney Thomas Brennan recommended 2 * years 
committed time in the House of Correction and that restitution be 
ordered, but Judge Steele chose a meaningless suspended sentence. 
Why? 

We are concerned that the three people involved, according to The 
Newton Graphic story, will probably not be required to give communi- 
ty service as part of their probation requirements because ‘‘there’s no 
telling where they’ll be,’’ according to one of the defense attorneys, 
Richard Steinberg. If they are on probation, it should be known where 
the three will be. The decision by Judge Steele is not, as Steinberg 
maintains, ‘‘absolutely”’ fair. 

How can the justice of this case be explained, not only to ourselves 
but especially to kids? How can allegations of privileged suburban kids 
getting preferential treatment be denied in all honesty? How can the 
possibility of pay-offs/favors be denied? How can cynicism be avoid- 
ed? Is it too much to expect justice? The suspended sentences are a 
mockery, and we protest strongly. 

For those who agree and feel so inclined, letters can be sent to 
newspapers, James Lynch, chief justice of the Trial Court Depart- 
ment; Judge Water Steele; Chief Probation Officer Donald Allard; 
Assistant District Attorney Thomas Brennan (all of the Middlesex 
County Superior Court); Governor King; and the Judiciary Committee 
of the state legislature.

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Justice after fire? ‘Humbug!’ 


To the editor; 

The public has once again been victimized 
while the guilty parties, off scott free, thumb 
their noses at us! I am referring to the article 
in The Newton Graphic dated Wednesday, 
June 9, conveying the outcome of the arson 
case in which three 19-year-old adults caused 
$2 million worth of damage to the Charles E. 
Brown Junior High School in Newton last 
August. 

These young adults were given a 2 © year 
suspended sentence and three years’ proba- 
tion after pleading guilty before a judge in 
Middlesex Superior Court. 

It is ludicrous to call that fair or just in view 
of the tremendous inconvenience this fire 
created for countless residents in Newton, 
from the firefighers initially to school children 
and faculty at Brown, the School Department, 
parents and city officials. 

It is a travesty and a mockery of the public’s 
worth to present those adult offenders with 
what amounts to no punishment at all for so 
serious a crime. Most dangerous is the prece- 
dent established by such leniency from the 
courts - the message leaps out in flaming col- 
ors - ‘‘go burn some more!"’ 

How may we explain to our young that one is 
responsible for one’s actions when they 
observe that this is not so? The three young 
adults involved are old enough to drive, to 
drink and to vote, but are not expected to pay 
for so grave an act as arson. It doesn’t make 
sense! And while on the subject of making 


sense, what exactly does ‘‘emotional pro- 
blems, learning disabilities and dyslexia” 
have to do with arson, breaking and entering? 
The article points out that defense attorney 
Richard Steinberg said the defendents were 
given suspended sentences because of their 
“history of emotional problems and learning 
disabilities and dyslexia.”’ 

This personal data is irrelevant to the case 
Morality and responsibility are the issues 
here. Steinberg and Judge Steele (by handing 
down a suspended sentence because of the 
above-mentioned problems) imply that in- 
dividuals with emotional problems and learn- 
ing disabilities are subject to a different set of 
rules from the rest of us i.e. that they are not 
responsible for their actions! 

It will be worth rewriting IEPs (Individual 
Education Plans), in that case, to reflect this 
“new value’’ (exemption from responsibility) 
for the numerous learning disabled still in 
school - and should hasten the demise of the 
systems’ other libraries, science rooms, etc. 
Justice? Bah! Humbug! 

As a parent I counted on the judicial system 
to redress the balance by coming down firmly 
on these lawbreakers. 

Iam disappointed and outraged and fully ex- 
pect the judiciary to review this case to come 
up with appropriate sentencing and restitu- 
tion.

Yes, they missed the rally 
but there is no need to miss contributing to 
what the success of the rally makes possible 
with continued work. 

Massachusetts Senate Bill 1825 (to put a 
nuclear freeze referendum question on the 
November ballot) and the Kennedy- 
Hatfield/Conte-Markey nuclear freeze resolu- 
tion need support. 

Letters to the president and to our represen- 


tatives wait to be written, and probably most 
importantly, friends, relatives and work 
associates need to know the issues and what 
they can do to help. President Reagan has 
begun to alter his public stance on the issue; 
just as they did during the Vietnam era, the 
voices of the people in our democracy are 
making a difference. 

Each of over 50 groups in Massachusetts 
from High Technology Professionals for Peace 
to Social Workers for Peace and Nuclear 
Disarmament provides a vehicle within which 
to make that difference.

NEWTON - Two Newton residents have been indicted by a grand 
jury on charges of motor vehicle homicide in connection with an ac- 
cident on April 18 which killed one person and another injured 

Rebecca D. Abrams, 17, of 22 Bernard St., was indicted by a Mid- 
dlesex County grand jury on charges of motor vehicle homicide, 
operating to endanger, failing to stop for a flashing red light and 
driving without a proper license. 

Michael J. Walsh, 29, of 35 George St., was indicted on charges of 
motor vehicle homicide, operating under the influence of alcohol, 
unlawful possession of marijuana and failing to proceed with caution 
when approaching a flashing yellow light 

Abrams and Walsh were indicted in connection with the death of 
Arthur W. Parker, 17, of Wisconsin, a student at the Middlesex 
School in Concord and a passenger in Abramés' car. Parker was kill-

Storage building burns

ficial described the fire as “suspicious.” 

Assistant Fire Chief Bernard Goulding found the building ‘‘fully in- 
volved’? when he and Engine cos. 1, 4, 5 and Ladder 3 arrived three 
minutes after the fire was reported at 10:34 p.m, Goulding declared it a 
working fire, prompting Engine Co, 2, Ladder Co, 1 and Fire Chief Ed- 
ward Reilly to respond to the fire. 

The flames spread from the building to a nearby tractor trailer truck 
body filled with furniture. The truck and furniture were destroyed. 

Heat from the fire also scorched the backs of four Chevrolet Chevet- 
tes parked 20 feet away at Clay Chevrolet, 491 Washington St. The tail 
lights of the cars were melted. 

A nearby house and three nearby truck bodies also were scorched 
before the blazed could be controlled.

NEWTON Members of the parent- 
teachers association of a local junior high 
heavily damaged by arsonists said they were 
“outraged” by the ‘‘travesty’’ of justice 
following suspension of jail terms for the three 
people charged with the fire. 

In a letter to The Newton Graphic, as well as 
Governor Edward King and court and local of- 
ficials, members of the Charles Brown Junior 
High PTA said ‘“‘we are outraged by the 
sentencing” of three adults who admitted they 
set the $2 million blaze last August.

“Our children are the victims of this crime,” 
the parents wrote. 

Eric R. Krasnigor, formerly of 90 Clear- 
water Rd., Newton, Michael K. Masterson, of 
209 Park Ave., West Roxbury, and Leslie 
Alberts, of 96 Levbert Rd., Newton, all 19- 
years-old at the time of the fire, were found 
guilty in Middlesex County Superior Court of 
arson to a public school building and breaking 
and entering in the night three weeks ago. 

Judge Walter Steele handed down 2 1/2 year 
suspended jail terms and three years’ proba- 
tion to each of them, citing their lack of prior 
criminal records and reported emotional pro- 


blems and learning disabilities. 

Attorneys defending the trio said chances 
were slim the three would be required to make 
restitution or perform volunteer community 
service to pay for the damage. The final deci- 
sion on restitution, they said, rests in the hands 
of the county probation department. 

The PTA members say in their letter they 
realize the three have emotional problems. 
Yet the members indicate they want the three 
convicted arsonists to, in some manner, pay 
for the crime. 

“While we understand that the three ap- 
parently have a history of emotional pro- 
blems, learning disabilities and no prior of- 
fenses, what they did is still a major crime. 
The three should in some way feel the impact 
that they did something wrong.”’ 

Defense attorney Richard Steinberg, when 
asked if the three might be required to pay 
some form of restitution, says it is unlikely 
because, ‘Frankly, one or two of them can’t 
(pay restitution).’’ Also, Steinberg says com- 
munity service is unlikely because ‘‘There’s 
no telling where they will be."’ 

PTA members said Judge Steele's decision 
is ‘‘meaningless.’’ 

They added, ‘‘A suspended sentence has no 
impact... The message the young people of this 
city will get is they can do anything and get 
away with it. It will tell them that they are no 


responsible.”’ 

The association further states the fire 
resulted in the loss of 15,000 paperback books 
from the social studies and language arts 
departments. The members say it will take 
two years before all the resources are restored 
to the school. Librarian Louise Freedman is 
still in the process of reordering new books and 
materials, according to the PTA. Three 
science classrooms, three general classrooms, 
a lecture hall and small theater were also 
destroyed.

Local judge would opt for restitution 


NEWTON — Newton District Court Judge 
Monte Basbas agreed last week with suspend- 
ed jail sentences handed down by a superior 
court judge to three people convicted of arson 
in a $2 million school fire. 

However, Basbas said the three convicted 
arsonists, who torched the Brown Junior High 
School Library last August, should ‘‘absolute- 
ly’’ be required to perform lengthy community 
service to pay for their crime. 


Earlier this month Eric R. Krasnigor, 
formerly of 90 Clearwater Road, Newton, 
Michael K. Masterson of 209 Park Ave., West 
Roxbury and Leslie Alberts of 96 Levbert 
Road, Newton, pleaded guilty in Middlesex 
County Superior Court to arson of a school 
building and breaking and entering in the 
night. 


Superior Court Judge Walter Steele imposed 
the suspended jail sentences reportedly 
because the trio lacked prior criminal records 
and had emotional and learning problems. 


Basbas said he agreed with suspension of the

somehow make up for their act. I would insist 
on a lot of community service — and for the ci- 
ty — for a long period of time and a lot of hours 
per week.”’ 


Repeated attempts to reach Judge Steele for 
comment on the case were unsuccessful. 


According to defense attorneys William 
Homans and Richard Steinberg, the three 
defendants have a history of emotional pro- 
blems and learning disabilities. All three are 
dyslexic and attended a special high school in 
Cambridge for dyslexic students, Steinberg 
said. 


Defense attorneys said after the sentencing 
it is unlikely the three will pay restitution 
because they are not financially able to do so. 
Also, community service is unlikely in 
Krasnigor’s case, because he is now living out 
of state and in Albert’s case, because of emo- 
tional and learning problems. Masterson’s at- 
torney, Esther Stevens, could not be reached. 


Judge Basbas said, ‘‘A jail sentence is not 
appropriate for them because they are first of- 
fenders.’’ He said an alternative to a jail

sentence is some type of a retorm camp where 
they would ‘‘be confined in a different way” 
and where they might become involved with 
forestry of conservation projects. 

Steinberg said Judge Steele’s decision is ap- 
propriate because there is no alternative to 
sending them to jail. ‘‘Do you put 20-year-olds 
in jail with hardened criminals?” he said. 

The maximum penalty for arson to a public 
school building is 10 years in a state prison or 
2% years in the house of correction. The max- 
imum penalty for breaking and entering in the 
night is 20 years in a state prison or 2%2 years 
in the house of correction. 

Newton Fire Captain Carmine Tedesco, who 
investigated the blaze, said Krasnigor, 
Masterson and Alberts should be forced to 
volunteer their services in a facility for burn 
victims or by helping to educate the communi- 
ty about the dangers of fire. 

“You see the suffering in burn centers. You 
not only see adults, you see children as well,"’ 
said Tedesco. 

“If you are not going to confine these people, 
then we should demand community service 
from them,” Tedesco said.

Frank votes to 
repeal break 
for legislators 


WEST NEWTON Congressman Barney 
Frank, D-Mass, the only member of the 
Massachusetts delegation to vote against the 
Congressional tax break last December, last 
week voted to repeal it. 


The House voted to instruct its budget con 
ferees to repeal the special tax deduction that 
members of Congress could claim without 
substantiation, for living expenses in 
Washington. As a result, the $3,000 limit on 
deductions for living expenses would be 
reinstituted. A similar measure has already 
passed the Senate 


“Unfortunately, this giveaway was in effect 
for a year but I’m pleased that a majority of 
my colleagues joined me and the others who 
opposed this from the outset in voting to repeal 
it,’ Frank said in a press release. 


On a key procedural vote, the House voted 
218-176 to allow amendments to an urgent sup- 
plemental appropriations bill. The vote to 
allow amendments, Frank said, was impor- 
tant because it opened the governmental pro- 
cess to full debate. 


Frank was one of the few members of Con- 
gress who voluntarily abided by the $3,000 
limit on deductions for Washington living ex- 
penses which existed in the tax laws before 
Congress voted the changé in December. 


Frank was the only member of the 
Massachusetts congressional delegation to 
vote against the tax break last December 
when it cleared the House on a 363-47 roll call 
as a rider to legislation tightening eligibility 
requirements for beneficaries of Black Lung 
Disease funds.

Appeal of payment 
for Mann’s lawyer

NEWTON — A group of Newton 
taxpayers has filed an appeal of a 
court ruling which paved the way 
for the city’s payment of the 
mayor’s legal fee. 

The taxpayers, led by Vincent 
Filippone, have appealed a ruling 
by Judge James Donohue, and are 
requesting either a new trial or a 
revised finding 

Mayor Theodore Mann faces a 
$1.1 million law suit filed by 
former secretary, Diana Oss- 
inger. 

Arthur Goldsmith, attorney for 
the taxpayers, has filed a motion 
for a new trial or an amended fin- 
ding 

The suit to block payment of a 
$10,000 bill to Mann's private at- 


















torney, Edward Barshak of 
Boston, was initiated last 
December. The suit came after 





City Solicitor Daniel Funk refused 
to represent the mayor because of 
a ‘conflict of interest.”’ 

Ossinger, Mann's secretary for 
nearly eight years until she was 
fired in March 1980, claims she

damages. The West Newton 
woman was acquitted by a Mid- 
dlesex County jury in October 1980 
of stealing $24,000 from the mayor 
by cashing his paychecks at the 
City Hall Treasurer’s Office over 
nearly a four year period. 

In his brief for a new trial or 
amended finding, Goldsmith con- 
tends the ‘‘court’s conclusions of 
law’’ in regard to the case are ‘‘in- 
correct.’’ Goldsmith is arguing 
the taxpayers were ‘‘not afforded 
the opportunity to try their entire 
case and were thrown into a trial 
situation...’ 

Donohue decided the case after 
denying a request by Goldsmith to 
force city attorneys and Barshak 
to answer a long list of ‘‘inter- 
rogattories”’ or legal questions in 
regard to the case. 

“Facts have a way of of focus- 
ing attention on the correct 
resolution of contested legal 
issues,’’ wrote Goldsmith. He said 
the interrogattories would have 
provided a ‘‘far better and fuller 
picture’”’ of the dispute. 

Donohue ruled that the city 
must pay all ‘“‘reasonable’’ legal 
bills under a city ordinance insur- 
ing city officials for civil rights 
law suits. In his ruling, Donohue 
said taxpayers’ arguments ‘‘lack 
merit.” 

Donohue, however, did strike 
the $10,000 appropriation approv- 
ed by aldermen last year for pay- 
ment to Barshak because no legal 
bills were presented to aldermen. 

In his brief, Goldsmith also 
argues that Mann’s legal bills 
should not be paid until it has been 
decided whether the mayor was 
“grossly negligent” in firing Oss- 
inger. In his ruling, Donohue 
agreed, that the mayor is not en- 
titled to city payment if the Oss- 
inger firing was ‘‘grossly 
negligent.’’ However, the judge 
maintained that was an issue to be 
decided in the $1.1 million Oss- 
inger law suit. 

In his brief, Goldsmith wrote: 
“If Mayor Mann can afford to pay 
Mr. Barshak’s retainer, and no 
claim has been made that he can 
not, subject to city reimburse- 
ment upon vindication, that is a 
preferable and far more prac- 
ticable option than to seek the 
return of advance city paid at- 
torney fees to an official, who 
after trial, is determined not to be 
entitled to indemnification.” 

Filippone maintains 
“thousands” of taxpayers 
against the appropriation, He said 
he will be initiating a fundraising 
drive to raise funds for the appeal

Beer license lifted; 
one business day

NEWTON — In two separate 
cases, the Licensing Commission 
last week made its position known 
on teenage drinking and video 
games. 

The Grocery Garrison’s license 
to sell beer at 367 California St. 
will be suspended for one day for 
selling beer to a 17-year-old on 
May 8. David K. Garrison, 
manager of the store, explained to 
the board that the youth had 
shown proper identification on 
many occasions and had become 
“a regular Saturday night 
customer.”’ He added that the size 
of the young man, 6 feet tall and 
200 pounds, lent credence to his 
claim of being of age. 

“Of course, he wouldn’t even 
try it if he looked younger than 
21," answered Administrative 
Director Carleton Merrill as he 
requested that the board suspend 
Garrison’s license for three days. 

Garrison’s lawyer, Dan 
Cashman, asked for a milder 
penalty and Commissioner 
Jerome J. Pearlstein recom- 
mended a one-day suspension. 

Merrill said he was concerned 
with the consistency of the com- 
mission’s actions but finally 
agreed with Pearlstein. 

“Garrison runs a good business 
down there,’’ Merrill said. ‘We 
like the control we have seen 
there.”” 

He also warned Garrison, 
“From now on, even if they look 
25, card them.”’ 

Garrison’s father, Robert Gar- 
rison, told the board,‘‘I think you 
are being fair with the one day 
suspension. We can go with that. 
Thank you. Period.’”’ 


The commissioners took time to 
instruct Garrison of ‘‘the un- 
wisdom”’ of not checking iden- 
tification every time in ques- 
tionable circumstances. 

Sgt. C.A. MacLean testified at 
the hearing that he had observed 
the youth who bought the beer 
walking from the store to a car 
filled with five other youths just 
before he arrested him. 

Henry Munevar, manager of 
the Newton Corner Bowl, showed 
up before the board for his third 
stab at getting a license for in- 
stalling seven video games in his 
bowling alley on Bacon St. 

Munevar said he did not get ‘‘a 
fair chance to speak’’ at the 
previous two hearings. ‘‘There 
are people who keep bothering me 
about getting more video games,"’ 
he said. ‘‘There are a lot of things 
I want to do that people won't let 
me do.” 


Munevar’s appeal was dismiss- 
ed with prejudice at the last 
meeting of the commission. That 
means he can not appeal it for 
another year. 


He presented a petition he said 
advocated allowing the video 
games at his place of business. 
Nowhere on the petition did it say 
just what it was advocating. 

When this was pointed out, 
Munevar asked, “How many 
names do you want?”’ 

“None,’’ replied Chairman 
Ernest G. Angevine. 

“You don’t even play video 
games,’’ Munevar responded. 

Merrill told him, “‘Look. You 
are a nice young fellow and you 
tried. But, unfortunately, the ball 
was not in your court this time.”’

The Kennard estate also includes a home on 
the property that city officials may sell or 
lease to pay for the upkeep of the land. The 
Conservation Commission had recommended 
the sale or lease of the land. 

Alderman Elaine Gentile suggested a living 
arrangement providing the person taking care 
of the grounds with free room and board. 

James Fullerton, a private Newton attorney 
for the Kennard estate, said Kennard was an 
“accomplished surgeon"’ who served with the 
U.S. Navy in the Pacific during World War II. 

Fullerton said Kennard, a lifelong city resi- 
dent, had a ‘‘strong feeling”’ for the city. 

The committee also unanimously approved 

$3,025 appropriation to send.brochures to city 
residents on the recycling program. The funds 
will come from an account designated for the 
purchase of trees for city property. 

Several aldermen including Alderman 
Rodney Barker complained that the funds are 
coming from the account, Barker and others 
argued the fund should be used solely to pro-

Loretz of Action For Nuclear Disarmament, 
the Newton contingent was part of 45 Japanese 
protesters who came to the Boston area after 
the New York rally. In all, more than 1,200

Board supports 
regulations on 
condo changes

NEWTON — Aldermen Monday 
night approved a resolution sup- 
porting state legislation to allow 
cities and towns to regulate con- 
dominium conversion. 

The resolution, initiated by 
Alderman Ethel Sheehan, passed 
on a voice vote. 

Newton approved an ordinance 
regulating condominium conver- 
sions last August, but a court rul- 
ing struck it down. City attorneys 
have appealed the ruling to the 
state Supreme Judicial Court. 

Only cities and towns with rent 
control currently have the 
authority to regulate conversions. 
In the past two years, con- 
dominium conversion ordinances 
in a number of cities and towns, 
including Framingham and Ac- 
ton, have been declared illegal. 

Sheehan, who drafted the 
Newton condo-restriction or- 
dinance, called condominium con- 
version a major ‘“‘human rights”’ 
issue. 

The state legislation endorsed 
by aldermen is currently being 
considered by a state legislative 
committee. 


Getting around 


The Newton resolution, which 
will be sent to state legislators on 
Beacon Hill and Governor Bd- 
ward King, notes the “serious 
shortage of rental housing for low 
and moderate income families 
and elderly in the city.” 


Furthermore, the resolution 


states: 


*the housing shortage has led to 
increase in rents such that more 
and more people must pay 
greater percentages of their in- 
come for rent. 

*unless general enabling 
legislation allowing cities and 
towns to regulate condominium 
conversions is passed, the city of 
Newton must depend on permis- 
sion from the court to regulate 
condominium conversions and 
protect its citizens. 

The city ordinance regulating 
condominium conversion provid- 
ed renters with a two year grace 
period before they could be 
evicted for a condominium con- 
version. Elderly and handicapped 
renters determined to have 
special hardships were provided 
an additional three year grace 
period.

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Group protests 
lranian killings

NEWTON CENTRE — Members of the Boston chapter of the Moslem 
Students Society gathered in Newton Centre square last Thursday to 
protest the torturing and killing they say has become a part of daily life 
in Iran since the Ayatollah Khomeini rose to power. 

Midday motorists and pedestrians were shocked to see a man with a 
black bag on his head pointing a rifle at another man, who was blind- 
folded and dressed in a blood-covered sheet. 

The graphic tableau on the corner of Beacon and Centre Streets was 
meant ‘‘to expose the atrocities and crimes committed by Khomeini 
over the last three years,’’ according to Ali Astar, a spokesman for the 
protesters 

Astar, a student at Northeastern University, said that more than 
15,000 Iranian citizens have been executed in the past year, “including 
children and pregnant women.” He added that there were presently 
more than 45,000 political prisoners in Iran and that they were being 
tortured regularly. 

“Khomeini has betrayed the revolution that put him in power and the 
Iranian people,” Astar said. He claimed that the inflation rate in the 
country is ‘‘more than 100%” and that the Iranian economy is ‘‘on the 
verge of collapse.”’ 

Astar explained that the demonstration in Newton Centre was just 
the first of many. ‘‘We’re going to do it in other cities...Boston, Cam- 
bridge, Brookline, anywhere we can expose the truth about Khomeini,”” 
he said. ‘‘A worldwide demonstration is planned for New York and San 
Francisco to get more international support to make Khomeini stop 
these atrocities.”

Northland of Newton finally won over- 


whelming approval Monday night of a petition 
for a zoning change from residential to com- 
mercial for the property. 

The approval marked the end of a long fight 
by neighbors of the property to keep it zoned 
residential. Land Use Committee Chairman 
rry Morris, who said he sided with the 
neighbors until recently, described at length 
the “careful, arduous process” by which he 
decided a zone change to commercial was 
warranted, 

Morris 











said his committee “unanimously 
assumed,” at first, that some residential use 
appropriate for the site. ‘This committee 
tested the validity of that assumption,’’ he told 
the board of aldermen. 








Morris explained that a variety of residen- 
tial uses, ranging from four single-family 
homes to a 50-unit midrise apartment building, 
were explored for the property. He said they 
were all termed impractical or financially in- 
teasible by a number of local developers. 

Units in the midrise complex, according to 
Morris, would have to sell for at least $175,000 
each, Apartments would have to be rented at 
more than $2,000 a month, he said, and added 
that no one would pay that kind of money to 
look out over Rte. 128. 





Morris contended, and most aldermen 
agreed, that the location of the property was 
unique and that a change of zone would not 
serve as a precedent for future petitions. 


Alderman Edward Richmond spoke of the 
property’s being next to the Rte. 128 ramp. 
“That alone is sufficient reason to go along 
with the zone change," he said. Alderman 
Ethel Sheehan said the land should have been 
rezoned when the ramp was built next to it. 





Lane Sofman, one of three aldermen to vote 
against the change, complimented Morris on 
his presentation, but said he remained un- 
convinced. He said that, ‘‘in a time of changing 
administrations,’’ it was unwise to rule out the 
possiblity of federally subsidized housing be- 
ing built on the parcel in the future. 

Alderman Carol Ann Shea, who was the only 
member of the Land Use Committee to vote 
against the proposal, complained that the 
residents in the area of Washington St. and 
Neshobe Rd. ‘‘will be in a minority”’ if the of- 
fice building is constructed. She said that 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital and Rte. 128 had 
already severely diminished the residential 
character of the neighborhood. 

Alderman Michael Malec told Morris he 
thought the process he used to arrive at his 
final recommendation was ‘‘one-sided."’ He 
said Morris should have gotten his financial 
data from ‘independent sources,’’ instead of 
from developers. 

Alderman Cynthia Creem, who voted in 
favor of the proposal, said she thought Morris’ 
presentation ‘‘was one-sided because there 
was nothing to be said for the other side.”

Public Facilities Committee last 
week. 
Building Commissioner Allan 


Fraser told the committee, ‘‘There’s 
a pretty regular occurrence of things 
missing from city hall. Most critical is 


that department heads know that 
some irreplaceable records are miss- 
ing.” 

According to Fraser custodians are 
relied on as curity guards. ‘‘In my 
opinion, they can not do both jobs,”’ he 
said and added that there will be only 
four custodians as of July 1 where 
there were seven a year ago. 

Committee Chairman Edward 
Richmond, who abstained from 
voting, said he had difficulties in us- 








ing a key card to enter a bank. He said 
the card had bent slightly in his wallet 
and would not work anymore. 

Fraser contended that the key card 
which would be used in city hall would 
be of a more durable quality. 

Committee member Robert Ten- 
nant recommended the new system 
saying that its cost was small com- 
pared to the potential losses in equip- 
ment that might come with the pre- 
sent system.

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Seskin Keeping deli tradition alive

NEWTON CENTRE The Jewish deli 
represents a tradition that Ira Seskin would 
like to keep alive 

“I've always wanted to own a big deli,’’ says 
Seskin, who two weeks ago became the new 
owner of the Langley Deli on Langley Road. 
For 32 years, the deli had been operated by 
brothers-in-law Ernie Drefer and Ruby 
Dragoff. When Drefer retired, Dragoff bought 
out the business. ‘‘Now Ernie is teaching me 
the ropes,’’ say skin, 30, of Newton Centre. 

For many years, Seskin has longed to owna 
deli, ‘I grew up with Jewish delis. I love the 
food, there’s no question about that.

But the at- 
mosphere of a Jewish deli, particularly the 
personalities of the deli workers, is just as im- 
portant as its committment to the product, ac- 
cording to Seskin. 

“It’s the man who says, ’You want this, not 
this.’ He’s forward, friendly and kibitz,’’ 
Seskin explains. A Jewish deli must be a lively 
place. 

The long-time deli workers always have 
great stories to tell, says Seskin. Many of the 
workers at the Langley deli have worked there 
or at other delicatesens all their lives. ‘‘It’s ab- 
solutely important to hold on to the long-time 
deli man. I want to continue the tradition,” 
says Seskin. 

A 1974 graduate of the University of Denver, 
Seskin received a bachelor degree in hotel and

School board okays ‘New Start’ funds

NEWTON — The School Commit- 
tee voted Monday night to 
transfer $56,550 from the special 
education tuition account in order 
to staff technical-vocational 
teachers for the '‘New Start" pro- 
gram. 

The committee voted to fund 
three vocational and technical in- 
structors for the programs. 

The ‘‘New Start” program is an 
alternative, special education 
program for high school students 
who have attendence, behavior, 
social and psychological pro- 
blems. 


According to Phillip Raddy, 
director of special education, 10 of 
the students would have been sent 
to private schools if the program 
did not exist. 


Also discussed was a technical- 
vocational training program for 
handicapped students who have 
been given job training and place- 
ment in Newton, Under the direc- 
tion of George Wilworth, several 
special needs students have been 
trained and are working in 
housekeeping at the Marriott 
Hotel. In transferring the funds, 
the school committee allowed 
three severly handicapped

NEWTON — A school official 
feels that Newton should lower its 
minimum competency require- 
ment on the basic skills tests for 
junior high school students 
because 58 students can not pass 
the exam, 

Curriculum Planner Norman 
Colb said at a school committee 
meeting Monday night that there 
are “very serious flaws" in the 
basic skills test provided by the 
state which make it unreasonably 
difficult. He claimed 58 students 
could not pass the reading com- 
prehension exam during a second 
testing. 

“It's a difficult test,”’ said Colb, 
assistant superintendent of pro-

grams. Colb said the exam should 
“test skills that are required in 
society. But it (the test) goes 
beyond that.’' Colb added that the 
the exam can no longer be called a 
basic skills exam “if there are 
even five items that are absurdly 
difficult." Colb said he feels the 
test was ‘‘misnamed.”’ 

The basic skills tests, devised 
by state educators, is given to 
students in grade seven, eight or 
nine. The exam tests reading 
comprehension, writing and 
mathematics, Each school 
system decides to which grade the 
test is administered. Newton ad- 
ministers the exam to seventh 
graders, Only 9 percent of the 
state's school systems give the 
test to seventh grade students, ac- 


In other committee action, 
members discussed a notice from 
School Superintendent Aaron 
Fink concerning possible conflicts 
of interest by school employees. 

Fink noted state laws bar school 
employees from taking jobs that 
might conflict with their city jobs. 
In particular, Fink noted that it 
has been a long standing policy in 
Newton that teachers and 
specialists do not ‘‘acceept pay 
for work with students whom they 
teach” or will teach in the future. 

Following the meeting, Fink 
said he presented the notice 
because he has received some 
reports of conflicts of interest.

Committee member Susan 
Silbey commented that the pro- 
gram directors should explore the 
possibility of exchanging students 
with other communities. Daniel 
Melia, director of technical and 
vocational education, favored the 
idea, He said, ‘The more options 
you have, the better it is for the 
students.”’ 


Melia noted that Newton is sav- 
ing money by using special needs 
day programs with other com- 
munities.

cording to Colb, Each system also 
determines its ‘‘cutoff" level for 
minimum competency. 

Colb told committee members 
that the grade in which the test is 
given or the cutoff score should be 
changed, Colb said the percentage 
of seventh-grade students who 
failed the reading exam upon 
retesting in 1981 was reduced 
from 15 to 6 (58 students). He said 
33 of those 58 students are receiy- 
ing special-education services, 
Colb said that some students per- 
form better on other competency 
tests, 

The exam has become a 
“political issue" Colb said, The 
advisory committee established a 
high cutoff point for Newton 
students because people feel 
Newton students should be at a 
higher level, said Colb, Teachers, 
administrators, high school 
students and PTA members are 
on the advisory committee. The 
cutoff point is reviewed annually. 

Committee member Susan 


Silbey remarked that the stete's 
exam should not determine levels 
of reading comprehension, It 
should only establish minimum 
competency, she said, Silbey sug- 
gested that the state, rather than 
individual systems, should 
establish minimum competency 
levels. School Superindendent 
Aaron Fink agreed with Silbey’s 
views. He said after minimum 
competency is established, 
Newton could then determine its 
own standards beyond the state's 
requirements, 

Fink also said the schools 
should look beyond the state's ex- 
am and identify specific problem 
areas. The state’s test is not a 
diagnostic exam in that it does not 
pinpoint individual skills. 

Vincent Silluzio, director of 
research and planning, com- 
mented that the state’s exam 
“was carefully developed, well- 
constructed and reliable test.” 
Siluzio said he has not heard 
“much criticism of the test."’

A French-speaking interpreter was brought in to explain the charge 
to Odney, who at one point began wailing in the courtroom and had to 


be escorted out by court officials. 


Members of Odney’s family also 


cried out at times during the afternoon arraignment. 


Newton Police said they arrested Odney shortly after midnight Fri- 
day when he ran to a Route 9 service station and told an off-duty police 
officer he was involved in a stabbing at the restaurant. Police said they 
later found the victim lying in a pool of blood in the restaurant’s kit- 


chen, 


Sajous, with a stab wound in the upper chest, was pronounced dead 
on arrival at 1:23 a.m, at Newton-Wellesley Hospital, according to 
police. William Soybell, 4th Middlesex County District medical ex- 
aminer, said Sajous’ death was the result of stab wounds. 

In court Monday, Jay F. Theise, a French-speaking attorney, inter- 
preted the charge to Odney, who speaks a Haitian dialect as well as 
French and Spanish. Odney, according to court testimony, came to this 
country eight months ago from Haiti and had worked at Legal Seafoods 
since that time. Sajous was also a Haitian native, according to police. 

After the defendant began wailing in Haitian and acting irrationally 
in court, Judge Monte Basbas ordered a court psychologist to examine 
Odney to determine if he was fit to remain through the arraignment. As

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Kids ‘chip’ in; schools cash in

NEWTON — Since the School 
Committee reintroduced potato 
chips as an a-la-carte lunch item 
this spring, students in Newton's 
secondary schools have munched 
their way through over 42,000 
bags in three months. 

“Kids like potato chips; there 
isn’t any question about that,” 
Support Services Director Roy 
Cornelius told the School Commit- 
tee Monday. 

The reintroduction of potato 
chips and other changes in the 
secondary school lunch menu 
‘were part of an effort to test the 
"impact of such changes on the 
operating deficit of the program. 

During March, April and May, 
the cafeterias in the secondary

Board moves to 
make lunch pay 


NEWTON — The School Com 
mittee Monday chose a tapped ¢ 
Portland, Maine consulting firm 
to find ways to make the school’s 
lunch program self-sufficient 

Faced with a deficit of over 
$130,000 for the program this year, 
the committee wants to come up 
with a plan which will reduce 
their funding of the lunch pro- 
gram to zero, or close to it 

After interviewing four con 
sulting firms, Support Services 
Director Roy Cornelius recom 
mended York Management 
Systems. The committee voted 
unanimously to hire the firm at a 
cost of $19,707 

According to Cornelius, the con 
tract requires York to study ways 
to improve the program as well as 
the advantages of hiring an out 
side vendor or contractor 

The work by York Management 
will be done during August and a 
report will be presented to the 


School Committee. Should the 
committee decide to hire an out- 
side contractor, the current pro- 
gram would likely remain in place 
for the upcoming school year.

Current reduction in force

5 000 filed for 
tax bill breaks

NEWTON — More than 5,000 
taxpayers have applied for 
property-tax abatements this 
year, with the majority claiming 
overassessment after a landmark 
revaluation. 

As the deadline for filing abate- 
ment applications approached 
Monday afternoon, a wave of tax- 
payers stormed City Hall with 
abatement applications. At least 
2,000 filed in the two days before 
deadline, according to officials in 
the assessors’ office. 

In a non-revaluation year, chief 
Assessor Robert Palmer said the 
office receives about 300 to 400 
abatement applications. 

Palmer said Monday that 
assessors will reject further 
abatement applications. When 
asked if an exception could be 
made for special cases, Palmer 
replied, ‘It’s too late.” 


However, Palmer noted tax- 
payers who received bills 
postmarked after May 28 have 30 
days from the postmarked date on 
the tax bill to file abatement ap- 
plications. A number of taxpayers 
received property tax bills late 
because of address changes 
within the last year. Alderman 
Richard Bullwinkle said ‘‘in hind- 
sight”’ city officials should have 
opened City Hall and allowed tax- 
payers to file applications last 
weekend.

The avalanche of abatement ap- 
plications was anticipated. Strong 
criticism has surrounded revalua- 
tion since it was completed in May 
by Finnegan and Associates of Ac- 
ton. Approximately 11,000 tax- 
payers scheduled informal hear- 
ings with the company after 
receiving new assessment 
notices. 

Palmer has promised a ‘‘full 
and comprehensive’ review of 
abatement applications, including 
visits to the homes of taxpayers 
claiming overassessment. 
Palmer said the department could 
handle up to 7,500 applications 
with the additional help. 

The chief assessor was schedul- 
ed to meet with the Aldermanic 
Revaluation Subcommittee Tues- 
day night to give a final tally on 
abatement applications and 
review deployment of personnel 
and the abatement review. 

In addition, aldermen were 
scheduled to hold a public hearing 
Tuesday night on a petition filed 
by a citizens group requesting the 
city pay attorneys’ fees for needy 
taxpayers using an attorney to file 
abatement applications. 

Alderman Dominic Taglienti 
argued that city assessors should 
accept abatement applications 
even after the deadline. 

“You should be able to apply for 
an abatement anytime,"’ he said. 
“T think we should bend over 
backwards to help those people."’ 
The veteran alderman said he 
would attempt to force assessors 
to consider late applications.

. Board backs down 
from demands on

NEWTON — The Aldermanic 
Legislation and Rules Committee 
Thursday night voted against a 
proposed ordinance which would 
force the mayor to inform the 
board of changes in special city 
contracts 

The committee voted 3 to 2 
(with two members abstaining) to 
recommend the full board reject 
the proposal, but reconsidered 
and held the item after amend- 
ments were proposed. 

Mayor Theodore Mann has 
come under attack for making 
changes in city contracts dealing 
with revaluation and private am- 
bulance service without inform- 
ing aldermen 

Mann changed several key sec- 
tions of the proposed and final 
contract with the firm that con- 
ducted the city-wide revaluation. 

The contract resolution initially 
approved by aldermen last year 
called for the revaluation com- 
pany to post a performance bond 
for the full $600,000 cost of the con- 
tract. In addition, the aldermanic 
resolution called for a $5,000 per 
day penalties to be charged to the 
company for not meeting the Jan. 
1 deadline for completion of the 
project. 

Mann reduced the bond re- 
quired to $200,000 and the penalty 
fee to $500 per day. In addition, 
Mann later amended the contract 
and extended deadlines after the 
company had failed to meet the 
Jan. 1 deadline. The mayor has 
maintained he had no choice but 
to approve the changes if the city 
was to complete the revaluation 
and avoid an $11 million budget 
cut. 

Under the proposed ordinance, 
the mayor would be required to 
give the board “‘written notice” of 
“any and all subsequent changes 
or amendments” to the original 
contract. 

Opponents contended the or- 
dinance was an attempt to usurp 
the mayor’s contract powers and 
would serve no purpose other than 
to open the gates for politically 
motivated criticism against the 
mayor. 

Under the city charter, the 
mayor has sole responsibility for 
negotiating and signing city con- 
tracts. 

Supporters contended the or- 
dinance was a useful tool to force 
the mayor to keep them informed 
and knowledgable on special con- 






tracts. 

Board of Alderman President 
Matthew Jefferson, who initiated 
the ordinance, maintained the 
proposal was not an attempt to in 
terfere with the mayor's contract 
authority. 

“Nobody has convinced me yet 
that we are trampling on foul 
ground,” declared Jefferson. 

Jefferson said aldermen clearly 
should have been informed of 
changes in the important revalua- 
tion contract. ‘‘There were people 
who felt this man could not do the 
job,”’ Jefferson said. “There were 
people interested in the bond and 
penalties.”’ 

Jefferson said the ordinance 
was both for “informational” and 
“political’’ purposes. The board 
president said the mayor should 
be forced to ‘‘come back’ to 
aldermen and “‘take the heat” for 
contract changes. 

The city’s Law Department has 
straddled the fence on the propos- 
ed ordinance. Ouida Young, assis- 
tant city solicitor, told the com- 
mittee the proposal may be on 
safe legal ground if it is purely an 
informational mechanism not in- 
terfering with the mayor's 
authority to enter and negotiate 
contracts. 

She cautioned, however, that 
does not mean the proposal ‘‘en- 
tirely sits well with the Law 
Department.” 

Alderman Verne Vance said 
forcing the mayor to reveal con- 
tract changes before signing the 
amendments would be 
“mishevious.” He claimed the 
proposal would only result in 
aldermen “either legally or 
politically second guessing the 
mayor.” 

“T really think it would not be a 
service to the city to have 24 
members of the board of 
aldermen debating proposed con- 
tracts or contract amendments,” 
Vance said. 

Other aldermen maintained the 
ordinance was an attempt to infr- 
inge on the mayor’s legally pro- 
tected authority. Jefferson 
responded by offering to allow the 
city solicitor to seek a court ruling 
on the ordinance.

Resident may win City Hall fight 


him. Mrs. Gentilucci finally left a message for Palmer to get in touch

NEWTONVILL: Daniel Gentilucci thinks he may have won the 
battle over the two-car garage, assessed at $129,000, located behind his 
Norwood Avenue house. 





He won't know for sure, however, until he walks into the assessor’s 
office at City Hall along with other residents to pay his bill on the last 
day without a penalty. 

According to Gentilucci, an employee in the assessors’ office assured 
him Thursday that a corrected assessment would be ready by Monday. 
The actual bill, he was told, would not be prepared by Monday, but he 
could pay the corrected amount anyway. 

So, instead of paying the $2,824.70 in property taxes for their simple 
garage and waiting for their abatement application to be handled, 
Daniel and Julie Gentilucci hope the new bill will be more in line with 
what they've paid in the past — $88.50. 

“I'm the kind of person who doesn’t like to owe anybody anything,” 
he said. “I would have preferred to pay the bill in advance rather than 
have it laying around on the dresser."’ 

“But, the way it (the process) went, it went until the last gun was 
fired,” he said. 

Gentilucci is not only angered because the huge discrepancy was not 
cleared up during his appeal hearing, but also because he got no action 
on the abatement he filed June 7 until his alderman, Richard McGrath, 
stepped in. 

“If Mr. McGrath didn’t intervene, I still think we'd be left out in the 
cold,” he said. 

Gentilucci said he and his wife made several calls to the assessor’s 
office asking for Chief Assessor Robert Palmer, but could not reach 


with her, 


Julie Gentilucci said the call was not returned until she called 
McGrath, She received a call from Palmer Thursday and was told that 


the assessor’s office was very busy 


with all of the abatement applica 


tions and had not been able to get out and reassess the property 
“T wanted to ask him, ‘Well, how many more $129,000 garages are 


there in Newton?'” she said 
Mrs. Gentilucci said Palmer told 


her that only part of the bill would 


have to be paid on Monday. If the amount turned out to be too little, the 
Gentilucci’s would pay a minimal finance charge for being late with the 
remainder, although Palmer said he would try to have the charge waiv- 


ed.

Arson and 
restitution 


For students of the legal justice system 
the recent case of suspended prison terms 
and probation for three people convicted of 
arson at the Charles Brown Junior High 
deserves special attention. 

Following a trial in Middlesex County 
Superior Court the trio, who had no prior 
criminal records, were found guilty of ar- 
son in connection with the fire in the 
former Meadowbrook Junior High library. 
The fire resulted in an estimated $2 million 
in damage. 

The suspended prison terms, subsequent 
probation and lack of any mandatory com- 
munity service or restitution by the three 
brought a storm of protest from members 
of the Brown Junior High PTA. In an angry 
letter to The Newton Graphic and city and 
court officials, PTA President Angela 
Nielsen cited the ‘‘travesty”’ of justice, the 
financial and educational losses of the fire 
and the loss of resources for Brown Junior 
High students. 

“The message that the young people of 
this city will get,’’ the letter said, ‘‘is that 
they can do anything and get away with it. 

It will tell them that they do not have to be 
responsible.” 

We share this grave concern and, like 
parents, teachers, students and city of- 
ficials, we question the wisdom of the 
sentencing. 

Court testimony prior to sentencing in- 
dicated the three had emotional problems 
and learning disabilities. Although some in 
the community questioned the relevance 
of those facts to this serious case of arson it 
is apparent such problems must be con- 
sidered in judging the maturity or ability 
to handle responsibility which the trio 
possess. 

But arson of any type, particularly burn- 
ing of a school, cannot be shrugged off by 
the legal system with no penalty assessed, | 
no punishment administered. One local 
fire official suggested the three arsonists 
should be forced to perform community 
service in the burn ward of a hospital. We 
see such an idea as logical and fitting the 
crime since it would instill in a grim way 
what could have been the results of their 
crime. 

If judges choose to bypass jail sentences 
for such offenses they must consider some 
way to make criminals repay society fer 
crimes. Restitution in this case is, obvious 
ly, impossible since damage amounted to | 
millions of dollars. | 

But letting offenders completely off the 
hook - and that is what has happened in | 
spite of the term of probation - is a callous | 
attitude toward the residents of this city 
and a horrendous example for children. 

Crime may not pay, as the saying goes. 
But in this case who pays?

Health club owner gives a tour

UPPER FALLS — The owner of the Newton Health Club opened the 
doors of his club to the press last week 

Club owner Robert A. McIntosh, of Burlington, was found innocent 
earlier in the week of the charge of operating a house of prostitution by 
Middlesex Superior Court Judge Hiller Zobel 1 

The charge against McIntosh stemmed from a Dec. 12 state and local 
police raid in which three women were arrested and charged with 
soliciting for prostitution. The cases of all three women were later 
heard in Superior Court and were continued without a finding 

Following three hours of testimony by prosecution witnesses Judge 
Zobel dismissed the case on the grounds of insufficient evidence on the 
Commonwealth's part to demonstrate that McIntosh had knowledge of 
acts of prostitution taking place at the club at 209 Charlemont St 

Judge Zobel found McIntosh ‘not guilty” and dismissed the case 
following a motion by McIntosh attorney for sucha verdict 

McIntosh told The. Newton aphic reporter during the tour that 
since the defense never presented its case, he wanted an opportunity to 
dispute what he termed “very hazy" testimony by state and local 
police in court ae 

“IT built this club from scratch,’ MeIntosh said. “It was an empty 
warehouse. We built this step by step with the Building Department 
and the Health Department 

McIntosh denied any knowledge of soliciting for prostitution taking 
place in the club while customers are in one 











of the seven private 





massage rooms. ‘To the best of my knowledge, what they (the 
masseuses ) are doing is giving a therapeutic massage,” he said 
He added that he does not go into the massage rooms while 


customers are receiving massages. Although a three-quarter hour 
massage by the masseuse of the customer's choice is included in the $30 
fee to use the club, McIntosh says many customers opt only to use the 
club's whirlpool, sauna, exercise equipment or to relax in the lounge 
and watch the wide-screen television 

On Super Bowl Sunday, McIntosh said, the lounge was packed with 
customers who had come to watch the game 

The brief tour of the club, which opened in the summer of 1981, took 
place prior to the actual opening time of 11 a.m. After entering through 
the canopied outer door into the foyer, customers must register with 
McIntosh or one of two other shift managers at a window and, in turn, 
receive a receipt for the $30 club fee.

After registering, customers are buzzed through a locked inner door 
to enter the club facilities. If it is their first visit to the club, McIntosh 
said, as a matter of courtesy, customers are given a tour by one of the 
employees. 





Once inside, the tour begins with a walk down a well-lighted hallway 
to the locker and shower room area. Then, following the rectangular 
path of the hall, the visitor is shown the seven massage rooms and one 
supply room.

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Chestnut and Oak garage is approved

NEWTON — A 27-space municipal parking 
garage should be in place on Chestnut Street 
along the railroad tracks east of Oak Street by 
the end of the summer. ; 

The aldermanic Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee Monday night gave 
the project unanimous initial approval. The 
proposal is expected to be approved at the next 
full board meeting on July 12 

Paving the area, across from the Gamewell 
office building, will cost the city $35,000, ac 
cording to a project manager for the city Plan 
ning Department. The city is leasing the land 
free from the Massachusetts Bay ransporta 
tion Authority (MBTA) 

Despite concern that installation of parking 
meters would force traffic on to streets, 
creating problems for area residents, the com- 
mittee gave initial approval for three-hour 
parking meters in the lot. 

Newton Upper Falls: Advisory Committee 
Chairman Brian Yates said the new lot 
represented a ‘‘major physical improve- 
ment.’’ But he said the installation of parking 
meters may create a problem 











The unpaved lot is currently used by 
employees of the Gamewell office building at 
the intersection of Chestnut and Oak. “If you 
push here, where does it come out?" asked 
Yates. Impact of the meter installation is 
“unclear,’’ he said for the record 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle maintained 
strict enforcement of meter violations would 
force the Gamewell representatives to provide 
employee parking. Bullwinkle said ticketing 
“two or three days a week would put the 
pressure” on Gamewell 

Alderman Michael Malec, who represent the 
Upper Falls community, vowed to keep a close 
watch on the lot to prevent problems 

In other action, the Public Safety and 
Transportation Committee gave initial ap 
proval to: 

* a Traffic Commission recommendation to 
deny a requested four-hour parking restriction 
on Sumner Street along with a rescinding of 
the existing no-parking restriction at 126 
Sumner 

* a Traffic Commission recommendation to 
rescind current traffic regulations on Norwood 
Avenue from Harvard Street to Clarendon 
Street 











*a Traffic Commission recommendation for 
a no-parking sign in front of the Exxon Gas 
Station at 650 Washington Street 

*a Traffic Commission recommendation to 
deny a petition for signs requiring traffic to 
keep right of the triangular island at East Side 
Parkway- Newtonville Avenue. A local resi 
dent has complained there have been 
near collisions at the intersection. As 
the committee also voted to recommend the 
Traffic Commission study the intersection for 
possible improvements 

*a Traffic Commission recommendation to 
redesign the island at the Elliot Street 
Mechanic Street intersection to make the

Neighbors of the board-

Committee member Paul Daley con- 
curred, ‘I really felt the building was a 
boiler room and nothing but a boiler 
room.”

“I don't know 
another neighborhood that would 
tolerate it, id Guy Compagnone. He 


said his 82-year-old father, who lives 
across from the abandoned school, is 
horrified by its intrusion into his 
neighborhood 


The two-story brick building was c 
ed four year ‘o. Two years 
mayor's office set a minimum price of 
$100,000 on the one-acre property and

bids were received from developers. 
The plan, at the time, was to build eight 
condominium units within the existing 
structure. The developer to whom the 
contract was awarded has since found 
the project to be infeasible. 

Jack Simmons of the city Planning 
and Development Department told the 
committee that stipulations attached to 
the contract were the main deterrents 
to the development of the property. 
Specific , Simmons mentioned the 
develop being required to include a 
three-bedroom unit, one of eight, which 
would be deeded to the city as low- 
income housing. 

The inclusion of the low-income unit 
in the project became impractical when 
the full cost of rehabilitating the rapidly 
deteriorating structure was 
understood, according to Simmons. The 
developer was reportedly backed up by 
other developers in his final opinion of 
the project 





Simmons said the conditions of a con- 
tract to develop the property would 
have to be ‘‘more liberal and less 
restrictive before going up for bids 
again.’ 


Peter Bella, spokesman for the group 
of neighbors which attended the 
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meeting, objected to the suggestion that 
the inclusion of more units might make 
development more feasible. ‘Speaking 
for myself, you ought to open it up to all 
sorts of development plans, including 
single-family homes,”’ he said. 

Bella and the other neighbors atten- 
ding the Land Use meeting contended 
that the old building should be 
demolished and the residential nature 
of the area should be maintained by 
building homes on the property. 

Daley said he thought, years ago, 
“The building should be taken down for 
duplex townhouses. That was my opi- 
nion then and it is even more my opi- 
nion now. Single-family homes won't 
float.”’ 


Compagnone argued that the single- 
family option was eliminated because 
the city wa king too high a price for 
the property. ‘$100,000 is too high for 
that neighborhood,” he said. ‘It seems 
like everyone is shooting for the stars in 
a working man’s meighborhood.”’ 








Compagnone, who told the committee 
he has been a developer for 31 years, 
said the demolition of the existing struc- 
ture would cost as much as the property 
and that the asking price should take 
that into consideration. ‘It’s feasible to 





build six single-family homes there if 
the city comes down on its price,’’ he 
said. . 

When pressed by Daley to come up f 
with an appropriate figure for the pro- 1 
perty, Compagnone said, ‘‘$15,000, ab- 
solute maximum.” 

Complaining that ‘‘We have a dog on 
the market,’’ Shea asked for some sug- 
gested courses of action on the matter. 

When Daley suggested the site might 
be appropriate for six duplexes, Bella 
objected. Daley said he only made the 
suggestion ‘‘to get the ball rolling.” 

Bella responded, ‘‘Well, let’s get it 
rolling in the right direction. The 
neighborhood wants to get back to what 
it was.” 

The committee finally passed the 
matter along with three options outlin- 
ed for it. The original plan of eight con- 
dominiums inside the existing buildings 
was kept. The possibility of building 
seven single-family homes on the pro- 
perty was suggested. And, at Daley’s 
behest, the option of building attached 
townhouses on the site was added 

Voting in favor of the motion were 
aldermen Daley, Taglienti, Sheehan 
and Shea. Committee Chairman Terry 
Morris abstained because of what he 
said was a possible conflict of interest.

Support group 
opens shelter 


NEWTON — The Waltham Battered Womens 
Support Committee announced Tuesday that it 
has opened a shelter facility in Waltham for 
battered women and their families 

According to Robin Braverman, director of 
the committee, 10 people can stay at the 
shelter, a rental facility, for up to six weeks. 
There are now seven residents at the shelter, 
which opened the first week of June. 

Until this month, the committee, formed in 
1981, has depended on safe houses to shelter 
battered women. However safe house can only 
provide shelter for up to one week. Braverman 
also noted that in safe house, “Women are 
isolated from one another. They don’t have the 
opportunuty to share their feelings and ex- 
periences,”’ 

Braverman can not reveal the location of the 
house because the husbands of battered 
women often go out looking for their wives 

Contributions from various church groups 
and civie organizations made funding for the 
shelter possible according to Braverman, The 
committee does not get federal or state fun- 
ding because of budget cuts. It is operated by 
volunteers. The funds for the new shelter will 
last only for the next four months. If the group 
does not raise more money the shelter will 
have to be closed, Braverman said. 

“It's feed money just to get us started. But 
we have to continue to get funds. But I feel con- 
fident that the community will respond,”’ said 
Braverman 

No other shelters serve the West Suburban 
area, the Rt. 128 belt between Quincy and 

Low ell or between Cambridge and Wor 

Braverman said the committee is a pp- 
proaching groups from in and outside 
Metropolitan Boston for funds becuase they 
are serving women from so many cities and 
towns. ‘We have received phone calls (from 
battered women) from all over Metropolitan 
Boston, ” she said. The committee has helped 
women from as far away as Tewsksbury and 
Littleton. 

“Tn the next few months we're going to con- 
tact groups all over since we find we are serv- 
ing a much larger population. We will ap- 
proach people from many areas to help keep 
us open.”’ 

“We're the only shelter. Other shelters are 
always full. More shelters are needed in 
general, but specifically in these ares,” 
Braverman said. Many battered women in 
these areas call the Waltham committee. ‘It's 
heartbreaking to us because we could not help 
them." 

The cost of the shelter in rent and utilities is 
$700 per month. Women provide the food. 
There is no paid staff, which the committee 
wants to provide. Volunteers stay with the 
women. 

The committee also advises women on their 
legal rights. The Battered Women hotline 
number is 899-8676. A recording will answer 
but a volunteer will get back to the caller.
